VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Union members' were to 
begin voting today on a ten¬ 
tative 40-month contract 
which could end the labor 
dispute that has shut down 
Vancouver’s two daily news¬ 
papers since last Nov. 1. 

The Vancouver Mailer's 
Union Was to vote on the 
settlement today while the 
other five unions at Pacific 
Press, which produces the 


morning Province and the 
evening Sun, are scheduling 
votes for later in the week. 

Harold Dieno, co-chair 
man of the Joint Council of 
Newspapers Union, said all 
voting would probably be 
completed by Thursday. 

If the proposed pact, 
agreed to by negotiators 
early Saturday morning 
after a maratholt 40-hour 
bargaining session, is ac¬ 


cepted, the two newspapers 
will probably begin publish¬ 
ing next weekend or the fol¬ 
lowing Monday. 

Pacific Press spokesmen 
said it would take 72 hours 
after ratification to get the 
papers back on the streets. 

The contract is retroactive 
to last Nov. 1 when the previ¬ 
ous one-year agreement ex¬ 
pired and gives the 1,400 em¬ 
ployees a 35-per-cent 


increase. Neither side would 
say at what points increases 
would be implemented dur¬ 
ing the three years and three 
months that the contract 
would be in effect. 

The rate for a senior re¬ 
porter with six year's experi¬ 
ence would increase to $530 a 
week, up from $395 at the end 
of the last contract. 

In the last contract, top 
rates for craft workers were 


about $10 to $12 a week be¬ 
hind senior reporters’ rates, 
and the percentage Wage 
boosts would increase that 
difference to about $13 to 
$15.

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Boeing probe 
exhumed 
by McKinnon 

OTTAWA (CP) — Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon has asked for an investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether Canadian law was broken when Boeing 
Co. of Seattle sold aircraft to Canada on a dual 

contract system. * 

McKinnon said in a telephone interview Saturday 
that he has discussed the matter with Solicitor-Gen¬ 
eral Allan Lawrence and has drafted a memo asking 
him formally to launch an investigation. 

Boeing officials told a U.S. investigation into pos¬ 
sible kickbacks that it sold aircraft to a number of 
countries, including Canada, on a dual contract 
system, but former Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques 
Blais told the Commons in February that an RCMP 
investigation had found no grounds for laying 
charges. 

THE RCMP REPORT WAS never made public 
and McKinnon said he would like to review the report 
to see how far the investigation went. 

McKinnon said he was not satisfied that there 
had been no wrongdoing. The double payments could 
constitute bribery or evasion of income tax laws, he 
said. 

if an investigation warranted it, the issue would 
be turned over to a parliamentary committee for fur¬ 
ther study after the next session opens this fall, he 

said. 

The U.S. Securities and Exchanges Commission 
is investigating $52 million in Boeing payments to 
consultants in countries including Canada, Argen¬ 
tina, Greece, India, the Sudan and Venezuela since 
1968. 

A MAN WHOSE IDENTITY has not been made 
public told the commission he worked as a consultant 
on Boeing sales in Canada and received payments. 

Boeing sold aircraft to Air Canada, the defence 
department. Eastern Provincial Airways, Nordair 
and Transair during the period being investigated. 

Boeing has said its two-contract system of pay¬ 
ing consultants was proper. However, it added, there 
was no way it could monitor if consultants were using 
t some of the money to bribe customersor government 
’ officials into buying the company’s jet planes. 

Payments would sometimes be made into bank 
accounts, sometimes identified by number only, out¬ 
side the country in which the consultant lived. 


Man the producer 
not enough—pope 


KRAKOW, Poland (AP) — 
Pope John Paul said Satur¬ 
day a "new evangelization” 
has begun in Communist- 
ruled Poland and he de¬ 
clared before thousands of 
people that man cannot be 
viewed as just “a means of 
production.” 

"Christ will never approve 
of it." the red-robed pontiff 
said, speaking in a section of 
Krakow designed as new 
Marxist community. 

A Roman Catholic church 
was constructed in the com¬ 
munity, Nowa Huta, only 
after the pope, then Arch¬ 
bishop Karol Wojtyla, won a 
20-year battle with Commu¬ 
nist authorities who had said 
a church was not needed. 

The pope expressed hopes 
for reconciliation between 
the Roman Catholic Church 
and the Communist state, 
stressing his respect for 
human labor and saying that 
“the church wants to find a 
common language with all 
systems of labor.” 

"I only ask of the labor 
system that we be able to 
tell about Christ who loved 
man,” he said. 

"Now the cardinals finally 
know what kind of pope they 
chose,” said the pontiff at 
the end of his speech, ob¬ 
viously satisfied with his ref¬ 
erences to communism. 

Cheers and singing broke 
out in the crowd. 

"Long live the pope who 
knows what he’s doing,” a 
man cried. 

“We want God, we are 
your subjects.” the crowd 
sang, repeating a hymn 
whose words were chanted 
at the pope's first homecom¬ 
ing mass in Warsaw a week 
earlier. “We want God in

MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(UPI) — President Anasta- 
sioSomoza’s troops attacked 
Sandinista guerrillas hold¬ 
ing the key cities of Masaya 
and Leon Saturday and 
claimed a "crushing vic¬ 
tory" over rebels in southern 
Nicaragua. 

Early morning firefights 
in Managua between well- 
armed youths and national 
guardsmen (army) raised 
fears that a rebel drive on 
the capital itself might be 
imminent, 

The guard issued a com¬ 
munique saying its troops 
had won a "crushing victory 


over communist mercen¬ 
aries" in southern Nicara¬ 
gua, killing 48 Sandinistas 
while the others "fled helter- 
skelter" across the border to 
Costa Rica. 

The guard took a group of 
reporters to the area to veri¬ 
fy its claim, which was con¬ 
tradicted by guerrilla claims 
broadcast on the clandestine 
Radio Sandino that the 
rebels were holding their 
own in the south. 

Reporters who reached 
Masaya, 25 kilometres south 
of Managua, said troops and 
rebels were locked in a 


heavy battle all over the 
town. 

As news of the clashes in 
the capital spread, civilian 
traffic virtually disappeared 
from Managua streets and 
the doors were shut again on 
shops that recenty opened 
when a general strike called 
by the rebels to put addition¬ 
al pressure on Somoza began 
losing steam. 

The guerrillas, who are 
battling to overthrow Somo¬ 
za and end his family’s 43- 
year rule over Nicaragua, 
have said they also con¬ 
trolled a string of smaller 
towns and villages.

The fire at Luna Park, on the shore of Sydney harbor, 
sent thousands of persons fleeing from the flames and 
smoke. 

Police said the blaze also damaged the roller coaster, 
where 15 riders were injured earlier this year when one 
car crashed into the rear of another.

Last-chance talks 
carry on for ports 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Talks aimed at ending the 
West Coast longshoremen’s 
strike continued Saturday 
evening under the guidance 
of top federal mediator Bill 
Kelly. 

The strike at seven B.C. 
ports, which began Monday, 
has stalled Western Can¬ 
ada’s export trade. Provin¬ 
cial governments and busi¬ 
ness have called for quick 
action to end the dispute. 

Kelly, federal deputy 
labor minister, began his 
second day of mediation ef¬ 
forts early Saturday, meet¬ 
ing union and management 
officials. 

The parties held a pre¬ 
liminary three-hour meeting 
Friday, after Kelly flew here 
from Ottawa on Thursday in 
what is taken to be the gov¬ 
ernment’s last alternative 
before it takes sterner mea¬ 
sures to end the strike. 

Labor Minister Lincoln 
Alexander has said he is re¬ 
lying on Kelly and the par¬ 
ties "to get together before I 
start speculating on what is 
going to happen after this.” 

The former Liberal gov¬ 
ernment resorted to back-to- 
work legislation in 1975, 
passed a month after a long¬ 
shoremen’s strike crippled 
West Coast ports.

Leaders of the Interna¬ 
tional Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union 
pulled their 3,500 members 
off the job Monday, citing 
rampant discontent among 
the ranks as the reason for 
moving their strike deadline 
ahead by 2^ days. 

The B.C. Maritime Em¬ 
ployers Association pointed 
to three tentative agree¬ 
ments rejected by either 
union negotiators or the 
membership since talks 
began in October, 1978, and 
said the next move was up to 
the longshoremen.

pleted his report. 

The BCGEU is still smart¬ 
ing from its failure last 
month to win a cost of living 
adjustment in meetings with 
the Government Employee 
Relations Bureau (GERB), 
and has been preparing for 
some time for what it ex¬ 
pects to be its toughest round 
of negotiations in years 

The master agreement co- 
\ering 117.000 of the union's 
13,000 members expires July 
31. Fryer«a>aid in an inter¬ 
view that he doesn't expect 
strike action before Labor 
Day, but warned that be¬ 
cause of other developments 
it could materialize much 
sooner, 

The union is adding refine¬ 
ments to the strategy it 
adopted two years ago when 
it threatened to take the Li¬ 
quor Board employees out In 
a limited strike action. 

The idea is to avoid the 
government’s use of the Es¬ 
sential Services Disputes 
Act as a vehicle that would 
put an end to any critical 
action. 

Fryer told the Colonist he 
believes the government has 
prepared itself for the even¬ 
tuality of a liquor store 
strike, and for that reason 
the union would be more apt 
to pick other “target 
areas.” 

While he won t allow him¬ 
self to be pinned down at this 
time, he does indicate that a 
limited strike could involve 
medical service employees, 
employees at the motor ve¬ 
hicle testing stations, the 
land registry or highways 
ministry. 

Essential employees, such 
as the 5,000 BCGEU mem 
bers working in mental hos¬ 
pitals and 3,000 jail guards, 
would not be included In the 
target area 

The union's plan—in the 
event of a strike—would be 
to support the strikers finan¬ 
cially with contributions 
from the majority of the 
members who would still be 
on the job 

While the BCGEU hasn’t 
spelled out what it will be 
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seeking in the way of wages, 
it is known that the magic 
figure is 10 per cent, or 
slightly more 
Fryer told delegates that 
the government, in spite of 
Its five per cent budget re¬ 
strictions, is well able to 
meet the demand because of 
a surplus that sits at $65 
million 

"As a matter of fact, our 
union's research depart¬ 
ment has studied the govern¬ 
ment's financial situation 
and believe that this figure 
could even be increased to 21 
per cent,” he said. 

He said it was obvious bat¬ 
tle lines had been drawn in 
printed remarks presented 
by Premier Bennett at a fed¬ 
eral-provincial conference 
in February last year. 

Bennett said at the time 
that the government em¬ 
ployees might attract too 
many applications from the 
private sector if their wage 
rate became excessive. Pub- 
lie sector employment 
should follow, not lead the 
private sector, he said. 

Fryer said it was obvious 
that GERB got Bennett’s 
message, since it refused to 
agree to the cost of living 
increase sought by the union 
last month. 

He said GERB countered 
the union's figures concern¬ 
ing inflation with a claim 
that food prices would cease 
to increase, that income tax 
was going down, the dollar 
was getting stronger and the 
sales tax had already being 
reduced. He said GERB 
maintained there was "no 
reason whatever for an in¬ 
crease in wages.” 

Fryer said the matter is 
now in the hands of the 
union's lawyers and there 
was a belief that an arbitra¬ 
tion board would have the 
right to determine what the 
increase should be. 

The guidelines being 
adopted by the government 
proved beyond any doubt. 
Fryer said, that accepted 


collective bargaining prac¬ 
tices were being abandoned. 
He said the union position 
must be one of solidarity. 

"We can no longer regard 
this year’s bargaining as 
anything else but a make or 
break situation—a make or 
break the union situation." 

In 1977 the union was with¬ 
in nine hours of the deadline 
it had set for a liquor board 
strike when tentative agree¬ 
ment was reached on a new 
contract. 

He said the government 
would probably not be gs 
shocked a second time by a 
strong strike mandate, and 
for that reason he didn't be¬ 
lieve a strike vote would be 
likely to prevent some kind 
of job action. 

During the interview, 
Fryer said he believes the 
“artificial" guidelines are 
set by "politicians who know 
nothing about the process." 

Earlier in the day, dele¬ 
gates approved a change 
that will make it necessary 
to gain 66% per cent support 
before a strike vote can be 
acted upon. Until now a sim¬ 
ple majority is all that has 
been required. 

The change, coming 
through an executive resolu 
tion, sparked considerable 
debate. It took a standing 
vote to decide the issue. 

The executive had wanted 
to make sure that it would be 
able to gain strong support 
before any such action was 
taken. However, it was on 
pretty safe ground, consider¬ 
ing that the margin favoring 
strike action two years ago 
was 92 per cent. 

The move is seen by union 
insiders as simply the 
union’s way of telling the 
government it has no doubt 
about its ability to produce a 
strong strike mandate. 

During the morning ses- 
sion B.C. Federation of 
Labor President Jim Kin- 
naird said that the battle all 
public sector unions find 
themselves in today to main¬ 
tain their bargaining rights 
"is indeed a struggle of the 
whole labor movement.”

"I think the company and 
the unions need a breathing 
space,” he said. "There are 
a lot of wounds that will have 
to be healed and I think 
we've got to talk that kind of 
a contract to do it." 

If anyone of the six unions 
rejects the contract, the joint 
council would be forced back 
to the bargaining table. 

“If that happens, I guess 
we haven’t got a contract," 
said Dierio. "I guess we'd 


have to get together and 
start talking again." 

The final wording of the 
pact was worked out with the 
help of provincial mediator 
Peter Dowding at a session 
which started Thursday at 
the provincial labor min¬ 
istry’s office in nearby Bur¬ 
naby. 

Dieno and Bob Jennings 
handled negotiations for thet, 
joint council while Pacific 
Press General-Manager 
Dave Stinson and Jerry 
Marr were at the table for 
the company 

The final session dealt 


mainly with the economic 
package and terms of the 
back-to-work agreement as 
it was agreed last week that 
the most contentious issue 
during the strike—manning 
clauses for pressmen— 
would go to compulsory ar 
bitration.

Governor Edmund Brown 
has offered a 10.5-per-cent 
increase, with a threat of 
"no work, no pay." State 
workers received no pay 
raise last year because of 
budget cuts brought on by 
the property tax-limiting 
Proposition 13 legislation 

Kent Milton, highway pa 
trol information officer, said 
that there were 242 ser¬ 
geants and supervisors who 
did report. 

Ralph Tornatore. execu¬ 
tive manager of the Associa¬ 
tion of Highway Patrolmen, 
said the sick-out protest will 
continue each weekend until 
the pay raise is approved. 

The sergeants and super¬ 
visors would have been out, 
too. but in a last-minute con¬ 
cession Friday, the patrol¬ 
men's association agreed to 
let them work after a state 
senator promised to put their 
pay raise in the budget. 

Patrolmen are seeking 
parity with the state’s five 
largest local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, which has 
been the standard for patrol 
salaries in the past.

Communist 
regimes claim to represent 
workers' interests above 
those of other elements of 
society. The ideology stems 
from the works of Kprl 
Marx, who rejected religion 
as a diversion from workers' 
real interests.

GAS LINE KILLS 

NEW YORK (UPI) — A man waiting in a long line at the 
gas station in Brookyln was stabbed to death Saturday in an 
argument about two cars being too close to each other. 

It was the second time this summer that a fight in a gas 
line has led to a violent death in the New York City borough 
of Brooklyn. 

Police said Fritz Boutain, 29, of Manhattan, was fatally 
stabbed in the chest after an argument with another driver 
in a line at a Shell gas station. 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) 
— A runaway offshore oil 
well, spewing 30,000 bar¬ 
rels a day into a huge oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexi¬ 
co, drove back divers try¬ 
ing to cap it before it 
further pollutes vital 
Mexican coastal waters, 
officials said Saturday. 

Shrimp boat captains in 
the Bay of Campeche com¬ 
plained the government oil 
monopoly Petroleos Mexi- 
canos was not giving them 
the full story on the Ixtoc I 
oil well, which was spouting 
oil unchecked after an explo¬ 
sion and fire last Sunday. 

In Cymen, home port of 
Mexico $110 million-a-year 
shrimping industry, boat 
captains demanded PEMEX 
give them “the true facts" 
about the oil spill and com¬ 
plained the oil finds in Cam¬ 
peche were putting their jobs 
and the industry in danger. 

There were widely con¬ 
flicting reports on the size of 
the oil slick spreading out 
from the Ixtoc well, 48 miles 
northwest of the city of Car¬ 
men, some 500 miles south¬ 
east of Mexico City. 

One boat captain who 
cruised the area said it was 
about six square miles. Two 
airplane pilots said it was 70 
miles long by 40 miles wide, 
and a PEMEX official said it 
was only about 2.4 miles 
long. 

But another PEMEX offi¬ 
cial said it was three miles 
long, but when asked wheth¬ 
er that was the length or 
width, he added, “I don't 
know. I just hope it isn't 
depth." 

PEMEX said the well pro¬ 
duces 30,000 barrels of oil a 
day worth $513,000 at $17.10 
per barrel. ■» 

PEMEX officials said if 
the frogmen failed to fix the 
valve on the oceanfloor and 
cap the well, it might take 
more than three months to 
stop the gusher by drilling an 
intercepting well. 

The oil geyser will have to 
spout 39 '/2 more days at the 
same rate to equal the rec¬ 
ord spill of 54.6 million gal¬ 
lons unleashed by the 
wrecked tanker Amoco 
Cadiz off the French coast in 
March 1978. 



Judge bars killing 
of 4,000 wild goats

LOS ANGELES (AP)-A 
U.S. federal judge has heard 
the cry of the wild goat and 
blocked the proposed slaugh¬ 
ter of about 4,000 of the 
beasts on the U.S. Navy's 
San Clemente Island. 

Judge Robert Takasugi is¬ 
sued a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion preventing the shooting 
despite the government’s 
contention that it was a mat¬ 
ter of “national defence.” 

Arguing against the in¬ 
junction, Assistant U.S. At¬ 
torney Steve O’Neil told Ta¬ 
kasugi that 50 weeks a year 
U.S. Navy ships use San Cle¬ 
mente Island as a shooting 
gallery—necessary to na¬ 
tional defence. 

The government said the 


target practice would have 
to be postponed because of 
the goats. 

They also said the foraging 
animals were upsetting the 


environment of the island, 
where they have lived since 
their introduction more than 
200 years ago by Spanish 
missionaries. 


Violence greets 
resurgent Klan 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UPI) — The 
prime mover behind the Arkansas re- 
emergence of the Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan was arrested Saturday, 
along with two counter-demonstra¬ 
tors, in a skirmish with police prior to 
the start of the Klan rally he organ¬ 
ized. 

Randy Howard, 26, and a man who had 
earlier identified himself as Russell Phil¬ 
lips of Tupelo, Miss., exchanged blows and 
were wrestled to the ground by state troop¬ 
ers after about 25 Klansmen in white robes 
marched to the edge of an avenue along¬ 
side the University of Arkansas at Little 
Rock campus and began to chant and wave 
their signs at motorists. 

A WOMAN WHO SAID she was Mary 
Cagnina, 28, a law student at UALR, also 
was wrestled to the ground in the skirmish. 
Howard, Phillips and Ms. Cagnina were 
handcuffed and hustled into squad cars, 
dozens of which had been circling the cam¬ 
pus all afternoon. 

After the arrests, the Klan marched 
back to the Fine Arts building, site of the 8 
p.m. rally, under the protection of about 25 
riot police in flak jackets and helmets. 
They had been on standby in another build¬ 
ing on campus. 

Howard had been making arrangements 
for the rally earlier in the day while about 
50 chanting demonstrators gathered out¬ 
side, carrying signs urging "Death to the 
Klan.” Another Mississippi man was ar¬ 


rested for snatching the hood off Howard’s 
head. 

TWO BUSES CARRYING about 100 po¬ 
lice, wearing helmets and carrying night¬ 
sticks, arrived late in the afternoon. Au¬ 
thorities had already st up metal detectors 
to check for weapons at entrances to the 
Fine Arts Centre, a 312-seat auditorium 
rented by the Klan for the rally. 

Earlier a man was arrested when he tore 
the white hood off one Klansman. 

An area was roped off outside the build¬ 
ing to hold back the sign-carrying protes¬ 
tors who arrived early in the afternoon and 
shouted at early arriving Klansmen, “He’s 
the scum of the earth," “Bomb any 
churches lately?" and “Sterilize those 
two.” 

THE DEMONSTRATORS were mem¬ 
bers of l)ie Committee Against Racism, an 
ariti-Klan group backed by the Progressive 
Labor Party. Committee members earlier 
had vowed to "shout down” the Klan 
speakers and take over the rally. Police 
said they arrested John Cavanaugh of 
Tupelo, Miss., after he took Howard’s hood 
and refused to give it back. 

In Decatur, Alabama, Ku Klux Klan 
leaders, calling for "victory over the race- 
mixers, Communists and liberals," led 
about 250 Klansmen and supporters on a 
peaceful march Saturday. 

The Klan march preceded a demonstra¬ 
tion by black protesters led by the South¬ 
ern Christian Leadership Conference later 
in the day. 


Letter bomb 
No. 5 strikes 

LONDON (Reuter) — A mailman escaped injury Satur 
daywhen a letter bomb exploded in his mailbag—the fifth 
such blast in Britain in the last 24 hours. 

The explosion, in the southern England village of Streat : 
ley, came hours after four letter bombs went off in two 
Birmingham mail-sorting offices, injuring six people and 
destroying many packages and letters. 

Police said it was too soon to determine a link with the 
Birmimgham blasts, but warned people throughout the 
country to be on their guard when mail deliveries resume 
Monday. 

No one has yet claimed responsibility for the latest 
blasts.

DC-lOs down at least week 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration Saturday an¬ 
nounced the formation of 
eight special Investigating 
teams to find out what is 
wrong with DC-10 aircraft 
and to get the wide-bodied 
jets back in the air as soon as 
possible. 

But an FA A spokesman 
said it would be at least a 
week before the troubled 
DC-10s resume normal com¬ 
mercial flights. 

The FAA announced the 
formation of the teams led 
by John Cyrocki, a onetime 
test pilot and former direc¬ 
tor of the FAA’s Great Lakes 
region, and Dan Peterson, 
the agency's regional coun¬ 
sel. 

The teams will be assigned 
lo study the maintenance 


procedures of the eight air¬ 
lines using the DC-lOs as well 
as to review service diffi¬ 
culty reports, quality con¬ 
trol, air worthiness directive 
results and the design of the 
engine mounting system, ac¬ 
cording to the spokesman. 

Jerry Lavey, another FAA 
spokesman said 16 of the 
grounded DC-lOs had al¬ 
ready been ferried without 
passengers to test sites in 
Miami, Tulsa, and Los An¬ 
geles. 

The search to find the 


cause of the crash has pro¬ 
duced a flurry of sugges¬ 
tions to the FAA, ranging 
from psychic solutions to 
offbeat uses of the DC-10. 

A woman claiming to be a 
psychic told the FAA she 
knew before the crash oc¬ 
curred what caused it. The 
FAA told her to call the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety- 
Board. 

Safety Board spokesman 
Bob Buckhorn said another 
woman told him she had a 
dream that a mechanic was 


inside the engine that fell 
off. 

"All kinds of nuts call, it's 
par for the courseJLBuck- 
horn said. 

The FAA also received a 
more practical solution 
about what to do with the 
DC-10s. 

A caller suggested turning 
the grounded planes into 
diners, or movie theatres, 
just as excess railway din¬ 
ing cars were mounted on 
blocks and put into operation 
around the country.

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The west and rest 
at Cabinet table 


NO MATTER HOW Prime Minister Joe Clark 
went about appointing his new Cabinet, there 
was probably no way he could avoid criticism 
across the nation and disappointment within his 
own party ranks. 

Fault-finding by some Opposition members 
is naturally to be expected, but their efforts In 
this direction seem primarily to focus on the 
fact that those Mr. Clark selected are not 
only inexperienced in managing national af¬ 
fairs but, in the main, are relatively unknown 
to most Canadians. Obviously, such arguments 
are specious for the simple reason that for the 
past one-and-a-half decades only Liberals have 
been allowed or privileged to occupy the offices 
of authority in Ottawa. 

It therefore wasn’t difficult for the chosen 
few of the Grit hierarchy to either become well 
known to the general public, or gain some 
experience in directing the country’s business. 
As it turned out, this became more of a disad¬ 
vantage for them than an advantage. Cana¬ 
dians not only got to know them well — 
perhaps too well — but also came to recognize 
that for all their alleged experience they had 
bungled their jobs. 

However, some criticism from other quar¬ 
ters is justifiable. On a regional basis, for 
instance, it will be difficult for a number of 
Western Canadians to understand why their 58 
Tory seats rate only seven Cabinet posts, while 
Ontario, which elected one less, is rewarded 
with 12. Or why the Maritimes, which elected 17 
PCs, got five Cabinet jobs while B.C., which 
returned 20, has been awarded only three of the 
top echelon positions. 

True, this is Mr; Clark’s first go around the 
Tory caucus and there will be changes to come. 
It is to be hoped that when he contemplates 
these, he will not overlook the importance of 
the West as his predecessor so often did. 


Standing against 
nuclear fears 


“UNDER WAY ON NUCLEAR POWER ” That 
message from the U.S. submarine Nautilus 
nearly a quarter of a century ago opened an 
era in naval and maritime history. Now they 
are saying hail and farewell to the world’s first 
nuclear-powered sub as it heads for Mare 
Ysiand in California for decommissioning. 

The Nautilus checks out with an impressive 
record — for itself, for the U.S. Navy’s 
nuclear propulsion program and for the loi'e of 
seafaring. Its historic voyage under the ice to 
the North Pole in 1958 dramatized the extra¬ 
ordinary capability of the atomic submarine. 

The Nautilus never fired a torpedo at an 
enemy but by its very existence it helped 
assure there would be nouwar demanding that it 
do so. Nuclear submarines which can remain 
submerged for long periods are the closest 
thing to an invulnerable weapon of deterence. 

The Nautilus, which logged 500,000 miles 
without consuming a drop of fuel oil, was the 
first of a line of reactor-driven ships and 
submarines which remain secure against the 
“energy crisis” that haunts commanders of 
conventional ships — the need to limit their 
operations so that they can rendezvous with an 
oiler or visit a fuel station. 

Lately, nuclear reactors have been under 
Suspicion as a safe and useful source of 
energy. The record of the Nautilus stands 
against those fears. It sails into history as 
a triumphant example of what the human 
intelligence can achieve through disciplined 
mastery of a new technology.

Manitoba tries to plug 
family support loopholes 


'It’s just a year since the 
marathon family law battle 
was fought through the Man¬ 
itoba Legislature. Crowds of 
women gathered every day 
to oppose and criticize the 
Conservative government's 
proposals for dealing with 
marital assets when mar¬ 
riages break down and for 
family maintenance after 
marriage end. 

Many of those women — 
and men, too, who attended 
the lengthy hearings — ques¬ 
tioned the sincerity of Attor¬ 
ney-General Gerry Mercler 
when he promised that the 
new family law would do the 
job required of it. They wor¬ 
ried about division of mari¬ 
tal assets, about consider¬ 
ation of fault in setting 
maintenance, and about en¬ 
forcement of maintenance 
payments. 

Some of those worries still 
exist, for some people. But 
Mr. Mercier is dealing with 
many of the doubts about 
enforcement of mainte¬ 
nance, and the same people 
who booed and attacked him 
a year ago should join us in a 
quiet cheer. 

This week he announced 
amendments to the Family 
Maintenance Act which. If 
approved, will make it much 
harder for spouses required 
to pay maintenance to skip 
out. Usually it is the husband 
who is ordered by a court to

pay maintenance, and de¬ 
fault figures across Canada 
are said to reach as high as 
75 per cent. In Ontario last 
year, defaulting husbands 
owed $32.9 million in sup¬ 
port. 

Now Mr. Mercier is com¬ 
mitting the power of the 
province to make these hus¬ 
bands pay maintenance as 
the court ordered. In a sys¬ 
tem like Ontario's central 
registry, the payment of 
maintenance will be moni¬ 
tored by provincial enforce¬ 
ment officers, empowered to 
find out where a defaulter is, 
where he works, his income 
and assets. The defaulter 
can be hauled into court for 
failing to pay. and penalties 
include garnisment of 
wages, fines and/or jail sen¬ 
tences. 

A big hole remains in this 
enforcement net — the de¬ 
faulter who moves to an¬ 
other province or country. 
Mr. Mercier hopes to plug 
(hat gap, too. 

Manitoba has already 
signed agreements with 
other provinces, several 
American and Australian 
states, and some countries 
for reciprocal enforcement 
of maintenance orders. This 
means that a Manitoba 
maintenance order will be

Confidentiality 
requirements could make 
problems here, he fears, but 
he plans to approach the new 
federal justice minister 
quickly. 

No doubt' there will be 
some spouses who success¬ 
fully evade every attempt to 
get them to pay mainte¬ 
nance. forcing their wives 
and childrep on welfare. But 
the government is very pro¬ 
perly making it harder for 
them to slide out from under 
their responsibilities. 
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The Jesuits abandoned the 
mission of Sainte-Marie des 
Hurons. in the Georgian'Bay 
area of Ontario, 329 years 
ago today — in 1650 — 23 
years after it was estab¬ 
lished. Disease and famine 
had made the fort untenable 
and all who were left — 60 
Europeans and about 300 
Hurons — set out for the trip 
home to Quebec. They car¬ 
ried with them the bones of 
two martyrs. Fathers Jean 
de Brebeuf and Jerome La- 
lement, killed by the Iro¬ 
quois a year earlier. 


WASHINGTON — Once 
again the news has been do¬ 
minated by one single fact. 
The industrial countries 
want, and need for their con¬ 
tinued economic growth, 
more oit 
than they 
are getting 
or ever will 
be getting 
again. 

The rising 
appetite for 
oil in the 
United 
States, 

Western Eu¬ 
rope and 
Japan has crossed the line of 
diminishing supplies. The 
result: waiting lines of cars 
at the gasoline pumps across 
the United States and in 
many places in Western Eu¬ 
rope. And in Japan, the yen 
is declining as the realiza 
tion of impending oil short¬ 
ages hits the Japanese finan- 
cial markets and the 
thinking of ecomomic ana¬ 
lysts. 

What is to be done about 
it? 

Far too much of what 
ought not to be done is being 
done. Japan and California 
are competing for the Suma¬ 
tra oil they both prefer be¬ 
cause it is light and refines 
easily into gasoline. Califor¬ 
nians used to get much of it. 
The Japanese of late have 
been getting more by paying ' 
higher prices. 

When the industrial na¬ 
tions compete with each 
other in payments for oil — 
the price inevitably goes up 
and up and up. And worse 
still, the industrial countries 
begin getting angry with 
each other, just as frustrat¬ 
ed individuals have done in 
the queues at the gasoline 
pumps in California. 

Long, long ago the modern 
industrial countries — the 
United States, Canada, 
Western Europe and Japan 
— should have co-ordinated 
their needs with one another 
and pooled their purchasing 
of oil from the producing 
countries. This was urged on 
them often enough by those 
who saw the impending colli¬ 
sion between demand and 
supply. Besides, Nortji 
America, Western Europe 
and Japan are joined to¬ 
gether in alliances for their 
mutual protection. 

They know well enough 
that in military matters they 
must hang together or be 
digested piecemeal by tlte 
men of Moscow. The same is 
true in economic matters. 
Yet to this day they never 
have been able to do any¬ 
thing about co-operation ex¬ 
cept to talk about it. 

One main reason they have 
not been able to dq anything 
is because the United States 
has done nothing to curb its 
own drain on the world's di¬ 
minishing supplies of oil. 
The friends and allies of the 
industrial world all have 
done better about curbing 
demand than the Americans. 
They have allowed the price 
of oil and gasoline to go 
up. That is, they have prac¬ 
tised price rationing and 
thus applied restraints on 
consumption. 

But in the United States, 
politics has interfered. The 
government in Washington 
has been blocked at every 
tum by public opinion. Con¬ 
gress, from fear of reprisals 
at the polls, has refused to 
permit either price rationing 
or coupon rationing. The 
great American public in¬ 
sisted on cheap gasoline

right to the time when the 
supply began to run out. 

At long last they have 
begun to taste the inevitable 
consequence. As the supply 
declined, the price began to 
creep up.

Congress into doing what 
must be done if the industrial 
allies are to co-ordinate their 
policies? America must curb 
its use of oil before the others 
will co-ordinate their pro¬ 
grams and their purchasing 
practices. 

There is about to be a pre¬ 
liminary test of the pros¬ 
pects for such co-ordination. 
The members of the Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Co-op¬ 
eration and Development 
(OECD) will be meeting in 
Tokyo at the end of June. 

This will be an economic 
"summit"of the seven 
major industrial countries. 
It will be the first one since 
the American people have 
felt the bite of declining sup¬ 
plies of oil. It will be the first 
real chance, therefore, to 
see whether the American 
people might now be ready 
for those co-operative mea¬ 
sures that at least would re¬ 
store some bargaining 
power to the consumers of 
oil. 

Unless or until there is 
some co-ordination among 
the consumers, the suppliers 
will continue to dominate the 
market, as they have been 
dominating it. 

And even if the users co-or- 


should they go on protecting 
the Americans in their oii 
gluttony? 

Until President Carter 
signed the Egypt-Israel 
treaty as witness and spon¬ 
sor. the Saudis held the line 
among the OPEC countries 
against sudden and extreme 
price rises. The others long 
ago wanted to charge all the 
traffic would bear. The 
Saudis held back. They did it 
partly, of course, to protect 
the value of their dollar in¬ 
vestments. Yet they did it 
also in part out of a feeling of 
genuine friendship for 
Americans and the United 
States. 

And then Carter accepted 
what to them is a “separate 
peace," which took Egypt 
out of the Arab line and thus 
fragmented the Arab com¬ 
munity. To the Saudis that 
was betrayal. They have 
seen no valid reason since 
then to defend the American 
interest in the meetings of 
OPEC. And they have not. 
And this has drawn back 
the veil that until then had 
shielded the American car 
driver from immediate 
awareness of the fact of the 
end of unlimited and cheap 
gasoline.

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WITH THE BATTLE smoke from May 10 now 
cleared away, the Social Credit post-mortem continues 
on what went wrong on the way to the ballot boxes. 

And something did go wrong, seriously wrong, with 
the strategy which saw the election campaign open with 
Social Credit holding a comfortable lead over the NDP 
and close with that lead whittled down to a handful of 
seats and the confidence of the party in tatters. 

As in all battles, the generals tend to look quickly 
below their elevated status for scapegoats when the 
game plan goes wrong. They seldom have the ability to 
look in the mirror and admit that the'person staring 
back at them must shoulder the first responsibility for 
plans gone awry. 

Political generals are no different from military 
generals whan it comes to attaching blame. 

WTTH THAT IN MIND, let’s add our two-bits worth 
to the post-mortem file with our analysis going back a 
little further in time than the actual campaign. History, 
after all, does teach us some lessons. 

David Barrett and the NDP conquered the Social 
Credit party in 1972 but the disintegration of the party, 
in power for 20 years, actually started immediately 
after the 1969 election. 

That was the year W. A. C. Bennett started to lose 
control of the local constituencies, the people who make 
a political party what it is. That was the year when, 
lacking leadership and concern at the local level, party 
supporters started to drift off into other camps or to 
slumber at their posts in complacent confidence. 

By 1972 when the bugles sounded, the NDP, as always, 
was ready for the scrap, Social Credit was disorganized, 
unprepared, the party machine a shambles. 

THE RESULTS WERE anticipated by a buoyant, 
confident Barrett and the NDP. 

For a few months the Socreds remained shattered 
and there were sound reasons for believing the party 
was finished. 

Two things happened in fairly quick sequence to 
turn things around. 

William Bennett decided to pick up his father’s 
mantle and quickly became both party leader and the 
MLA for Okanagan South, and Grace McCarthy took 
over as party president. 

They were both realists. They knew what had to be 
done and set about doing it. While Bennett concentrated 
on bringing the right-wing politicians behind a single 
flag, Mrs. McCarthy addressed herself to the possibly 
more important job of reassembling what had always 
been a formidable party machine. 

Both were successful, and the election of 1975 told 
how successful they were. While Barrett had been 
concentrating more on being premier than on being 
party leader, Bennett and Mrs. McCarthy had been 
concentrating on Bennett as a party leader worthy of 
being premier. 

The positions were reversed. The NDP machine 
now lay badly mauled, Social Credit triumphant. 

History will record that Peter Hyndman was ac¬ 
tually the president of Social Credit for that 1975 
election campaign. But only historians who don’t do 
their research will credit him with the victory. It was 
Grace McCarthy, handing over to Hyndman on the eve 
of the election call, to whom the medals go. 

Hyndman served a brief year as president before 
handing over to Les Keen, and history started to repeat 
itself. 

BENNETT CONCENTRATED on being premier 
and got better and better at that job as time went by. 
But he spent less and less time keeping the troops 
together. He forgot, in other words, that he held dual 
office, premier and party leader. 

The party machine at the local level fell into the 
doldrums and at the provincial level lapsed into con¬ 
fused arrogance. The province had a premier but the 
Social Credit party had no leader capable of training the 
troops for battle. 

There was a brief time in the fall of 1978 when 
Bennett successfully brought his people up to the front 
line, then put them on standby, then sent them home. 
When he tried to do the same thing in May the foot- 
soldiers didn’t respond. 

AND THE BLAME for that must rest squarely on 
the shoulders of the premier and the party president. 
Social Credit went into the three-week fight leading up 
to May 10 disorganized. There are some who claim there 
was a battle plan, but if there was it was carefully 
disguised. 

In the weeks leading up to May 10, Social Credit did 
not fight a provincial election campaign, it fought 57 
byelections. The leaders had lost touch with the troops 
and it has to go down as some sort of miracle that those 
troops, without leadership, were able to hold the fort if 
only barely. 

Once the nervous victory cheers died away in the 
early morning hours of May 11, fingers started to point, 
tongues began to wag: Who was to blame for such a 
close flirting with disaster? 

THERE ARE SIGNS that Bennett has quickly 
accepted some share of the responsibility and recog¬ 
nized how far out of touch he had become with the 
people who do the actua^foot-slogging. He has endorsed 
the appointment of Hugh Harris as executive director of 
the party and charged him with the responsibility of 
being a direct liaison between party headquarters and 
the premier’s office. 

Harris is a close personal friend and one of the few 
advisers unafraid to speak critical words to the com¬ 
manding officer. 

There are also signs that the premier has recog¬ 
nized that a press secretary from the ranks of the public 
service is not a good idea. 

John Arnett was an information officer with the 
education ministry before being elevated to his position 
as the premier’s official contact with the media. It was 
an appointment which raised eyebrows from the start 
and proved disastrous when the election call went out. 
Arnett, who should have been a key player, stepped 
coyly back across the sidelines and sat it out for the 
duration. 

ARNETT HASN’T DONE anything deserving of 
dismissal, but his effectiveness, his credibility, is long 
gone. There is little doubt that he will have to be 
replaced in the not-too-distant future. , 

Dan Campbell, always the faithful if sometimes 
erratic spear-carrier, is scheduled for retirement with¬ 
in the year. Early in 1975 Campbell seriously thought of 
stepping down to write a book. 

That leaves Dave Brown, director of communica¬ 
tions, and Tony Tozer, office director and protocol man, 
close to the premier. It’s my guess that they will both 
survive. 

Brown, because although his advertising campaign 
lacked the snap of the NDP effort, is better at his job 
than the campaign made him look, and Tozer, because 
in addition to being a close friend of the premier, is at 
his best when protocol is called for and it often is. 

But even with those possible changes, the real 
problem will still not have been addressed. From 1972 to 
1975 Bennett and Mrs. McCarthy put together a political 
machine second to none. 

IF THEY WANT TO WIN another term in office 
three, four or five years down the road, they have to 
start that task all over again. In Election '79 the 
problems started at the top, not at the grassroots. 

And that is a fact.

one man's opinion 


IT IS EASY to cheer'for a winner. Constant 
backing of losers is a much tougher assignment. I am 
wont to cheer for the Blue Jays, Canucks, Hogan's 
Heroes, Ford Pintos and Firestone 500s. I have also 
waved the banner for the B.C. Lions and Harojd 
Stassen - and am particularly fond of Andy Capp. 

It should come as no surprise, therefore, that I 
have long been an advocate of women’s rights in the 
area of the Canadian Pension Plan — an area that 
has few supporters outside of the gals themselves. 
There are far too many in high places who are snug 
and cosy with their affluent inertia. They are not 
aroused by any cry for an equal shake for house¬ 
wives when it comes to drawing that $218.06 (maxi¬ 
mum payout) per month at age 65. 

The federal government has made some slight 
moves towards rectifying the situation, but the 
moves have been both slow and weak and, certainly, 
housewives at this point are no closer to pension 
fruition than they were five years ago. Joe Clark 
made some noises about it during the election cam¬ 
paign and, like all political promises, it will be 
interesting to see what follow-up he will employ. 

TO POINT OUT the penny-wise, pound-foolish 
aspect of government policy in this regard, we have 
the oft-noted argument that too many women — who 
don’t need to work— are cluttering up the job market 
and therefore inflating the unemployment rolls. And 
there can be no question that many working wives 
fall into this category. 

Some counter with the claim that unless they 
work, they can never qualify for the Canada 
Pension Plan — which is hit-the-nail-on-the-head 
correct. Now maybe, just maybe, if housewives did 
qualify for the pension, some of them might stop 
working and allow the job market to open up to those 
who are in real job need. 

The plan would be simple enough. If a family 
wanted a non-working housewife to participate in the 
plan, the husband would pay her premiums. Right 
now most contributors pay 1.8 per cent of their salary 
(over and above $11,000) per year — a figure 
matched by the employer. The dollar amount is 
roughly $190. So, if a husband feels strongly enough 
about his wife participating in CPP, then he must 
check in with $380 (he would also be paying the 
employers’ portion) and no matter how you kick it 
around, that is an awfully cheap premium for bene¬ 
fits presently exceeding $218 per month. 

YET, WHILE ADVOCATING such change, I am 
at the same time extremely doubtful it can be 
implemented and would actually fight against the 
implementation unless drastic changes in the pres¬ 
ent plan were ordered. 

The pension plan is a joy, but it is also fast 
becoming a millstone that will encircle the necks of 
coming generations. The damned plan is fast going 
broke. Already we are at the point where benefits are 
being paid out of present contributions, meaning that 
what should be a self-sustaining program, will soon 
revert to just another social program sucking from 
the tax teat. 

The actuaries predict the plan will reach the 
bankrupt stage sometime in 1982 unless something 
drastic is done to jack it up with reasonable contri¬ 
bution hikes. By reasonable, some actuaries claim a 
doubling of the premium is necessary. In other 
words, to 3.6 per cent from the employee and to 3.6 
per cent from the employer — another $190 per year 
from each. 


THE RESERVES have been swamped and 
drowned by the ever-increasing horde of benefit 
receivers. The payouts are tied to cost-of-living 
hikes, meaning a further drain certainly not calcu¬ 
lated when the plan went into operation less than 15 
years ago. The reserve funds have ceased to increase 
and, in fact, have been liquidated. 

It means, without any form of argument, that 
unless the government takes the necessary steps to 
change the funding, there will be a tremendous 
shortfall not too far down the road. The free lunch Is 
no more — or so they say. If this is so, then obviously 
the amount deducted from our pay cheques will have 
to be increased by a considerable amount. Don’t 
bleat if it happens. 

Because of the sickly position of the fund, I'm 
afraid I will continue to back the underdog — the ' 
housewife — and regardless of Joe Clark’s promise, I 
don’t like the housewife's chance. 
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Would the Victoria police board please do itself and 
us a favor and send the administration of the police 
department into permanent exile. 

And while the board is at it, it could do us another 
favor and resign. 

For reasons I give you ineptitude and lack of 
imagination on the part of the board and insubordina¬ 
tion on the part of the police administration. 

The foregoing attributes came to light at last 
Thursday’s special meeting of the police board which 
resulted in the killing of a good idea — team policing. 

I have rarely seen a more pitiful performance by 
any political body. The police board allowed three 
police officers, none of whom has any background and 
experience in the concept of team policing, to walk all 
over the proposal. 

The officers made unsubstantiated statements de¬ 
signed to discredit the idea. Not once were they 
taken to task by the police board members, not even the' 
ones who have favored the introduction of some sort of 
team-policing model in Victoria. 


Increase in crime 
laid to Liberals

of crime victims, quoted by 
Squadron Leader Goode in 
his letter of June 6. should 
give most of us pause. We 
realize that the late lament¬ 
ed Liberal government need¬

But nowadays young peo¬ 
ple are not corrected where 
it hurts, and older ones know 
they can literally get away 
with murder. 

So, if we want this situa¬ 
tion dealt with, may I re¬ 
spectfully suggest that we 
govern ourselves, and see 
that we are governed, ac¬ 
cordingly?

MUCH HAS BEEN SAID about team policing. 
Basically, the concept is geared to the decentralization 
of authority. To achieve this aim, a team of police 
officers is put in charge of a specific district. The team 
will analyse the problems in its area and decide on the 
best methods to solve them. 

The team will work closely with social service 
agencies in its area and establish personal contact with 
residents. The team, in fact, becomes the police force in 
its district. The emphasis is on crime prevention. 

The concept has been tried out with great success in 
numerous cities in Canada and the U.S.. including 
Vancouver. The B.C. Police Commission supports the 
concept wholeheartedly. 

The biggest problem appears to be in convincing the 
police that the method is worthwhile. This has been the 
case in cities which have switched to the team-policing 
method and this is certainly the case in Victoria 

The difference is that other cities have managed to 
overcome resistance by the police to the concept. The 
Victoria police board either doesn't like the idea itself, 
or it capitulated to the police opposition. 

WHAT PREVENTS THE POLICE from accepting 
the concept can be described as the cowboy mentality. 
They don't like preventive police work. They’d rather 
chase criminals than prevent a crime. 

Sgt. Bryan Bailey made that clear when he told the 
board that members of the force like to be downtown, 
"where the criminals are. . where the action is.”. 

It was Bailey who killed the idea of team policing 
almost single-handedly. He told the board that team 
policing in Victoria would require an additional 100 men 
at a cost of $3 million. 

With all due respect to Bailey's talents to catch 
crooks, he is hardly an authority on team policing. 

But not one member of the police board took him to 
task. They let him ramble on and seemed to accept his 
unsubstantiated statements as irrefutable evidence 
against the proposal. 

Deputy chief James Smith and Sgt. John Maybin 
joined in the anti-team policing chorus and the board 
remained quiet. 

THAT’S NOT LEADERSHIP. Thai s-a sad perfor 
mance by a weak body. If the police board had wanted 
to establish a trial model of team policing in Victoria, it 
should have instructed Chief J.F. Gregory to submit to 
the board several proposals for implementation on a 
trial basis. 

And if the chief and his staff are unable or unw illing 
to deliver, the police board should have gone to the 
University of Victoria to work out a model for team-po¬ 
licing that would be suitable for Victoria! 

The university has a reputable school of adminis¬ 
tration which would be delighted to go to work on the 
problem. 

Instead, the board allowed an entrenched and myo¬ 
pic police administration which finds it difficult to 
accept the fact that there’s more to police work than to 
"get their man," to discredit a worthwhile idea. 

The thought of sending the police brass into exile 
where they could play cops and robbers is tempting. 
And so is the thought of the police board resigning.

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Plastic firms planning 
growth into auto parts 


TORONTO (CP) — As automobile manufacturers seek 
to lighten their products, the Canadian plasties industry is 
hoping to help take some metal out of cars, industry- 
spokesmen say. 

Stronger glass-fibre reinforced plastics have opened 
up new opportunities in the automotive industry. 


BY 1985, T1IE USE of reinforced plastics in cars is ex¬ 
pected to be between 135 and 225 kilograms a car. com¬ 
pared with the current average of 85 kilograms and 
about 23 kilograms in 1967. 


For each kilogram of plastic used the weight saving is 
24 kilograms of steel, an important saving when manufac¬ 
turers strive forV'ttcr fuel economy. 

The Society of the Plastics Industry of Canada has 
formed a Plastics in Automotive Council to twig mem¬ 
bers to the growing potential for plastics in the auto indus¬ 
try.

Soviet grain outlook 
20% below last year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Based on current indica¬ 
tions, the 1979 Soviet grain 
harvest may be around 190 
million tons, 20 per cent less 
than last year’s record out¬ 
put of 237.2 million tons, the 
U S. agriculture department 
said this week. 

The forecast is the first 
official U S. estimate of har¬ 
vest possibilities this year. 

Officials said the total 


grain crop “most likely" will 
range between 170-million 
and 210 million tons, well 
below Moscow’s planned 
goal of 226.8 million this 
year. 

A department report in 
mid-May — not an official 
forecast — indicated the So¬ 
viet grain harvest might 
range between 183 million 
and 223 million tons.

The report said that if pro¬ 
duction materializes along 
the lines forecast now, So¬ 
viet imports “would depend 
mainly upon the level of in¬ 
ternal requirements for the 
1979-80 season."

BOND WEEK 

Trade shock 
wilts prices 

TORONTO (CP) — Prices were generally down in ac¬ 
tive trading on the Canadian bond market this week. 

The short end of the market rose five cents. Mid-, 
long-term, provincial and corporate issues dropped one- 
eighth of a point. 

Canadian bond prices wilted under the impact of the 
large drop in the Canadian dollar earlier in the week, 
analysts said. Market particiants were shaken by the 
realization that Canada’s trade performance has steadily 
been deteriorating this year. They are also concerned that 
the burden of supporting the currency will be shared by 
interest rates as well as by the government’s rapidly 
dwindling reserves of foreign exchange. 

Dealers said last Friday’s revelation that Canada 
earned a surplus of only 6438-million on merchandise trade 
during the first four months of the year, combined with 
news Monday that the government spent 61.05-billion (U.S.) 
to support the dollar during May, have dispelled the eupho¬ 
ria that had characterised the market for a number of 
weeks. 

Day-to-day money was available at eight per cent. 
Three-month treasury bills were traded at an average of 
10.84, unchanged from last week and six-month bills at 
10.83, also uncnaqged from .last week.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Carter administration an¬ 
nounced Friday it would push ahead with full development 
of a new $30 billion MX mobile missile system which It said 
would “strengthen the stability of the strategic balance" 
between the United States and the Soviet Union. 

President Carter's long-awaited decision was made public 
a week before the U.S.-Soviet summit meeting in Vienna 
where the S.A.L.T. II agreement will be signed. 

A senior defence official, briefing newsmen on details of 
ihe new missile system, said it falls within the terms of the 
S.A.L.T. agreement and that “on balance. I think it will 
help" win Senate ratification of the S.A.L.T. agreement. 

White House spokesman Rex Granuin said the president's 
decision, following weeks of internal administration debate, 
would buttress global stability because Carter ^'doesn't be¬ 
lieve we can have serious discussions with the Russians if 
they have any advantage in the arms race.” 

The defence official said development of the MX. which 
he said would be “as capable as any missile the Soviets can 
deploy," denied the Soviets any advantage in an arms race 
“and increases their motivation to negotiate for arms

VANCOUVER - Today’s 
workers are being dehuman¬ 
ized and forced to face con¬ 
stant danger—all in the 
name of factory efficiency. 

They are nothing but ob¬ 
jects to an uncaring system, 
and they must be warned 
that neither industry nor the 
medical profession cares 
about them. 

That was the stark mes¬ 
sage from Robert Sass, Sas¬ 
katchewan associate deputy 
labor minister, Saturday as 
he told delegates to the B.C. 
Government Employees’ 
Union convention here that 
the rescue mission was real¬ 
ly up to labor 

Sass, also director of occu¬ 
pational health and safety in 
Saskatchewan, said that if 
there was to be any improve¬ 
ment it would have to come 
from the workers and their 
unions—that it couldn’t be 
expected from the “profes¬ 
sionals.” 

It was important, he said, 
that the social question of 
safety on the job become 
part of the “trade union 
struggles." 

Sass told the 275 delegates 
that workers should have a 
“right to know" and a “right 
to refuse” when they are 
uncertain about safety or 
health factors in the work 
place. 

He said chemicals were 
being introduced without 
testing by a “system which 
has been doing damage of 
epidemic proportions to 
workers.” 

In an interview later, Sass 
said his reference to the 
right of refusal included the 
right to strike when there 
was any question of safety. 

To the delegates he said: 
“Not having the right of re¬ 
fusal would be the same as 


having collective bargaining 
rights without the right to 
strike." 

Sass was critical of plant 
doctors, who he said rarely 
bother to visit the shop floor 
or "go Into the bush." 

The attitude of industry, 
he said, meant that the “vic¬ 
tim becomes the blamed— 
everybody’s disease is his 
private property." 

This was so, according to 
Sass, because industry had a 
tendency of blaming work¬ 
ers for injuries or sickness 
contracted at work. 

“This approach is not 
being conducive to reform— 
it reflects management ide¬ 
ology.” 

The best example of dehu¬ 
manization can be seen on 
the assembly line, he said. It 
is a system that forces the 
worker to move quickly, but 
to have no reliance on his 
own intellect. 

“The less he thinks, the 
faster he will go. That’s what 
makes Industry more effi¬ 
cient,” he said. 


“Remember, you can’t 
speed up somebody who 
thinks.” 

Sass says there has been a 
general "deskilling” of a 
wide range of workers, In¬ 
cluding nurses, in today’s 
modern hospitals. 

This type of thing, he said, 
was having a serious effect

Mining companies have planned uranium mining 
and milling for the Okanagan, which has been the site 
of exploratory uranium 
drilling. 

Jay Lewis, spokesman for 
the South Okanagan En¬ 
vironmental Coalition, said 
Saturday the commission’s 
proceedings were a “bureau¬ 
cratic process" that would 
sidetrack opponents of ura¬ 
nium mining. 

He said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment was “reluctant" to 
safeguard human health be¬ 
cause it had failed to estab¬ 
lish a moratorium on ura¬ 
nium exploration during the 
inquiry. 

Lewis said uranium min¬ 
ing “will be the issue of this 
century in the Okanagan 
Valley. 

“It has grave implications 
for the tourist and tree fruit 
industries which are main¬ 
stays of our economy."

‘Hottest thing’ 
in solar system 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Particles in a super-heated 
zone of gas that are "probably the hottest thing in the 
solar system" have been detected around the planet Ju¬ 
piter by instruments on the Voyager I spacecraft, a sci¬ 
entist said Saturday. 


Dr. S. M. Krimigis of the Johns Hopkins University 
Applied Physics Laboratory Krimigis said the particles 
in the super heated gas, called a plasma, are 500 to 
700 million degrees Fahrenheit 

1 

"This Jovian plasma is probably the hottest thing in 
the solar system," said Dr. George Gloeckler, of the 
University of Maryland, who worked with Krimigis on the 
Voyager instrument that detected the plasma. 

The particles were detected as soon as the spacecraft 
crossed the boundary between Jupiter’s magnetic field and 
a stream of gases from the sun, This occurred about three 
million miles from Jupiter last March. 

Krimigis said Voyager 1 was not harmed by the hot 
particles because their density was so low. The solar co¬ 
rona. the plasma around the sun, is billions of times more 
dense and a spacecraft approaching it would be des¬ 
troyed.

KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) — 
"Major" Bob Astles, one of the most 
enigmatic and feared figures in the 
regime of deposed dictator Idi Amin, 
was brought back to Uganda in mana¬ 
cles Saturday to stand trial for mur¬ 
der. 

If convicted, the British-born adven¬ 
turer who took Ugandan citizenship, 
could face the death penalty. 

Astles was flown here with a three- 
man police escort from Kenya and was 
immediately taken to Kampala's Lu- 
zira prison, where the government Is 
holding 1,000 persons connected with 
Amin’s regime for trial. 

A government statement said Astles

would appear before Chief Magistrate 
James Okuku on Monday to be formal¬ 
ly charged with the March, 1978, mur¬ 
der of a Ugandan fisherman east of 
Kampala. 

The statement said Astles would be 
tried in a civilian coqjt In accordance 
with Uganda's laws. It said that 
“while in custody awaiting trial he will 
be given the usual rights and priviliges 
accorded to prisoners charged with 
criminal offences,” 

Government officials said that if 
Astles were unable to find a lawyer to 
defend him, he would be provided one 
by the government. 

Astles, who was one of Amin’s clos¬ 


est advisers, was handed over to 
Ugandan police by Kenyan authorities 
before dawn Saturday at Wilson air¬ 
port, a small field on the outskirts of 
Nairobi. 

Astles fled to Kenya on April 10, Just 
one day before Kampala was captured 
by Tanzanian troops. He crossed Lake 
Victoria in a canoe and surrendered to 
Kenyan police In Kisumu. 

Reporters at Wilson airport said the 
manacled Astles appeared to be in a 
stupor and had to be helped from the 
car by police officers. He was wearing 
the same brown wlndbreaker he wore 
in court Friday, when he was ordered 
extradited to Uganda.

Release of cables 
clouds Japan trip 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Publication of two secret 
cables that detail American 
knowledge of the kidnapping 
of a South Korean opposition 
leader in Japan has created 
a cloud over the trip by 
President Carter to Japan 
and Korea later this month. 

The cables, apparently re¬ 
leased by mistake, showed 
the United States had firm 
information the South Ko¬ 
rean CIA engineered the kid¬ 
napping of opposition leader 
Kim Dae Jung in Japan in 
1973. 

They also show State Sec¬ 
retary William Rogers had 
the information at the same 
time he was saying publicly 
that he did not. 

The two cables, still mark¬ 
ed "Secret” and “Exdis," 
were handed out this year 
with other U.S. government 
documents requested by the 
Japanese news agency, 
Kyodo, under a Freedom of 
Information request. 

“Exdis" is a state depart¬ 
ment code meaning the 


documents should be distri¬ 
buted to only an exclusive 
group of officials. 

One of the cables came 
from Ambasssador Philip 
Habib in Seoul. It said, "re¬ 
ports indicating ROK (Re¬ 
public of Korea) CIA invol¬ 
vement in the Kim Dae Jung 


case as well as in harass¬ 
ment of dissenters in ROK 
and abroad are essentially 
correct.” 

That cable was sent in Au¬ 
gust 1973, the same month 
Kim was kidnapped. He was 
brought to South Korea, put 
on trial, and jailed.

Japan gears super security for economic talks 


TOKYO (Reuter) — Tokyo 
will experience its tightest 
peacetime security later this 
month when Canadian 
Prime Minister Clark, U.S. 
President Carter and other 
Western and Japanese lead¬ 
ers meet to discuss world 
problems. 

About 26,000 armed police 
will be on duty during the 
June 28-29 economic summit 
meeting and for several days 
before when the foreign 
leaders and their advisers 
arrive in the Japanese capi¬ 
tal. ' 

There will also be a spe¬ 
cially-trained squad of 
women security police, all 
crack shots and exponents of 
the martial art of aikido (un¬ 
armed combat). 

The women police, with an 
average age of 23, will join 
1,000 male colleagues from 
the elite security force to 
protect British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher, Ca¬ 
nadian External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald, 
Carter’s wife Rosalynn and 
ll-year-old daughter Amy. 

The Japanese government 
is spending $7.1 million on 
hosting the meeting—the 
first of its kind held in Asia — 
and $2.7 million of this has 
been earmarked for security 
alone. 

The main reason for the 
tight security is the fear that 
rightist and leftist extrem¬ 
ists'in Japan might use the 
occasion to win maximum 
publicity for their causes. 

Already, protesters of the 
meeting have fired a marine 
distress flare into the 
grounds of Prime Minister 
Msayoshi Ohira’s official 
residence and rammed a 
truck into a tree at the State 
Guest House, the site of the 
conference. 


Defects 
in auto 
latches 
probed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The U.S. government an¬ 
nounced Friday it has begun 
five separate investigations 
of suspected safety defects . 
in hatchback and tailback 
latches on 2.6 million autos 
and station wagons. 

The list of vehicles in¬ 
cludes Mazdas, Subarus, 
Kenaults, Toyotas, Pintos, 
Bobcats and Mustang IIs. 

The U.S. National High 
way Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration said it became con¬ 
cerned about the strength of 
the latching mechanisms 
after it received a report 
from the Spokane, Wash., 
police department about an 
accident in which a child was 
ejected through a hatchback 
door. 

NHTSA said it had reports 
of 11 accidents resulting in 
two deaths and It injuries 
that were alleged to have 
been caused by the failure of 
latching mechanisms on 
Ford Motor Co. vehicles in¬ 
volved in the investigation. 
Reports of four accidents 
and seven injuries involved 
Toyota vehicles. 

The agency said it knew of 
no accidents attributed to 
this possible problem in the 
Mazdas, Subarus and Ren- 
aults, but it said tests of 
these vehicles shoWeti latch 
disengagement at force 
levels even lower than those 
in which the accidents oc¬ 
curred. 

“Some manufacturers are 
apparently not using proper 
locking mechanisms and 
thus people are being need¬ 
lessly killed and injured,” 
said NHTSA administrator 
Joan Claybrook. She cau¬ 
tioned hatchback and station 
wagon owners to avoid driv¬ 
ing with children riding in 
the back. 

The investigation could 
lead to a recall of the vehi¬ 
cles. 

The safety agency said it 
would consider extension of 
a regulation to require safe¬ 
ty latches on tailgates and 
hatchbacks. Such a rule now 
applies to passenger doors. 

The investigation involves 
1975 Mazda RX3 station 
wagons, 1975 Subaru station 
wagons, 1976-79 type 1228 
hatchbacks and station 
wagons, 1973-78 Toyota Co¬ 
rona station wagons. 1975-78 
Toyota Corolla station 
wagons. 1971-78 Ford Pinto 
hatchbacks and station 
wagons. 1975-78 Ford Mer¬ 
cury Bobcat hatchbacks and 
station wagons and 1974-78 
Ford Mustang II hatch¬ 
backs.

Most of the foreign lead¬ 
ers, on arriving at Tokyo's* 
international airport, will 
travel by helicopter to the 
city. If the weather is bad 


and they are forced to travel 
by car, they will be guarded 
by police standing along the 
route at 10-metre intervals. 
All windows at the State 
Guest House have been fit¬ 
ted with bullet-proof glass. 

A nearby 2,000-room hotel. 


which will accommodate all 
delegations except the U.S. 
team and its press corps, has 
refused to accept other 
guests during the summit 
meeting. 

Carter and his party will 
stay at the Okura Hotel near 


the U.S. Embassy. A 130- 
room w ing of the hotel will be 
closed to other guests. 

Police preparations for the 
meeting have been in 
progress for several months 
and have included'surveil¬ 
lance over known radicals 


and checks on about 580.0(H) 
authorized gun owners. 

This month's meeting is 
the biggest of its kind in 
Tokyo since the Second 
World War and Japanese au¬ 
thorities are determined 
that it should run smoothly.

New site urged 
for tourists 
and commuters 


An Esquimau and Nanaimo station planned 
for downtown Victoria may funnel commuter traffic 
between the City and the Western Community and 
also be a boon to tourism. 

The present E&N station is in Victoria West and is 
considered inconvenient because it is not easily ac¬ 
cessible. 

Victoria Aid. Murray Glazier said Saturday in an 
interview the downtown train stop would be a replica 
of stations used on Vancouver Island in the early 
1900s. 

The station would be located at the foot of 
Pandora Street, within easy access of buses and 
pedestrians in Old Town. 

Near the station there would be plenty of room for 
parking. About two blocks away from the proposed lo¬ 
cation is a parkade on Yates Street and another 
parkade will soon go up on Wharf Street. 

Glazier said the station would be particularly 
attractive for tourists just off the B.C. Steamship 
Corp.'s Princess Marguerite or the Washington State 
ferry Coho, or for tourists on the Causeway, or for 
pedestrians and Victoria residents in general and 
even for Western Community commuters. 

Glazier’s proposal, originally submitted in Sep¬ 
tember last year, has been under review by CP Rail 
and Via Rail. 

Glazier said the latest discussions were on Friday 
between himself. Via Rail vice-president Harold Mur¬ 
ray and Via's sales manager Fred Rowell.

Scheduling and other details still have to be 
worked out with Via before the roughly $80,000 propos¬ 
al is given to the city of Victoria and the B.C. 
government for discussions with the company on cost 
sharing. 

One question to be decided is whether tickets 
would be issued at the station or if people would board 
there and obtain their tickets at the present Vic West 
station. 

Glazier said Human Resources Minister Grace 
McCarthy, in her former tourism portfolio, expressed 
support for the idea of such a station and was 
particularly interested in connections that could be 
made between the Princess Marguerite and the sta¬ 
tion. 

The station would have a cupola, shake roof and 
siding. For an authentic effect it might have an old 
railroad clock, a telegraph key, some timetables from 


the old days and an old-fashioned ticket counter. 

An additional bonus would be the role the station 
would play for commuters. 

Glazier said the idea would be for commuters in 
the Western Community, from Langford, for exam¬ 
ple, to come into Victoria on the train in the morning, 
and in the late afternoon, when the train had complet¬ 
ed its up-Island run, commuters could hop on for the 
return home. 

From Langford to downtown, it would take 17 
minutes. 

With the rising price of gasoline and highway con¬ 
gestion in Greater Victoria, such a commuter run 
would be a lifesaver, Glazier said. 

The proposed station location is at the very spot 
E&N service started in Victoria in 1888. That event 
was re-created in March, 1978, with a gala celebra¬ 
tion.

Sidney aldermanic 
seat going begging 


Nominations for Sidney mayor, al¬ 
derman and school trustee close 10 
a.m. Monday for the June 30 byelec¬ 
tion, and it looks as if council may 
have to appoint an alderman. 

So far. the candidates are Sidney 
Aid. James Lang and Saanich School 
Trustee Norma Sealey for mayor; 
Roy Hyndman of Central Saanich for 
school trustee, and no one for aider- 
man. 

Municipal clerk Geoff Logan said 
Saturday if no one files for'alderman, 
council will have tp appoint one. 


Logan said Sidney resident Bob 
Ward recently announced his candi¬ 
dacy for alderman before he filed his 
nomination papers. 

However, it was discovered that 
Ward didn't meet the basic require¬ 
ment of being on a voter list any¬ 
where in the province. 

The byelectfon is being held to fill 
the seat vacated by former mayor 
Dick Leigh, who resigned because 
of ill health. 

The aldermanic and school seats 
were left open after Lang and Sealey 
resigned to run for mayor. 


A Victoria man says he 
bought a new Chevrolet Ca¬ 
price two years ago with the 
wrong transmission in it and 
that General Motors won’t 
do anything about it. 

And a transmission repair 
company in Victoria has con- 
firmed that the car. and 
other automatic-transmis¬ 
sion GM cars, are built with 
basically the wrong trans¬ 
mission, an inferior model 
that can t handle the engine 
load. 

Elmer McEwen. of 3505 
Cardiff Place, said Thurs¬ 
day that Cornell Motors, 
where he bought the car, was 
probably unaware that the 
transmission was wrong but 
that General Motors likely 
knew. 

McEwen said that since he 
bought the car, it has spent 
some 500 hours in repairs; 
bolts sheared off the trans¬ 
mission while he was driv¬ 
ing. and a few months ago it 
suddenly wouldn’t go in re¬ 
verse. 

McEwen said local me¬ 
chanics at Bullfrog Auto¬ 
matics Ltd. have verified 
his 350-horsepower 1977 Chev 
has the wrong transmis¬ 
sion. 

Bullfrog owner Howard 
Sadler said Saturday in an 
interview that McEwen’s 
car has an inferior transmis¬ 
sion'which is wrong for the 
car and that the car sales¬ 
man probably didn't even 
know it. 

"It's just a no good trans¬ 
mission. The unit is too light 
for the job. 

"GM still puts in a few but 
I think they realize they’ve 
had trouble with it. We’ve 
known this for a long time. 

"What's sad is that the 
customer doesn’t know what 
he's getting and usually nei¬ 
ther does the salesman.” 

Sadler said some but not 
all GM cars made in the last 
tvvo or so years have the 
wrong transmission. 

He explained that 
McEwen’s car has a "200” 
model transmission. The car 
requires a “350’’ model, 
which looks the same on the 
outside but is heavier built 
on the inside. 

“It comes down to this. 
GM just didn’t do their engi¬ 
neering. They're using a 
transmission that hasn’t 
been proven, that’s lighter 
on the inside and probably 
cheaper to build." 

Sadler said “all the car 
makers do this but for my 
money General Mpjors gets 
away with more than the 
rest."

Sadler said he was recent¬ 
ly at a seminar for auto¬ 
matic transmission mechan¬ 
ics and they were told that 
the front pump on the “200” 
transmission “had been mo¬ 
dified so many times that 
they’ve had six different 
combinations.” 

Sadler said mechanics 
were told that if they ever 
came upon a wrecked car 
with a "200" transmission, 
not to try to fix the transmis 
sion. Instead, they were told 
to replace it with a "350’’'’ 
model. 

McEwen said in inter 
views last week that trans¬ 
mission and other troubles, 
including cracked suspen¬ 
sion springs, a broken heat¬ 
ing coil and faulty horn have 
kept his car in repairs for 
about 500 hours in the past 
two years. 

McEwen said he had com¬ 
plained with little success to 
General Motors of Canada 
district service manager 
Paul Moore. 

Moore said Thursday in a 
telephone interview from a 
GM dealership in Nanaimo 
that earlier this year he 
looked at McEwen’s car 
while it was up on a hoist. 

At that time. Moore said, 
he verified that the car had 
the correct transmission. 


He said McEwen's car had 
a transmission failure after 
the original warranty period 
had expired. 

"I gave him the benefit of 
the doubt, although after the 
failure occurred he did not 
take his car to a GM 
dealer. 

"If he had taken it to a GM 
dealer we would have re¬ 
viewed it even though the 
warranty had expired at 27,- 
000 miles. Yet we still shared 
the costs of repair with 
him." Moore said. 

McEwen says his Chev’s 
transmission failed last 
March after only 18,000 
miles—he discovered in a 
shopping centre parking lot 
that the car would not back 
up. 

McEwen said a local ga¬ 
rage owner then drove the 
car to Empress Motors in 
Victoria, a GM dealer, which 
rebuilt the transmission at a 
cost of $010. This cost was not 
shared, by GM or any other 
party. 

McEwen said he was in¬ 
formed by Empress me¬ 
chanics that Moore was 
present while the transmis¬ 
sion was rebuilt. 

McEwen said, “Empress 
Motors told me after check¬ 
ing their computers that GM 
put in an experimental 
transmission model to keep 
the weight down and it had 
done this with other cars. 

“There are probably many 
people in Victoria in the 
same position I’m in.” 

McEwen said he has also 
seen the B.C. consumer and 
corporate affairs ministry 
about his problem, and they 
were "as nice as thev could 
be." 

He was told by the min¬ 
istry that Cornell may give 
imnan adjustment. How¬ 
ever, this has yet to occur. 

He said about three 
months afterhe.bought the 
car, he returned it to Cornell 
Motors because of a strange 
noise in the engine. 

As he was driving away 
from the dealership, the 
bolts sheared off “right in 
front of the mechanics.” 
Cornell fixed the problem at 
no charge, he said. 

McEwen said he is getting 
fed up and just wants Gen 
eral Motors to guarantee or 
replace the transmission. 

“I think I should be able to 
assume as a potential buyer 
of a car that the company 
has manufactured the cor¬ 
rect transmission with the 
motor. This is supposed to be 
done on mutual trust."

CLASH WITH DOCTORS 
LIABLE OVER STATUS 

Physios 

flexing 

muscle

Look for physiothera¬ 
pists to take a more ag¬ 
gressive role in promot- 
ing health and their 
profession in the future. 

Improved public 
awareness of preventive 
health measures, a new 
relationship between 
physiotherapy and medi¬ 
cine, and the develop¬ 
ment of physiotherapy as 
a full-fledged scientific 
discipline, are top priori¬ 
ties for physiotherapists, 
Antoine Helewa. presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian 
Physiotherapy Associa¬ 
tion which is bolding its 
1979 conference this week 
at the Empress Hotel, 
said in an interview. 

A major step was taken 
at the association’s last 
conference when it 
amended its code of eth¬ 
ics to permit direct con¬ 
tact between physioth¬ 
erapists and the public. 
From now on, where leg¬ 
islation permits (and the 
association will be lobby¬ 
ing for legislative change 
in every province), phy¬ 
siotherapists will be en¬ 
couraged to become full- 
fledged members in the 
health field rather than 
subsidiaries of other pro¬ 
fessionals. 

“We’re moving away 
from the medical model, 
and we will have a fight 
with the medical profess¬ 
ion on this,” Helewa said. 
Part of the physicians' 
concern is economic 
rather than medical, he 
suggested. 

Also affected will be 
chiropractors, whose 
techniques and skills are 
seen by the public to be 
very similar to those of 
physiotherapists. 

The difference be¬ 
tween chiropractors and 
physiotherapists, He- 
lewa says, is that the for¬ 
mer have no scientific 
base for their work. 

In fact. Helewa as¬ 
serts, some chiroprac¬ 
tors may do more harm 
than good. Recent studies 
in Ontario have shpwn 
that chiropractors are 
among the worst abusers

of diagnostic X-rays, ex¬ 
posing their patients to 
far higher levels of ra 
diation. and thus the long 
term threat of cancer, 
than physicians. 

He admits, however, 
that physiotherapists 
have fartogo to establish 
their own scientific cre¬ 
dentials. 

“The trend is toward 
more sophisticated clini¬ 
cal trials. Each year we 
see people producing 
more research, and as we 
seek answers to ques¬ 
tions we develop more 
questions." 

Helewa himself, direc¬ 
tor of professional ser¬ 
vices for the Ontario 
Arthritis Association, is 
involved in research on 
low back pain, one of the 
most persistent and 
treatment-defying dis¬ 
abilities which physioth 
erapists encounter 

The thesis of the re¬ 
search is that low back 
pain may be caused by 
weak abdominal muscles 
and the study will follow 
a group of industrial 
workers over a five-year 
period to see if those w ith 
weak abdominal muscles 
experience more low 
back pain. 


Prevention aim 


The unusual thing 
about this research pro¬ 
ject is that it is not aimed 
at treatment — the tradi¬ 
tional role for the phy¬ 
siotherapist — but at pre¬ 
vention. 

It is in prevention that 
physiotherapists hope to 
boost their public image. 
Marion Leslie, executive 
director of the Canadian 
Physiotherapy Associa¬ 
tion said. 

“To treat the ill person 
you have to understand 
human movement and 
physiology.” 

How to avoid back or 
joint injury, and how to 
cope with new and little 
understood stresses are a 
major focus of interest 
for physiotherapists, she 
said. 

Another area of inter¬ 
est. Helewa says, is in 
activation programs for 
^the elderly and the 
plchair bound, whose 
physical problems have 
been largely ignored. 

“The geriatric popula¬ 
tion is not handicapped, 
but the elderly often havfT- 
deficiencies in their lifes¬ 
tyle that have to be ex¬ 
plored. This is a popula¬ 
tion that has to be kept 
fit.”' 

Those who spend their 
lives in wheelchairs are 
liable to a host of special 


problems if they are not 
managed properly, He¬ 
lewa said. Bladder and 
kidney infections among 
paraplegics, for in¬ 
stance, not only reduce 
their role in society but 
add to health care costs. 

The Victoria confer¬ 
ence has attracted about 
too registrants, roughly 
10 per cent of theassocia 
lion's membership. In 
addition to the associa¬ 
tion's annual congress, 
four other special 
courses on sports medi 
cine, assertiveness train 
ihg and interactional 
skills for management, 
manipulation of the spine 
and an introduction to 
sensory integration are 
being offered in co-op¬ 
eration with the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. 

At the congress itself, 
members will discuss not 
only the workings of the 
association, but a wide 
variety of scientific 
papers on topics such as 
killer whales, physiother¬ 
apy and dentistry, the 
rdle^of the native sha¬ 
man, antj the Lebover 
technique of childbirth. A 
featured spealcer is 
broadcaster and genetic 
ist David Suzuki, who will 
discuss “Science and the 
Social Revolution."

KRAKOW, Poland (API — 
Though sometimes oversha¬ 
dowed by references to poli¬ 
tics, Pope John Paul’s 
strongly-worded remarks 
about alcoholism, abortion 
and threats to family life are 
driving home a strong moral 
message to his Polish coun¬ 
trymen. - 

The message, first taken 
to Mexico during the pon¬ 
tiff's first trip abroad last 
January, has been a domi¬ 
nant theme of his eight- 
month papacy as leader of 
the world's 700 million 
Roman Catholics.

Far¬ 
ther north on Victoria Island 
are herds of small white 
Perry caribou and spottings 
of prowling polar bears. 

Inuvik. with its camp¬ 
ground and modern hotels, is 
an excellent jumping-off 
spot for chartered or sche¬ 
duled flights to: 

• Aklavik — "the place of 
the barrenland grizzly 
bear”. This is also the burial 
place of the notorious Albert 


Johnson — the Mad Trapper 
of Rat River — on the west 
bank of the Mackenzie River 
overlooking the delta; 

• Tuktoyaktuk — an Inuit 
community of 700 where you 
can fly out over the Beau¬ 
fort Sea and watch the dril- 
ing ships in action, then 
swing south and see the rein¬ 
deer ranch at Reindeer 
Depot; 

• Sachs Harbour — home 
of some of the best white fox 
trappers in the north. 

Two side trips by road are 


available from Inuvik. sec¬ 
ond only after the capital of 
Yellowknife as the largest 
community in the western 
NWT. These are to Arctic 
Red River, a short distance 
farther west. Both are small 
settlements surrounded by 
beautiful scenery.

“Sheer pleasure" is 
preached at Mallard’s 
Beach-Hyatt In Ocho Rios.

In a survey of the island's 
best resort hotels, Jamai¬ 
cans came up with this list: 
Jamaica Inn, Sans Souci, 
Royal Caribbean, Round 
Hill, Plantation Inn, Bay 
Rock, The Trident and Half 
Moon. 

Half Moon? Well, perhaps, 
although I found it necessary 
to rummage for towels the 
first night. Next morning 
there was another aggrava¬ 
tion: no hot water. 


"Ah," said the manager, 
“you got up too early. There 
was plenty of hot water by 

9." 

That’s fine for sleepy¬ 
heads but what about us in¬ 
somniacs? At $69 a day (the 
off-season single rate), 
should one expect to shave 
with cold water? 

Still, I have friends who 
swear by Half Moon. They 
come for a month or more at 
a time, soaking up sun and 
rum and all the other good 
Jamaican things. So maybe 
this was just an off day. 

Jamaicans as well as visi¬ 
tors sing praises of the snug 
Trident Hotel. This is in Port 
Antonio where Errol Flynn 
had his fling (he tried but 
failed to consume all the is¬ 
land’s rum). 


At the Trident guests dine 
by candlelight, surrounded 
by antique china, crystal and 
white-gloved waiters. Pea¬ 
cocks strut among the villas 
and the Blue Mountains form 
a spectacular backdrop. 

its 19 rooms are available 
for $60 to $210 a day plus $25 
per person for breakfast and 
dinner. 

You get to the Trident via a 
winding blossom-lined road 
that skirts the sea. Once ar¬ 
rived, there are courts for 
tennis, a beach for swim¬ 
ming and snorkeling and an¬ 
other for sunbathing. In the 
buff? Just ask the manage¬ 
ment. 


Five Jamaica resorts have 
put together honeymoon 
packages for the off-season:

Lyon merely a way station? 
Author a ‘beeg bag of wind’

LYON, France — Want to see Gallic charm vanish? 
Mention to a Frenchman here that "Fielding's Guide 
to Europe” refers to his city as a “way station" for tra¬ 
velers. 

Reaction: 

"Your Mr. Fielding is, as you North Americans put it, 
ze beeg bag of wind." 

The speaker, hotelier Andre Coudour, apparently reflects 
the attitudes of most Lyonites — an attitude of fierce pride 
in their Lyons (the French add an S). 

And seemingly the pride has justification. As the ar¬ 
ticulate Coudour, a former French army officer who 
specialized in languages, explains: 

"Lyons is remarkable. It is more than 2,000 years old 
and yet it is as modern Its any metropolis in the world. 
We take a back seat to no one in terms of being progres¬ 
sive. But we also dearly love our past — the fact that we 
were once the Gaulish cornerstone of the Roman Em¬ 
pire . . . and we have magnificent ruins as proof of 
this." 

All this passion was displayed by Coudour while he 
was pouring the first glasses of wine for our small group. 
Several glasses later, his fervor unabated, he insisted 
that we be his guests on a private tour of the city he 
loves so much. 

While he went to get his car from the garage on the lower 
level of his small and very old hotel, the Celtic, located 
on Place St. Paul in the old quarter of Lyon, the conver¬ 
sational slack was taken up by Terry Regan, guide for 
the Cosmos of London tour that brought our busload of 
38 travelers here during a swing through Euurope. 

"We kind of look on Lyon as a secret treat, sort of a 
unexpected bonus for our tour groups,” Regan said. 
“With it located nearly midway between Paris and the 
Riviera, almost all of our Cosmos tours pass through 
here, and, without fail, everyone who takes the time 
to explore the city is surprised and delighted as what 
a fascinating place it is." 

Regan, a history buff, delivered a quick refresher 
course on Lyon, pointed out that it was founded in 43 B.C. 
and quickly grew into a fervent centre of Christiaity, 
later to become a leading city of France during the 
Renaissance. 

"Thanks to its industry, its trade fairs, its financial 
power, its arts and literature, it rose to a position of 
one of the great cities of Europe," he said. 

"It’s a magical place, a city of startling contrasts. It 
has scads of magnificent ruins from 20 centuries ago 
and yet the new commercial and art centre of the city is 
so modern in scope and design it almost takes your 
breath away." said Regan, a man who is familiar with 
most of the world's great cities. 


"No city can better reflect the past and more graphical¬ 
ly display the future than does Lyon. The ruins include 
a great many unusual buildings and structures, includ¬ 
ing a theatre built by order of Augustus Caesar in 15 B.C. 
that seated nearly 11,000 people. 

“But what truly grabs you is that almost within walking 
distance are acres and acres of skyscrapers and ultra¬ 
modern buildings, not the least of which is the Palais 
des Sports. You've got to see this arena to believe it. It has 
60 different sport rooms. It’s immense." 

More wine was-poured. 

"And all of this is in a beautiful natural setting in 
picturesque Southern France," Rega said, describing how 
the city is centred where two rivers, the Rhone and Soane 
converge. 

"The people seem to take as much pride in having 32 
bridges as they do in having 24 museums.” 

Coudour returned and ushered us to his car at the 
hotel’s main entrance which fronts on a street that ap¬ 
pears almost medieval with its cobblestones and sur¬ 
rounding centuries-old homes and small shops, 

"I.yon is very proud of this old section." Coudour said. 
"Property owners cannot make any changes without 
special permission, and it usually is given . . . only for 
work to maintain the originality of the buildings." 

Six of us, including the host, squeezed into Coudour's 
sedan and within minutes rolled smoothly across a bridge 
and sialomed through thickening traffic as we entered the 
city’s modern section. 

Coudour soon pulled the sedan into a vast sublevel 
parking area and we stepped out into what appeared to be 
the 21st century. 

“It’s Europe’s largest shopping centre,” the beam¬ 
ing Coudour exclaimed. 

Some place! A startling effect was achieved by an 
imaginative marriage of glass, steel, stone and mor¬ 
tar. 

Level after level of sparkling black and mirrored glass, 
stone, textured mortar and bright metal create a wonder¬ 
land of beckoning shops. And everywhere there is beauty in 
design — fountains and sculpture — a French masterpiece 
of modern art. 

And Coudour hastened to assure us that it was a shop¬ 
ping centre for everybody. 

"There are all kinds of stores, offering everything 
the shoppers could desire at all price ranges,” he said. 

After a walk of nearly an hour through the centre* our 
private tour continued by auto. 

Bridge after bridge was crossed as Coudour pointed 
out the city's many historic and artistic attractions. It 
was a heady excursion. And the glow continued for many 
hours, perhaps heightened by the wine we continued to 
consume after our return to the hotel.

Couples stroll along the 
shady riverbank, children 
romp in playgrounds, men 
play chess and dominos In 
cafes and people come to eat 
the popular mazgouf, or ri- 
verfish grilled on stakes 
around an open wood fire. 

Heavy industry has moved 
out of the city proper to the 
southern district of Daura, 
which has been separated by 
a shield of plants and trees. 

A little over 1,200 years 
ago Baghdad was built on a 
circular plan that was con¬ 
sidered a model of city plan¬ 
ning. It has since grown into 
what is said is one of the 
most expansive cities in the 
world, covering am area of 
330 square miles. 

Fouad Radhi, the city 
planning service's chief 
engineer, says that limits to 
Baghdad's expansion have 
now been established in a 
masterplan that sets a popu¬ 
lation ceiling of 4.5 million in 
the year 2000. The city should 
keep its present size but with 
greater density of built-up 
areas, he says. 

“Baghdad will keep its 
circle shape and will look 
like a giant tent," Radhi 
says. There will be no limit to 
the height of buildings in the 
central area, with structures 
getting progressively lower 
toward the outer rim. The 
city skyline now is marked 
by only an occasional high- 
rise, such as the nearly com¬ 
pleted 400-room Hotel al- 
Mansour and the ruling 
Baath Socialist Party’s new 
headquarters. There are 
others on the way. The 
Sheraton ahd Meridien 
hotels are to be completed in 
less than two years. 

Traditionally all Iraqi 
roads lead not only to, but 
into Baghdad. The planners 
are now tackling the traffic 
problems brought on by this 
tradition. Work is under way 
on an inner-ring road to keep 
cqrs out of the city's center, 
and there are plans for an 
outer ring. The most daring 
innovation had been traffic

lights, introduced to the city 
this year. Drivers, however, 
are inclined to ignore the 
lights since they tend to 
blend into the decorative col¬ 
ored lights that abound in 
Baghdad. 

The fashionable Mansour 
quarter has the largest shop¬ 
ping center in the Middle 
East. Named after the caliph 
who founded Baghdad in 762 
A.D. the el-Mansour shop¬ 
ping center looks more like a 
palace with its thick yellow 
brick walls and turrets. The 
first shop opened a year ago 


and offers Iraqi-made poly¬ 
ester shirts for two Iraqi 
dinars, or $6. Shoe shops sell 
sturdy Iraqi-made shoes for 
*13 to $15. There is also a 
booking and information bu¬ 
reau for the local bus com¬ 
pany, a bank,snackbars and 
a playground outside to oc¬ 
cupy children while mothers 
are shopping. 

The upper floors are still 
under construction, but the 
supermarket opened last 
month and has become one 
of the most popular places in 


town. Guards stand at the 
door to keep crowds of curi¬ 
ous children outside while 
inside there are endless lines 
at the cashiers 

The new supermarket 
offers an array of Iraqi- 
made products — soaps, de¬ 
tergents. toothpaste, ket¬ 
chup. steak sauce, rice, ban¬ 
ana concentrate fruit juices, 
it also offers Bulgarian 
jams, cheese and pea"S; 
Dutch vegetable oil and 
cocoa; Danish luncheon 
meat. English cornflakes 


and Jordanian gin. vodka 
and Scotch whisky. 

While Iraqis flock to the 
shopping center, foreign 
visitors generally prefer the 
old, arcaded souks down¬ 
town. There is the copper 
souk, where pots and pithers 
are beaten into shape amid a 
deafening din, or the rug 
souk, with its splendid hand- 
woven carpets in violent or¬ 
anges. pinks and reds. But 
even the ancient bazaars are 
getting modem wares and 
are full of plastic shoes and 
jeans.

AMATITAN, MEXICO — 
Most visitors to Mexico 
t,oast their arrival here 
with perhaps the only 
Spanish words they know: 

"Una margarita por 
favor.” But at nearby 
tables, Mexicans turn up 
their noses. Margaritas are 
for gringos, tequila is for 
hombres. 

Folklore demands that 
all national drinks be drunk 
straight, or so claim the 
Scots with their Scotch and 
the Russians with their 
vodka. And so it is with 
•tequila — straight or, at 
most, followed by a dab of 
salt and lemon on the 
longue.

The production process is 
simple. The tall leaves of 
the plant are cut away to 
reveal a round "head’' or 
•'heart," which normally 
weighs between 100 and 200 
pounds. The "head” is of a 
fibrous consistency, but it 
contains juices that turn to 
sugar when baked in a 
large oven. The head is 
then crushed, separating 
the fiber from the juices, 
which are carried to a vat 
for fermentation.

Two stages of distillation 
follow before the tequila, 
now as clear as water, is 
left to mature in wooden 
barrels. The so-called 
"white" tequila is kept for 
between 30 and 45 days, and 
the more expensive anejo 
tequila, which turns a gol¬ 
den color, may be aged for 
as long as three years be¬ 
fore bottling. 

A rougher variant of te¬ 
quila — made from a dif¬ 
ferent agave plant — is 
mezeal, perhaps memor¬ 
able to foreigners only be¬ 
cause each bottle carries 
an obligatory cactus worm 
at the bottom.

and then a squeeze of 
lemon directly into the 
mouth. "That's, the way we 


drink it," tourist guides tell 
visitors, who feel safer 
with their less potent mar- 
garttas. 

Mexicans also often 
drink tequila accompanied 
by a chaser known as “san- 
grita,” consisting of or¬ 
ange juice, tomatoes, salt, 
sugar and chili. A more 
explosive chaser, however, 
is beer. 

Tequila originates in the 
state of Jalisco and. more 
specifically, in the Valley 
of Tequila north of Guada¬ 
lajara. The two largest pro¬ 
ducers. Sauza and Cuervo. 


who between them account 
for 70 per cent of produc¬ 
tion, have their main dis¬ 
tilling plants In the town of 
Tequila, eight miles from 
this village. 

The entire region is semi- 
arid, capable of sustaining 
little more than the blue 
agave plant, a form of cac¬ 
tus that requires seven or 
eight years of slow growth 
before it is ready for har¬ 
vesting. This itself is a 
problem. Most peasant 
farmers cannot wait that 
long for their revenue, so

Hockey great Cyclone Taylor dies in sleep 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Hockey great Fred (Cy¬ 
clone) Taylor died In his - 
sleep early Saturday at a 
private nursing home in 
Vancouver two weeks 
short of his 94th birth¬ 
day. 

Taylor was admitted to 
the Hockey Hall of Fame 
in 1947 — the first living 
member to be admitted. 

He was one of the last 
60 -minute players in pro¬ 
fessional hockey and was 
described by many ob¬ 
servers during his career 
as the greatest of ail 
players. 

Eddie Shore of Boston 
Bruins said there was no 
comparison between 
Taylor and players of 


Shore's day. Lester Pa¬ 
trick, at that time man¬ 
ager of New York Rang¬ 
ers, said Taylor was the 
best hockey player of all 
time. 

Taylor ended his 18- 
year pro.career in 1923 
with more than 500 points 
at a time when assists 
were rarely counted. 

In seven seasons with 
the Vancouver Million¬ 
aires — from 1913 to 1919 
— he scored 245 points, 
including 148 goals, in 126 
games. He was league 
scoring champion for 
five of those seasons. In 
the 1918-19 season, Taylor 
had 32 goals in 18 
games. 

Taylor led the Million¬ 


aires to a Stanley Cup 
victory In 1915. 

He despised rough 
play, saying he was paid 
to play hockey and not sit 
in the penalty box. Taylor 
said he didn't think he 
averaged more than four 
penalties a season. 

He ascribed his amaz¬ 
ing skating ability and 
speed as a gift from 
God. 

Three decades after 
ending his playing ca¬ 
reer, Taylor weighed 
only three pounds over 
his playing weight of 165 
pounds. 

He earned the nick¬ 
name Cyclone while 
playing with Ottawa Sen¬ 
ators in 1909. Taylor 
scored five goals in his 


first game and an Ottawa 
sports writer wrote: “He 
may have been known as 
the whirlwind of the In¬ 
ternational League but 
he certainly is the cy¬ 
clone of the Eastern Can- 
ada Senior Hockey 
League.” 

Former hockey great 
Newsy Lalonde said few 
players today can skate 
as fast forward as Cy¬ 
clone did backwards. 

In 1910, while with Ren¬ 
frew Millionaires in On¬ 
tario, he skated'back¬ 
wards through the entire 
opposing team, circled 
the goal, and scored, still 
skating backwards. 

Taylor played every 
position except goal. He 
became the highest paid 


player of his day and 
made ali-star each sea¬ 
son..'A rushing defence¬ 
man, Taylor played on 
two Stanley Cup cham- * 
pionship teams and twice 
led the playoffs in scor¬ 
ing. _ 

Taylor was born in 
Tara, Ont. June 23, 1885, 
one of five children. The 
family later moved to 
Listowel, Ont. 

His first sport interests 
were soccer and la¬ 
crosse. In 1902 and 1904 
he played on Ontario 
championship hockey 
teams and was a lacrosse 
star with Listowel, Ot¬ 
tawa and Vancouver. 

The first hockey team 
to pay Taylor was Por¬ 


tage La Prairie of the 
Manitoba Senior League. 
From there, he went to 
Houghton. Michigan, and 
Portage Lakes of the In- 
ternational Hockey 
League. 

In 1909 he went to Ot¬ 
tawa for $1,000 a season. 
He was signed by Ren¬ 
frew Millionaires in 1910 
and was paid $5,250 for a 
12-game season — the 
highest salary ever paid 
a hockey player at that 
time. 

Taylor returned to Ot¬ 
tawa two seasons later. 

He joined Vancouver 
Millionaires for the 1912- 
1913 season and was with 
them for seven seasons 
during which time the 
team dominated the Pa¬ 


cific Coast League and 
won the Stanley Cup in 

1915. 

He returned to hockey 
in 1937 as president of the 
Pacific Coast League in 
1937, and quit in 1941. He 
then became immigra¬ 
tion commissioner for 
British Columbia and the 
Yukon, retiring in 1950. 

Taylor flew to the 
USSR with Kelowna on a 
1958 hockey tour, and 
when he returned, pre¬ 
dicted the Soviet Union 
would, within a decade, 
rival and Canadian hock¬ 
ey league. 

His last public appear¬ 
ance was two weeks ago 
at the B.C. Sports Hall of 
Fame banquet.

A crowd of 59,073 showed 
up at Belmont Park on this 
hazy, hot Saturday expect¬ 
ing to see Bid become rac¬ 
ing’s third stright Triple 
Crown winner. Instead they 
got a result that left 19-year- 
old Ronnie Franklin, Bid’s 
jockey, saying: “I feel like 
crying but I’m not going 
to." 

“The best horse won the 
race,” said Bid’s trainer, 
Bud Delp. “We have no ex¬ 
cuses.” 

Franklin thought Bid got 
something in his throat that 
caused him to choke with 
about a quarter of a mile to 
go. Bid was in the lead at that 
time. 

But after checking over 
Bid at the bam, Delp left for 
the airport and a flight back 
to Baltimore. Exercise rider

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TURIN, Italy (CP) — Mid¬ 
dle distance runner John 
Craig salvaged the lone Ca¬ 
nadian victory at a two-day, 
four-country men's track 
meet when he bolted from a 
tight pack to win the 1,500- 
metre event Saturday. 

The Canadians arrived 
hours before the Friday 
night start after a 16-hour 
train trip from England 
where they had completed in 
a similar three-country 
meet. 

“I couldn’t see anywhere 
clear so I risked being dis¬ 
qualified and just pushed 
through,” the Toronto run 
ner said of his gold-medal 
performance. 

Craig’s time was a slow 
three minutes. 43 seconds. 
Peter Spir of Vancouver was 
eighth in 3:44.1. 

Canadian coach Zoltan 
Tenke of Toronto hasn't been 
discouraged by the perfor¬ 
mance of his athletes during 
their European tour. They 
finished last in England and 
again here. 

“It really was just a warm¬ 
up for us,” Penke said Satur¬ 
day, “but the Europeans 
were using the event as a 
selection meet for the Euro¬ 
pean Cup.” 

Pole vaulter Bruce Simp¬ 
son, who won a gold for Can¬ 
ada at the London meet, had 
to settle for third here behind 
two Poles. Kozakiewicz, Kli- 
miezyk and Simpson all 
reached the same distance, 
5.20 metres, but the Toronto 
jumper took third on the 
basis of more misses at that 
height. 

Canada took another 
bronze when Peter Butler of 
Calgary finished third in the 
10,000-metre run. His time of 
28:50.7 compared favorably 


with the winning time of 
28:40.1. 

In the final team points 
standing after Saturday’s 
events, Polish athletes de¬ 
feated both Italy (114-109) 
and Canada (153-66) while 
Italy got credit for a 141-78 
victory over Canada. 

In the final four-sided 
competition, Poland earned 
126 points to 107 for Italy, 86 
for Kenya and 64 for Canada. 
Kenya did not figure in the 
team competition because of 
entering only selected 
events.

Print, TV news gaps ‘blurring’ 


NEW ORLEANS, La. 
(AP) — The president of 
CBS News predicted Friday 
that expanding technology 
would blur the distinction 
between print and broadcast 
journalism.

Lag in research costs Canada 


TORONTO (CP) — Can¬ 
ada is losing scientists and 
respect in international 
scientific circles because 
federal research grants 
aren’t keeping pace with in¬ 
flation, leading researchers 
say. 

They say gifted re¬ 
searchers leave for well-fin¬ 
anced projects in the United 
States each year while fewer 
medical graduates express 
interest in the field. 

Canadians for Health Re¬ 
search, a laymen’s group, 
says Canada Is neglecting an 
international duty by “for- 
saking a responsibility of all 


advanced countries to do 
their share in enlarging the 
scientific base.” 

One Canadian scientist, 
leaving soon to pursue his 
research career at Fre- 
derich Cancer Research 
Centre in Maryland, 
agrees. 

"We have some obligation 
for the future, but I don’t 
think we’re paying our dues 
as a generation," Dr. Mark 
Pearson said in a recent in¬ 
terview.

Mangled wreckage of death bus _cp 

Aquaplaning cited 
after bus disaster 


ST. HYACINTHE, Que. 
(CP) — A driving rain and a 
slippery curve on the Trans- 
Canada Highway spelled 
death for 11 members of a 
senior citizens' club early 
Saturday, when their char¬ 
tered bus bounced off a se¬ 
ries of concrete pillars and 
split in half. 

There were 49 passengers 
aboard the ill-fated vehicle,, 
on their way home to Vic- 
toriaville, Que., from a night 
at the races in Montreal 
when the driver apparently 
lost control and slid into the 
pillars supporting an over¬ 
pass near this town 50 kilo¬ 
metres east of Montreal. 

Driver Jacques Sauva- 
geau. 42. and all 38 surviving 
passengers were taken to 
hospital suffering from 
shock or bruises. The driver 
and all but four passengers 
had been released by mid¬ 
day Saturday. 

It was Quebec’s third 
major bus crash in less than 
a year, but early evidence 
indicated that — unlike some 
past tragedies — this one 
might have resulted mainly 
from bad luck and bad 
weather. 

"It had been raining since 
about dinner time, and the 
highway was slippery,” pro¬ 
vincial police spokesman 
Ronald Brunet explained. 
"The bus started hydroplan¬ 
ing and there was nothing 
the driver could do to 
brake." 

There were early reports 


the driver had been trying to 
pass a car when he slid off 
the road, but police said later 
he had been travelling in the 
right-hand lane reserved for 
slower traffic. They said 
they believed the bus was 
travelling within the posted 
speed limit of 100 kilometres 
an hour. 

The blood-stained wreck of 
the 1966 General Motors 
coach was carted off to a 
provincial roads department 
garage to be checked for 
mechanical defects. But a 
certificate prominently dis¬ 
played on the door of the 
vehicle indicated it had un¬ 
dergone mechanical inspec¬ 
tion four days before the 
crash and was found to be in 
good condition. 

The rear end of the coach 
was almost completely des¬ 
troyed, with rods from the 
broken luggage rack point¬ 
ing down into the interior, 
seats torn off their moorings 
and jagged pieces of metal 
hanging off the wrecked 
frame. 

Police said when the driv¬ 
er began to skid, the front of 
the bus hit one pylon sup¬ 
porting the overpass, then 
the vehicle fishtailed and the 
rear end smashed into the 
pylons on the opposite side of 
the roadway. It finally came 
to rest about 25 metres be¬ 
yond the overpass. 

The rear of the bus, nearly- 
sheared off completely, was 
bent at a right angle and six 
or seven passengers were 


thrown out through a gaping 
hole on the left side.

‘ Duke 9 sells his yacht 


NEWPORT BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - 
Actor John Wayne has sold his 136-foot 
yacht Wild Goose lor approximately 
$750,000, it was disclosed Saturday. 

The purchaser was Lynn Hutchins, a 
35-year-old Santa Monica, Calif., at¬ 
torney. 

The 238-ton yacht is a converted 
Second World War minesweeper, has 
five staterooms, a laundry and a walk- 
in freezer. It has a three-man crew 
while docked and four or five more 
crew members when cruising. 

Wayne and his yacht were frequent 
visitors to Vancouver Island, calling in 
at Victoria and Campbell River. 

Robert McGregor, the Newport 
Beach broker who handled the sale 
said annual upkeep runs $125,000. 

McGregor said the sale price was a 
bargain considering that Wayne had 
put $1 million into the yacht since 
he purchased it in the early 1960s.

The attorney said it waa Just a mat¬ 
ter of chance that he found Wayne's 
yacht wa9 for sale. He said he called 
McGregor about some adverstised 
listings of yachts the broker had and 
was told the Wayne vessel was for 
sale. McGregor said he did not adver¬ 
tise it because he feared crowds of 
merely curious persons would show up 
to look at it. 

“I saw the boat and immediately 
decided to buy it,” Hutchins said. 

Wayne, 72, is in UCLA Medical Cen¬ 
tre for treatment of cancer. 

After the sale was consummated, 
Hutchins said, it was discovered the 
engines needed an overhaul. Wayne 
had the repair work done at his own 
expense — about $40,000 — Hutchins 
said. 


“He gave his word that the boat was 
in good condition," Hutchins said, 
"and that was good enough for me. He 
said he wanted the engines like brand 
new." 

McGregor quoted Wayne as saying, 
"I'm not selling anyone a turkey.” 

The broker said Wayne might buy a 
smaller boat. 

“He was thinking of a 126-foot boat,” 
said McGregor, "but lately I’ve heard 
50-foot, so he can dock it in front 
of his house.” 

Wayne has a home on Balboa Bay 
off the Pacific Ocean. 

Wayne has considerable memora¬ 
bilia aboard and it will stay on the Wild 
Goose on loan to the new owner. 
Hutchins said Wayne will still have 
unlimited use of the yacht, if he so 
desires, according to a contract clause 
suggested by the attorney. 


Pickup still practising 


ALERT BAY-Dr. Jack 
Pickup, Alert Bay's lone 
doctor who was found negli¬ 
gent by a coroner's jury 
Thursday in the Jan. 22 
death of an 11-year-old In¬ 
dian girl, is still practising, 
as authorities tried to find a 
replacement for him. 

The jury ruled that Renee 
Smith died of severe general 
peritonitis, reptured appen¬ 
dix and acute gangrenous 
appendicitis due to failure on 
Pickup’s part to apply ade¬ 
quate medical care and pro¬ 
cedures. 

She died five days after 
being admitted to St. 
George's Hospital with se¬ 
vere abdominal pains. 

Pickup met with the hospi¬ 
tal's board of governors Fri¬ 
day. and was continuing his 
practice. 

Alert Bay coroner William 
Deadman, a veteran mem¬ 
ber of the board, said Satur¬ 
day that both parties agreed 
to seek legal advice before 
continuing their talks Mon¬ 
day. 

The board had also been in 
touch with the B.C. College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, 
he said, "and they are doing 
their best to get another 
doctor here." 

Deadman said he antici¬ 
pated problems in finding 
another doctor “because 
we've advertised extensive¬ 
ly in the past without suc¬ 
cess. 

"The irony is that we need 
our hospital, but a hospital 
needs a doctor." 

Deadman said he was con¬ 
fident the college would 
"come up with someone.”

NEW YORK (AP) — The doctor gingerly touched the 
fingers on the newly restored right hand of his 17-year- 
old patient. 

"Oh, I feel it." cried Renee Katz, a promising musician 
whose hand was severed by the wheels of a subway 
train. 

"We're quite sure the hand will survive," Dr. William 
Shaw said Friday after he and pine other surgeons at 
Bellevue Hospital completed the almost 16-hour opera¬ 
tion, believed the longest of its kind in U.S. medical his¬ 
tory. 

Shaw said it would be at least two weeks before doctors 
knew whether the operation was a complete success, but 
it appeared the hand eventually should be in fairly 
good condition. 

However, he said: "I would doubt very much if she could 
play piano or flute again." 

Renee's right hand was cut off when she was pushed in 
front of a moving subway train Thursday morning. She 
apparently never saw the youth who pushed her and 
fled 

Police had made no arrests by Friday, and said they knew 
of no motive for the pushing. 

Renee was on her way to the High School of Music and 
Art In Harlem where she was studying flute and piano and 
was to have graduated in two weeks. Her fellow students 
have begun a fund-raising drive to help pay her medical 
expenses, and dozens of them have donated blood for 
Renee. 

She had been accepted for a special joint program this 
fall at Tufts University and the New England Conserva¬ 
tory of Music 

Police Sgt. Matthew Flood and his officers found the 
girl's hand and brought It to the hospital packed in ice 
from a nearby bar. 

Awaiting Renee at the hospital was the same team of 
surgeons who one week earlier had Restored the left leg 
of a police officer who lost both legs in a car accident. 
The team has peformed 75 limb restorations in its four 
years of existence. 

Dr. Shaw, with Dr. Daniel Baker, began the operation 
using tools so delicate that their tips matched the size of 
a pinpoint, to handle nerve fibres slender as a cobweb. 
Much of their work was done under magnifying glasses. 

In the course of an operation the surgical team re-at- 
tached the hand with a slender 23-centimetre metal pin 
to join the severed bone. 

The next step was to repair the two arteries running 
from wrist to hand. This was vital. Shaw said, "to bring 
circulation to the hand early, to make sure the hand was 
pink.” 

Then came the chore of splicing four veins, eight 
tendons and two nerves. 

Renee still must undergo plastic surgery in 10 or 12 
days to cover up areas mutilated in the accident and the 
operation. 

Then, Shaw said, it would be at least two weeks before his 
team would be able to "relax and say the hand is going to 
survive.” But the hand is alive now, he added. 

Renee's father Dore, who with his wife Rose, kept vigil 
outside the operating room said afterwards that he found his 
daughter conscious and in some pain. 

"She wanted to know if all her fingers are there and if 
her hand can be well," he told reporters. “I told her, 
'Y’es, you're going to be all right.' What else are vou 
going to tell her?” 




Israeli tie 
mars key 
yacht trip 

PORT SAID, Egypt (AP) 
— The fi rst yacht to arrive in 
Egypt from Israel since the 
two countries announced 
direct tourism links brought 
17 Western passengers to 
Port Said on Friday but offi¬ 
cials would not let them off 
because an unlisted 20-year- 
old Israeli woman was 
aboard, port sources said. 

The woman identified her¬ 
self as Ofra Gamel from 
Jerusalem but refused to 
talk to reporters or to be 
photographed. 

“I'm not sure the author¬ 
ities will let Miss Gamel step 
on shore," said one agent for 
Emeco, an Egyptian tourist 
agency. 

The 50-ton Gabriella, an 
29-metre diesel-powered 
vessel, made the Mediter¬ 
ranean passage from Tel 
Aviv on Thursday as the first 
leg of a five-day tour, which 
includes sailing up the Nile 
to Cairo and the Pyramids. 

The yacht, registered in 
Wilmington, Del., is owned 
by its captain, Romeo Ru- 
batta of Trieste, Italy.

Port Renfrew trip sparkles with nature’s wonders 


Exotic pools, lakes woven into road network 


Port Renfrew area pro¬ 
vides a wilderness vacation- 
land right in Victoria's own 
backyard. With less than 70 
miles of driving outdoors- 
men can find fascinating 
beaches with exotic inter¬ 
tidal zone pools, lakes and 
rivers to fish and a log¬ 
ging road network to ex¬ 
plore. 

In an earlier column I de¬ 
scribed gas-saving vacation 
spots in the Sooke area and 
beyond to Jordan River, 
China Beach and Mystic 
Beach. Today we will carry 
on the West Coast Road to 
Port Renfrew. It Is 38.5 miles 
(61.9 kilometres) from Col- 
wood Corner. Pavement 
ends 10 miles from Jordan 
River and for a short 6.8 
miles (10.9kilometres) there 
is gravel road, and then 
pavement again. 


LOSS CREEK is just 11.1 
miles (17.9 km) from Jordan 
River.This Is a provincial 
park reserve and a trail fol¬ 
lows downstream a short 
distance leading to an old 
cabin. It is a beautiful spot to 
picnic and is the only river of 
any size between Jordan 
River and Port Renfrew, but 
Loss Creek contains only 
small fish. 


SOMBRIO BEACH trail is 
13.7 miles (22 Km) from Jor¬ 
dan River and is marked by 
a small parking area at the 
top of a hill. Rayonier has 
improved a trail to beautiful 
Sombrio Beach and it takes 
about half an hour to walk 
down and about three-quar¬ 
ters of an hour to walk back 
up. 


Sombrio is another rugged 
Pacific Ocean beach, with a 
cave, a waterfall and a spec¬ 
tacular sandstone shelf 
which is fascinating for 
inter-tidal explorers. Low 
tides uncover scores of pools 
filled with marine life. If you 
haven't time to go to Port 
Renfrew’s Botanical Beach 
at near zero tides, try Som¬ 
brio. Better still, why not 
camp at Port Renfrew and 
visit both of them on differ¬ 
ent days.

CANOERS make Fairy 
Lake a base camp for trips, 
most exciting of which is a 
San Juan River float from 
the black suspension bridge, 
reached 6.5 miles along 
paved logging road to Harris 
Creek Y, then keep right on 
Shawnigan road for 4.2 
miles. There is a picnic and 
camping area at the far side 
of the suspension bridge and 
it is another nice spot for a 
base camj>. 


Port Renfrew junction is 
23.1 miles (37.2 km) from 
Jordan River, or 61.6 miles 
(99.1 km) from Colwood Cor¬ 
ner. 


FAIRY LAKE is Port Ren- 
frew’s freshwater play¬ 
ground. 


CAMPING facilities at 
Port Renfrew include the In¬ 
dian Reserve lands at the 
second mouth of the San 
Juan River, the B.C.Forest 
Products campground at 
Fairy Lake, 3.8 miles along 
the paved logging road from 
the Port Renfrew junction. 
Lizard Lake, one mile from 
the Harris Creek Y, and at 
the San Juan suspension 
bridge. 


If you are lucky you may 
get a camping spot on the 
lake, but even if you don’t 
you will only be a few hun¬ 
dred feet from the lake at the 
most and there are two ex¬ 
cellent beaches for swim¬ 
ming. 


There is some excellent 
.searun cutthroat fishing in 
Fairy Lake in the spring and 
fall, but anglers should be¬ 
ware of new fishing regula¬ 
tions which close Fairy Lake 
angling from Dec. 1 to 
March 31. 


The 12 or 15-mile float 
downriver from the bridge to 
Fairy Lake can be danger¬ 
ous — there have been some 
drownings — but taken care¬ 
fully it can make a delightful 
day on the river. Experi¬ 
enced canoers run that por¬ 
tion of the San Juan River, 
but we have usually done it in 
an eight-foot punt, our 12- 
foot aluminum boat, or a 
rubber boat, steelheading in 
the middle of the dirty 
weather of winter. We often 
camp at the suspension 
bridge. 


CROSSOVER camping 
and fishing spots may be 
reached by turning sharp 
right just before the Harris 
Creek bridge, 4.5 miles along 
from Fairy Lake. It is a 
rather rough and narrow 
trail down to the Crossover 
bar where you can camp and 
set up a base camp. Halfway 
along a trail on the left goes 
to the Harris Creek-San Juan 
River junction pool and good 
fishing. We have taken both 
steelhead and trout from this 
area and have seen more 
than one black bear along 
the road. 


THE SLOUGH, a back¬ 
water of the San Juan River, 
is along the way to Fairy 
Lake campsite and can be an 
excellent spot to fish searun 
cutthroat trout. It is also a 
birdlife sanctuary and an ex¬ 
cellent spot to observe trum¬ 
peter swans. 


there is a paved boat 
launching ramp for small 
trailer boats at Port Ren¬ 
frew — drive through the 
beach camp housing area 
and carry on a hundred 
yards. You can also launch 
small boats at Fairy Lake, 
which is really a backwater 
of the San Juan River. 


SMELT FISHING is a big 
attraction at the Indian Re¬ 
serve camping area. 


You catch smelts at the 
evening mid-tides from June 
to the first heavy rains of fall 
in late September. These lit¬ 
tle silver fish swim on to the 


We enjoy boating slowly 
around Fairy Lake, observ¬ 
ing the wildlife — once we 
watched a family of rac¬ 
coons on a branch above our 
boat. We like to take our boat 
out through the narrow en¬ 
trance into the San Juan 
River and cruise upstream 
to the Crossover Pool. Once 
we even launched an aqua- 
car in Fairy Lake and head¬ 
ed into the river. Our mis- 
take was we cruised 
(drove?) downstream and 
got stuck on a sandbar, miles 


PIXIE LAKE is a short 
distance off a side road 
reached by a left turn 2.5 
miles along the Shawnigan 
road from the Harris Creek 
Y. It is a small lake that has 
been stocked with trout and 
there is room for a cou¬ 
ple of self-contained camp¬ 
ers to picnic or overnight. 


LIZARD LAKE is on the 
right one mil? up from a left 
turn at the Harris Creek Y on 
the logging roads that lead to 
Cowichan Lake. BCFP has 
provided three or four 
camping spots on this beau¬ 
tiful little lake, which some¬ 
times produces some trout. 
It is a good spot for a base

SAN JUAN BAY provides 
crabbing the year-round, 
good Chinook fishing in April 
and May, halibut in May, big 
coho in September and Octo¬ 
ber. But last year federal 
fisheries closed the bay to 
sports fishermen in the fall 
for conservation reasons, al¬ 
though they allowed 100 
commercial seine boats and 
nearly300 gillnetters to oper¬ 
ate on the outside at the 
mouth of San Juan Bay. It 
seems to be pretty warped 
thinking on the part of fed¬ 
eral fisheries if they actually 
believe the few sportsmen 
can do much conserving 
after a commercial fleet like 
that plunders the salmon 
runs before they even reach 
San Juan Bay.

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Kidney patient offered alternative

MONTREAL (CP) - A still- 
experimental method of 
cleansing the blood of kidney 
failure patients may offer 
an alternative to those who 
cannot tolerate kidney dialy¬ 
sis machines. 

Dr. Vincent Pateras, chief 
of nephrology at St. Mary’s 
Hospital here, has three pa¬ 
tients on the treatment, 
known as continuous ambu¬ 
latory peritoneal dialysis, or 
CAPD, which was developed 
last year by Dr. Jack Mon- 
erief of Austin, Texas and 
chemical engineer Robert 
Popovich. 

THE PROCEDURE uses 
the thin membrane lining in 
the abdominal cavity and a 
special solution emptied into 
that cavity to clean the 
blood. 

In a recent interview, Pa¬ 
teras said that because the 


method is so new, nothing is 
known about its possible 
long-term side effects. 

Only specially chosen pa¬ 
tients are using it. 

They are generally those 
who cannot be hooked up 
to a kidney machine three 
times a week for hemodialy¬ 
sis. That process is unsuit¬ 
able for diabetics since it can 
render them blind or trigger 
heart attacks, explained Pa¬ 
teras. 

HEART disease patients 
also have difficulties with 
hemodialysis. When their 
blood is being processed by 
the machine the lower level 
of oxygen in the blood re¬ 
maining in the body may 
result in a heart attack. 

Other patients who have' 
been on hemodialysis for 
some years run out of ac¬ 
cessible blood vessels, leav- 


Dear Dr. Ruble: I read 
several months ago in your 
column how menopause can 
cause a troublesome vaginal 
itching and dryness, which 
leads to Irritation and infec¬ 
tion. Can this happen with 
other skin on the body of a 
woman at menopause? — 
D.L.V. 

No. You’ll recall I said the 
problem is related to hor¬ 
mones, specifically to the re¬ 
duction in estrogen produc- 
tion at that time in a 
woman’s life. The chief ef¬ 
fects (if there are to be any 
at all) are in the so-called 
’target’’ organs — breasts, 
uterus, or any that are de¬ 
pendent on the hormone sup¬ 
ply. The cause of the dryness 
is a change in cell tissue 
there, and it is a real prob¬ 
lem for many menopausal 
women. Many write asking 
about it. If the symptoms are 
severe and pose a threat of 
complications, such as in¬ 
fection or interference with 
sexual intercourse (a major 
concern), local application 
of estrogen creams can be 
used sparingly for brief 
periods. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: A very 
good friend of mine told me 
he had half of a vasectomy. 
Question: Is it possible for a 
man to have only half a va¬ 
sectomy? I personally be¬ 
lieve he is telling me a lie. It 
is important to know, if there 
is to be any future for us. — 
B.K. 

No surgeon would do half a 
vasectomy (cutting or tying 
of a single sperm duct) or 
purposes of birth control. 
That would be like closing a 
barn door halfway. Now, it is 
possible to have a single tube 
(vas deferens) tied because 
of a local infection or with 
certain prostate gland prob¬ 
lems. You would have to give 
this gentleman the benefit of 
that possibility. Otherwise, I

Dear Dr. Ruble: Can ultra¬ 
sound that is used to relieve 
pain kill body cells? Is it like 
radiation from X-rays? — 
Mrs. P.Y. 

It’s not like X-ray or any 
form of radiation. Ultra¬ 
sound is what the name im¬ 
plies — sun waves generated 
at a very high frequency be¬ 
yond those that make the 
kind of sound you can hear. 
Besides its growing use for 
diagnosis it is employed to

Patients are judged on 
their motivation and stan¬ 
dards of cleanliness before 
starting the treatment be¬ 
cause they must be trained 
to use the procedure correot- 
ly to avoid infection. 

“THERE are only two 
ways to handle CADP," Pa¬ 
teras emphasized. "Either it 
is perfect or quite unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

The procedure starts with 
an operation to make a 
small, permanent opening in 
the body just below the 
navel. A tube leading 
through the peritoneal mem¬ 
brane into the abdominal 
cavity is implanted in the 
hole. This tube is then at¬ 
tached to a bag containing 
two litres of a special so¬ 
lution, similar to the solution 


deliver deep heat to certain 
parts of the body — for ex¬ 
ample, to the joints of arthri¬ 
tis patients. The waves pass 
through tissue, generating 
heat by a kind of friction 
effect set off by agitation of 
molecules. Cells would be 
destroyed if the energy of 
the waves was high enough. 
The level needed to create 
heat is far below that. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Is it rare 
for the prostate gland to be¬ 
come enlarged in a man in 
his early 50’s? — Ms. N.A. 

No, it’s common. The most 
susceptible time is after age 
60. It is relatively rare be- 
f ore 45. _

THE PATIENT raises the 
bag above his shoulder, let¬ 
ting the solution run down 
into his abdominal cavity. 
Then he clamps the tube 
tightly shut and wraps both 
the bag and the tube around 
his waist. 

The bandage-like package 
fits neatly around the waist 
and except for a slightly 
thick-waisted look, is barely 
noticeable. 

For the next six hours, the 
patient can take part in any 
activity except swimming. 

Inside, the toxic wastes 
from the bloodstream go 
through the peritoneal mem¬ 
brane and are cleansed by 
the fluid in the abdominal 
cavity. 

AFTER SIX hours, the pa¬ 
tient finds a clean wash¬ 
room, unwraps the bag, 
lowers it to the floor, takes 
off the clamp and lets the 
fluid drain back into the bag. 
He then discards the old bag. 


attaches a new one and 
starts the process again. 

Dr. Dimitri Oreopoulos of 
Toronto Western Hospital is 
working on a catheter which 
would reduce the chances of 
infection. A special valve 
would prevent the opening in 
the stomach from being ex¬ 
posed to the air when the 
bags are changed. 

^ PATIENT Lilian Fleur 
quin said she is delighted 
with the new freedom she 
finds with the treatment. 

She could not be put on 
hemodialysis because of an¬ 
gina and for several years 
after her kidneys faded, she 
had to follow a rigid diet and 
take drugs which made her 
sick. 

Last fall she was put on 
CADP. 

“I’M REALLY free now," 
she said. "Life is worth liv¬ 
ing." 

Before going on the treat¬ 
ment she was often away 
from work and could plan no 
social life. Recently she has 


hardly missed a day’s work 
and has attended weddings 
and dances, as well as going 
skating in the winter. 

She changes the bag in the 
morning, at work during her 
lunch hour, when she gets 
home in the evening and 
finally just before going to 
bed. 

“When you get used to it, it 
isn’t inconvenient,” Mrs. 
Fleurquin said.

Metz build his first earth- 
sheltered home in Lyme in 
1972, the Winston House, for 
which he won the 1974 Archi¬ 
tectural Record Award for 
Excellence for House De¬ 
sign. 

That was before “OPEC 
(Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries) reared 
its ugly head,” he says. That 
house costs only half as 
much to heat as a normal 
home after OPEC’s oil price 
increase*. 

METZ WANTED to blend 
that house into its environ¬ 
ment and literally built it 
into a mountainside. The 
savings on fuel were a 
bonus. 

Mother Earth, after all, is 
relatively cold or hot only on 
the surface. About three 
metres into the ground, the 
temperature is almost con¬ 
stant. 

"Throughout history, peo¬ 
ple have used the earth for 
shelter, especially in arid 
climates. It’s nothing star¬ 
tling new," says the 38-year- 
old architect. 

While earth-sheltered 
dwellings in New England 
make for efficient heating, 
Metz is using the constant- 
temperature principle in 
Texas to build an efficiently- 
cooled house. 

“I CAN'T understand why 
they haven’t been doing that 
for years out there to save on 
air-conditioning." 

Since the Winston House, 
Metz has built his own home. 
Baldtop Dugout, is building, 
has built or plans to build 
similar structures in Maine, 
Montana, Michigan, Iowa. 
Virginia, Massachusetts and 
Vermont. 

The success of his earth- 
sheltered homes has led him 
to begin eliminating hi$ work 
on above-ground architec¬ 
ture and concentrate on 
earth-shelter buildings. 

He has founded Earthtech, 
a corporation specializing in 
earth-sheltered homes. 
Earthtech is building a pro-

THE ONLY special re¬ 
quirement for an earth-shel¬ 
tered house is that it be built 
on a well-draining slope fac¬ 
ing south to take advantage 
of the sun's light and heat. 

“It's an average mom- 
and-pop family home," he 
says of the Earthtech house, 
which has three bedrooms 
and costs about $75,000 to 
build, about 10 per cent more 
than a conventional above¬ 
ground house. 

Although the initial cost is 
higher, savings are substaA- 
tial on fire insurance, main¬ 
tenance and heating, he 
says. 

THE BUILDING essen¬ 
tially is made of concrete 
and concrete blocks, insulat¬ 
ed from the surrounding 
earth. Timbers support the 
roof and the earth above It. 
Fire insurance rates are low 
“because you can’t bum It,” 
he says. 

The concrete-and-earth 
arrangement also stores 
heat absorbed from the 
southerly sun. Heating costs 
are halved, he says. 

Metz Is not the only archi¬ 
tect designing earth-shel¬ 
tered homes. Others also 
build and sell plans for such 
structures. But Metz notes 
(hat some of the structures 
"indeed are like caves —few 
windows, very grim."

Grove but was one the fam¬ 
ily didn’t like. The son pur¬ 
sued the matter, eventually 
going to Ottawa with photo¬ 
graphic proof there had been 
an error, but by this time 
Canada Post had changed its 
story and admitted the mis¬ 
take. 

A week after the FDCs 
first went on the market, 
Ottawa called a halt to sales.

"Mining uranium by open- 
pit methods is not dissimilar 
to other open-pit mining op¬ 
erations. The Blizzard con¬ 
cept, however, recognizes 
and accommodates the 
unique radiological charac¬ 
teristics of the ore." 

A drilling program in 1977- 
78 indicated an ore body of 
2.1 million tonnes.

With all the flap about the Bee Gees' 
Vancouver appearance July 15, it was 
most interesting to note that a group not 
appearing there until Aug. 11 soared way 
past what is’supposed to be rock-music's 
current No. 1 attraction in first-day ticket 
sales.

Trial looms over Dylan song 


FORT LAUDERDALE, 
Fla. (AP) — Patricia Valen¬ 
tine says she is driven to 
tears by a Bob Dylan song. A 
federal trial may begin here 
soon to decide whether the 
folk music star must pay her 
damages. 

The song, Hurricane, de¬ 
scribes the night 13 years 
ago Mrs. Valentine found the 
bullet-ridden bodies of three 
friends on a New Jersey bar¬ 
room floor. 

"Why do I have to cry 
every day that 1 hear it?” 
Mrs. Valentine asks. 

Hurricane was the anthem 
of Dylan’s crusade for Rubin 
(Hurricane) Carter, a 
middleweight boxing con¬ 
tender convicted in a 1966 
triple murder at a Paterson, 
N.J>, bar. 

Mrs. Valentine lived above 
the bar. She came out when 
she heard gunfire and later 
testified she saw a car iden¬ 
tified as Carter’s. 

Dylan’s song makes sev¬ 
eral references to Mrs. Val¬ 
entine. A federal suit filed in 
1976 contends the lyrics 
imply Mrs. Valentine helped 
frame Carter. 

U.S. District Judge Nor¬ 
man Roettger has told 


Dylan's lawyers they must 
disclose the song's earnings 
to provide a basis for dam¬ 
age claims. 

Hurricane was released in 
1975, three years after Mrs. 
Valentine says she tried to 
start a new life near Fort 
Lauderdale. 

Mrs. Valentine and Dylan 


were recently required to 
give sworn statements to 
lawyers in the case.

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Jewish sect 
j warns mayor 
of its curse 

Colonist-Los Anooles Times Service 

JERUSALEM — A religious group opposing construction 
of a sports stadium in Jerusalem said here that it would 
excommunicate the city's mayor and visit upon him all the 
curses of Judaism unless he halts the project. 

Posters In blood-red letters warning of a "fiery curse” 
have been put up all over Jerusalem. The posters tell Mayor 
Teddy Kollek: 

"We have warned you! You are taking your own life 
willingly. Repent as long as your soul is within you!" 

THE POSTERS ARE signed “The Committee For Ac¬ 
tion," which is the name of a group of several religious 
factions opposing the new stadium. But it is apparently the 
work of Neturei Karta. most strictly orthodox of the city’s 
religious groups and, although fiercely vocal, relatively 
small. 

Neturei Karla's secretary, Rabbi Moshe Hirsch, said 
[that if the mayor fails to halt work on the stadium a "se- 
Ject minyan" of 10 sages and spiritual leaders of the Ne- 
iturei Karta community would meet to invoke what is 
tailed "pulsa denura," a curse known as “the rod of 
Jice ” 

1 The cabalaistic ceremony invoking such a curse is held 
by the light of black candles and includes the sounding of 
[black shofars, a version of the ram’s horn used in Jew¬ 
ish religious observances. Rabbi Hirsch said the curse 
brings upon a person "all the curses from the time of 
Rioses to the present.” 

• RABBI HIRSCH SAID that the'curse has been invoked by 
bis group twice since 1951. Each time, the cursed per¬ 
son died suddenly soon afterward, the rabbi said. He 
•was asked if this might happen to Kollek. "It is more 
[probable than it is improbable." he said. 

• Kollek. unruffled by the appearance of the posters, 
[said that "one day Neturei Karta will be forgotten.” 
[Neturei Karta sent him a letter saying the curse would 
•be invoked unless the stadium project is halted, but 
[Kollek has. not received it yet. Apparently not worried, 
•he went on a long weekend to a beach resort. 

[ The curse also carries with it the Jewish equivalent of 
[excommunication, which means that religious Jews are to 
[have no transactions with the person thus designated, and, 
[in fact, are not to come within four cubits of him. 

• "THERE ARE 80 centimetres in a cubit,” said Rabbi 
[Hirsch. "That would be about seven feet. We feel it 
;may affect Mr. Kollck’s activities as a fund-raiser." 

• A spokesman for the chief rabbi of Jerusalem said, 
.however, that such an excommunication is recognized only 
-by members of the religious group which issues it. “It would 
[be observed,” Rabbi Lipa Weingarten said, “only by those 
jwho take upon themselves the authority of the rabbini- 
•cal court which does it.” 

J Kollek. mayor of Jerusalem since 1965, has raised 

• millions of dollars to restore ancient Jerusalem land- 
■ marks. beautify the city with green belts and add parks 
[and playgrounds. 

• THE EXACT MEMBERSHIP of Neturei Karta is vague. 
[It is opposed to Zionism, and although many adherents live 
[here, its people do not pay taxes or serve in the Israeli 
‘army. The Encyclopedia Judaica estimates that it con¬ 
sists of "a few dozen families" and calls them "ultrareli- 
•gious extremists." 

[ But. as the most radical of the-orthodox groups in the 
;Mea Shearim religious quarter of Jerusalem. Neturei 
[Karta has won the leadership of vigilante mobs re- 
[sponsible for violent acts.

NOWY TARG, Poland (UPI) — How do you plan a 
church service whose congregation you hope will 
number well over a million? 

If you're the Roman Catholic t;hurch hierarchy in 
southern Poland, hoping (or a crowd that big for 
Pope John Paul II's mass, you do your planning in 
co-operation with the police — and a good deal of 
prayer. 

The crowd that came to see and hear Pope John 
Paul Friday packed tightly onto an airfield that 
covered 3'/< square miles, and there was no trouble, 


no incidents, no breakdown in arrangements. 

Police and church officials co-operated whole¬ 
heartedly and smoothly. 

"The police even took care of us and helped us find 
our way,” said one man who had been In the 
half-million and million-strong crowds John Paul 
drew earlier in his nine-day tour of his native land. 
Police there usually were anything but helpful, he 
said. 

Church authorities dotted the airfield some two 
miles from Nowy Targ with hundreds upon hundreds 


of loudspeakers to carry the pope’s words to the fur¬ 
thest fringes of the crowd. They all seemed to 
work. 

The airfield was ringed with wooden crush bar¬ 
riers. but no admission tickets were required. Hun¬ 
dreds of civilian stewards mustered by the church 
herded people into a compact mass, with only one 
central aisle left clear. 

After the mass the huge crowd parted like the Red 
Sea to let the pope drive through.

U.S. aims for missiles 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Carter administration 
has announced that it will 
push ahead with full develop¬ 
ment of a new $30 billion MX 
mobile missile system which 
it said will “strengthen the 
stability of the strategic bal¬ 
ance" between the United 
States and the Soviet 
Union. 

President Carter’s long 
awaited decision was made 
public a week before the 
U.S.-Soviet summit meeting 
in Vienna where the S. A.L.T. 

II agreement will be 
signed. 

A senior defence official, 
briefing newsmen on details 
of the new missile system, 
said it falls within the terms 
of the S.A.L.T. agreement 
and that “on balance, I think 
it will help” win Senate rati¬ 
fication of the S.A.L.T. 
agreement. 


overkill but it will cost at 
least $30 billion and more 
likely, $50 billion." 

But Senator John Stennis 
chairman of the Senate 
armed services committee, 
said it represents “an essen¬ 
tial step on the way to devel¬ 
oping a new and survivable 
missile for the future.” 


The objective is to begin 
full-scale development of the 
missile in about a month, 


with initial combat readi¬ 
ness in 1986 and full opera¬ 
tion of the system in 1989.

White House spokesman 
Rex Granum said the presi¬ 
dent’s decision, following 
weeks of internal adminis¬ 
tration debate, will buttress 
global stability because 
Carter “doesn’t believe we 
can have serious discussions 
with the Russians if they 
have any advantage in the 
arms race.” 

The defence official said 
development of the MX, 
which he said will be “as 
capable as any missile the 
Soviets can deploy,” denies 
the Soviets any advantage in 
an arms race "and increases 
their motivation to negotiate 
for arms reductions," in the 
future. 

Congressional reaction to 
Carter’s decision was mixed. 
Senator George McGovern 
said the decision “could rep¬ 
resent the biggest single 
waste of public funds since 
the Vietnam War. It adds 
nothing to our defence cap¬ 
ability except more surplus 


The main purpose of the 
MX missile is to assure the 
"survivability” of the land- 
based leg of the U.S. strate¬ 
gic nuclear deterrent force, 
which includes submarine- 
launched missiles and bomb¬ 
ers, and, by the early 1980s, a 
new force of small, deadly 
cruise missiles. 

U.S. intelligence estimates 
that increasingly accurate 
Soviet missiles being in¬ 
stalled at the rate of 125 a 
year would be able to knock 
out most present generation 
Minuteman intercontinental 
ballistic missiles in a sur¬ 
prise attack on their fixed 
launch bases in the early 
1980s.

NANAIMO — T.C, Doug¬ 
las has carved himself a se¬ 
cure niche in Canadian his¬ 
tory during the past 44 years, 
but the country has not heard 
the last of Tommy yet. 

Douglas, 74, has now offi¬ 
cially retired as the MP for 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-the Is¬ 
lands. but a quick look at the 
next few months of his 
schedule shows that for him 
retirement is not very retir¬ 
ing. 

HE’LL BE Involved in 
seminars In Ottawa for ori¬ 
entation of new MPs, over¬ 
seeing the consignment of 
years of records to the Na¬ 
tional Archives, a trip to 
China, speaking engage¬ 
ments, and work for a foun¬ 
dation that is dear to his 
heart. 

In an interview with the 
Colonist recently, Douglas 
did some reflecting on both 
the future and past of Cana¬ 
dian politics. 

FEW MEN are in a bet¬ 
ter position to do such re¬ 
flecting, for Douglas has 
been a figure on the Cana¬ 
dian scene since 1935 when 
he was 30 and first elected. 

Since then he has served as 
MP, premier of Saskatch- 
wan and federal leader of 
the New Democratic Party. 

HE CAME TO the Nan¬ 
aimo area in 1968, when he 
was elected in a byelection 
after losing his seat in Bur- 
naby-Seymour. 

Nanaimo took quickly to 
the witty, unassuming man, 
and it's been a love affair 
between Douglas and his rid¬ 
ing ever since. 

He served the constitu¬ 
ency well, and in return Nan- 
aimo-Cowichan-the Islands 
voters re-elected him each 
time with comfortable ma¬ 
jorities. 


party system. Douglas said. 

“I’ve been saying for 25 
years that eventually we will 
develop a two-party system, 
as they have in almost every 
other country In the world. 

"The only reason three 
parties have survived in 
Canada is that for more 
than 100 years the coun¬ 
try has been divided poli¬ 
tically not on the basis of 
Ideology but on the basis 
of race, religion and re¬ 
gion," Douglas said. 

“THIS IS a disatrous 
course if followed far 
enough. It would split the 
country right down the mid¬ 
dle and sometime or other 
we would be faced with the 
situation of the United States 
in the 1860 s, the prospect of 
civil war.” 

Douglas said, however, 
that the country is mov¬ 
ing more toward a politi¬ 
cal division Ideologically, 

“I THINK the Liberal 
party is destined to disap¬ 
pear—I don’t mean in the 
next election, or the one 
after that, but eventually." 

He talked of the Liber¬ 
als’ weak position in both 
provincial legislatures and 
federally in the West. 

"I think we’ve been mov¬ 
ing to a two-party system for 
the last several years. I also 
think that this will be a good 
thing for the country. 

"IF IT happens, it means 
that you and someone in 
Quebec will relate to one 
another even though you 
have a different church, dif¬ 
ferent backgrounds. 

“In this age of polariza¬ 
tion, there isn’t any room for 
a middle-of-the-road party," 
Douglas added. 

Even though he will not 
be sitting in Parliament, 
Douglas has a shopping list 
of things he would like to see 
achieved in the next few 
years, and he plans to use his 
influence to push for them.

School district gross 
operating budgets are up 8.8 
per cent this year, to $1,013 
million. 

The average mill rate for 
1979 rbse only slightly, to 
44.045 million. The 1.17 per 
cent increase hides signifi¬ 
cant changes in public school 
funding however, since the 
provincial share of educa¬ 
tion costs dropped from 39 to 
37 per cent, but a 10.66 per 
cent increase in provincial 
assessed values enabled dis¬ 
tricts to keep mill rates 
stable while increasing gross 
taxes.

Skylab parts 
fell to earth 

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — About 50 tons of debris from 
Skylab fell back to earth within two years after the huge 
space laboratory was sent aloft in 1973. a Johnson Space 
Centre spokesman says. 

“There have been no reports of deaths, injuries or 
damage caused by any of these pieces," said Robert 
Gordon, a spokesman for the centre. 

Centre officials said the debris came from the hardware 
used to launch the 80-ton space station May 14, 1973. 

Centre scientists who have chronicled the return said 
the pieces of the second state Saturn V rocket that boosted 
Skylab into orbit, fell in the Atlantic Ocean'on Jan. 11, 
1975. 

The first of four 6,000-pound metal panels that protected 
Skylab during the trip, spashed into the Caribbean Sea east 
of Martinique, on Feb. 10, 1975, centre officials said. 

The remaining three panels fell June 1, 1975, in the 
Pacific Ocean northeast of Christmas Island; April 3, 1975, 
off the west coast of India; and Aug. 5, 1975, when the final 
panel fell in Africa, probably in the jungles of Zaire. 

Space officials estimate 40,000 to 50,000 pounds of 
Skylab will survive a fiery trip back to earth, disintegrating 
info 400 to 500 pieces. Some chunks of debris could weight 
several thousands pounds.

ANAKMEMIC CORN (A. J„ Sooke) 

The pale coloring In the leaves of 
your corn is due to a shortage of 
nitrogen, undoubtedly caused by the 
massive quantities of sawdust roto- 
tilled into your vegetable plot earlier 
this year. Sawdust is most valuable for 
inproving the texture of the soil, but it 
does deplete the reserves of nitro¬ 
gen in the soil temporarily while it is 
decomposing. 

Give your corn a generous water¬ 
ing with sulphate of ammonia or urea, 
half a cupful' per six-quart water¬ 
ing can, and about one pint per plant, 
applied at a time when there Is plenty 
of moisture in the soil. Repeat the 
treatment after about ten days. 

CROWDED CACTUS (K.D., Courten¬ 
ay) 

From your sketch and description, 
my guess is that your four-year-old 
flowering cactus Is probably Echinop- 
sls eyriesli, although I can’t be sure 
without actually seeing the plant. 

If the young offsets springing up 
around the base of the plant are 
crowding it unduly, they may be cut 
away with a sharp knife; these will 
root quite readily to make more plants 
if inserted in pots of sandy loam 
soil. 

Four years is a rather long time 
for any plant to go without repotting, 
and this had better be done next Feb¬ 
ruary after the plant has had its winter

rest and is about ready to start grow¬ 
ing again. 

A good mixture for the desert type 
of cacti is two parts purchased all-pur¬ 
pose potting soil plus one part coarse 
sand, with a little brick dust and flake 
charcoal mixed in. Give the plant 
full sunshine, with ample water in 
summer, but keep it cool and almost 
but not quite bone dry in winter. 

CAPER SPURGE (F. U, Victoria) 

The bit of plant you sent me is 
Caper Spurge, botanically Euphorbis 
lathyrus and closely related to the 
Christmas Poinsettla. Definitely, this 
,is not the plant that yields capers for 
caper sauce; the true capers are the 
pickled pods of a Medltterranean 
shrub called Cappris spinosa, although 
green nasturtium seeds are some¬ 
times substituted. 

Your plant is mildly poisonous, 
and has the reputation of repelling 
moles; old-timers say that moles will 
not enter a garden where the Caper 
Spurge is growing, although I don’t 
think there has ever been any scien¬ 
tific confirmation of this. 

DYING CLARK1AS (N. 0. N„ Dun 
can) 

Whenever one of your garden 
plants wilts and dies from an unknown 
cause, It is always a good idea to pull It 
up and have ailook at the roots, prefer¬ 
ably under a magnifying glass. You 


may find grubs or maggots of one 
kind or another, or more likely, tiny 
root lice sucking the juices out of the 
roots. 

A good treatment for these under¬ 
ground saboteurs is to drench the roots 
of the surviving plants with Diazinon 
1254 per cent liquid emulsion, two 
tablespoonfuls per gallon and about 
1 ^ cupfuls for a plant the size of a 
Clarkia—larger plants will take more, 
of course. 

Give each plant a long, slow wa¬ 
tering first with plain water, for the 
insecticide solution will penetrate to 
the roots better in damp soil than in 
dry. 

Drought or disease can cause the 
death of garden plants too, but in your 
case It seems unlikely that these 
troubles should single out just a few 
individual plants—the whole works 
would go, not just the odd plant here 
and there in the bed. 

KOHLRABI CULTURE (H.W., Vic¬ 
toria) 

Most certainly it is not too late to 
put in seeds of Kohlrabi. In fact, seeds 
of this excellent vegetable may be 
sown from April right through to the 
middle of August, and it is best to 
make a series of small sowings. Sow 
half an inch deep and two inches apart, 
later thinning to four inches apart 
Harvest when 3 to 4 inches in diame¬ 
ter.

WASHINGTON — A new 
chapter in the annals of jus¬ 
tice — or is it golf — was 
written last week when a 
Washington physician was 
charged with beating a Ca¬ 
nadian goose to death with 
his putter on the 17th green 
of the Congressional Country 
Club. 

The charges brought by 
federal wildlife authorities 
were originally Investigated 
by the country club’s board 
of directors, but they came 
to no conclusion as to what 
really happened. Dr. Sher¬ 
man A. Thomas, the accused 
golfer, said that his ap¬ 
proach shot to the green hit 
the goose, one of two hanging 
around the 17th hole. In his 
medical opinion, the goose 
was in such agony from the 
blow of the ball that the doc¬ 
tor decided to put it out of Its 
misery. Instead of pulling 
the plug on the goose, he 
struck it several times with 
his putting iron, thus per¬ 
forming the first mercy kill¬ 
ing of a feathered bird on 
any golf course since the 
game was invented. 

But there is another ver¬ 
sion, and this is the reason

the wildlife people have pre¬ 
ferred charges. Dr. Thomas, 
according to an eyewitness, 
was about to putt when the 
goose honked. This, the wit¬ 
ness maintains, so enraged 
the physician that he at¬ 
tacked the goose with his 
putter and killed the bird. 

The doctor is charged with 
“knowingly killing a goose 
out of season” and also with 
being "illegally in posses¬ 
sion of a dead Canadian 

f oose.” Even had Dr. 

homas killed the goose 
when the hunting season was 
on, he would still have been 
in violation of the law as the 
Bird Act specifies you can 
only go after geese with 
shotguns, bows and arrows, 
falcons and goshawks. 

Putters are out of the 
question. 

If the doctor is found guilty 
he could receive a maximum 
sentence of six months in jail 
and a fine of $500. 

So much for killing one’s 
goose. 

The main question is how 
does this affect the game of 


Every golfer I heard out 
gave me a different inter¬ 
pretation of the rules. 




One said, “I believe that 
Dr. Thomas should have 
been penalized one stroke 
for each time he hit the 
goose.” 

But someone else In the 
locker room disagreed. “No, 
you cannot be penalized no 
matter how many times you 
strike at the bird, providing 
you don’t move your ballfe 
From what I understand, 
Thomas approached the 
ball; the goose honked; he 
lpft the ball on the green, and 
started to swing his putter at 
the Canadian's head. It 
might be considered illegal 
bird killing, but it certainly 
is not illegal golf.” 

“Wait a minute,” another 
duffer said. “Thomas' story 
was that his ball accidental¬ 
ly hit the goose on his ap¬ 
proach shot to the green. 
Therefore, although he had 
to play his ball from the spot 
where it fell after it struck 
the bird, he was still under 
par when he attacked the 
goose with his putter." 

"But why the putter?" 
someone asked. “Wouldn’t it 
have been more merciful If 
he had done it with a five 
iron?" 

"It’s all right for us to sit 


here in the locker room and 
Monday-quarterback 
Thomas' choice of irons, but 
I believe you have to be in his 
golf shoes before you can say 
which club he should have 
used. I might have killed the 
goose with a driver. You 
might have killed him with a 
niblick, but Thomas was 
right there and decided a 
putter was all that was need¬ 
ed.” 

“I believe we need a club 
ruling on this. Today it’s 
Thomas: .tomorrow it could 
be one of us. I want to know 
exactly how many shots I am 
permitted before 1 get a 
birdie." 

“As long as we’re at it," 
another chap said, “I would 
like to ask the grounds’ com¬ 
mittee what a Canadian 

? oose was doing there in the 
irst place. Correct me if I'm 
wrong, but aren’t Canadians 
forbidden from using the 
course during the hours 
when members are play¬ 
ing?" 

“I believe there is a bylaw 
on It," someone replied. 

"But let’s find out the 
exact wording as to when 
you stuff a goose and when 
you putt it." 


Many historians and philosophers 
have ascribed the durability and vital¬ 
ity of the Jewish people to their supe¬ 
rior intelligence. My own view is that 
they have survived principally 
through the dumbness of their enemies 
more than anything else. 

There Is a great worry now among 
Jewish religious leaders that the popu¬ 
lation of their co-religionists in Ameri¬ 
ca is declining seriously, owing mostly 
to intermarriage and a low birthrate. 
They are looking for ways to reverse 
this drop,, in membership and in devo¬ 
tion. 

What has kept the Jewish people 
alive throughout the centuries has 
been the awesome paradox of perse¬ 
cution. Left alone to live their lives 
and practice their beliefs, they inevit¬ 
ably tend to dwindle in numbers, to 
disperse and dilute their ethnic identi¬ 
fication. 

Then, every so often in history 
there comes along a devastating per¬ 
secution that has the very opposite 


effect of its intention. It militates and 
mobilizes these people, reminds them 
of their unique heritage that is regard¬ 
ed as both a blessing and a burden, and 
reanimates their faith and their sense 
of identity. 

This is what Gabriel Marcel long 
ago termed "the mystery of Israel" — 
its flaccidity in times of tolerance and 
its fervor when challenged by bigotry. 
If the anti-Semites had any sense 
(which, by definition, they lack), they 
could conceive a long-term program to 
diminish or eliminate Jewry by the 
very opposite tactics they normally 
adopt — by making it as easy as 
possible for Jews to forget their Jew¬ 
ishness, and eventually blending into 
the native landscape. 

This had nearly happened in Ger¬ 
many before the rise of Hitler, where 
the Jews imagined they had been 
“amalagamated” into the Teutonic 
culture, and even men like Sigmund 
Freud defended the Fatherland in the

First World War. Many of them looked 
with scorn upon their co-religionists 
who emigrated to Germany from 
Eastern Europe, and felt they were 
the "troublemakers" who fomented 
anti-Semitic feelings. 

But as Naziism burst into full 
bloom German Jews were soon disa¬ 
bused of this notion, recognizing that 
no amount of personal patriotism 
could erase the age-old stigma. And 
this was the great impetus for political 
Zionism, which had faltered weakly 
until then. 

What a tragic irony that the people 
who hate Jews solidify them and keep 
them going, while tolerance and 
assimilation threaten to reduce their 
ranks to a negligible proportion of the 
world's population. Hitler held the 
“final solution" by the wrong end of 
the stick — not persecution, or liquida¬ 
tion, will never accomplish what he 
wanted, but the shrug of indifference 
seems to be the fatal weapon against 
this unique people.

MONTREAL (CP) — Que¬ 
bec's 900,000 anglophones 
are faced with three choices: 
“assimilation, exodus or 
some form of resistance,” 
says Reed Scowen, a Liberal 
member of the Quebec na¬ 
tional assembly. 

The vast majority of them 
"have chosen to remain and 
resist assimilation," Scowen 
said at a news conference 
called Friday to make public 
his 55-page personal study on 
the dilemmas faced by the 
province's English-speaking 
community. 

Quebec, “currently pla¬ 
gued by ethnic nationalism," 
could be transformed into “a 
| true human and sharing 
community” if English- 
speaking Quebecers 
strengthened their sense of 
identity and fraternity, said 
Scowen, member of the

Scowen had no concrete 
political proposals to ensure 
the survival of Quebec’s 
"threatened" anglophone 
community. In his Reflee 
lions on the Future of the 
English Language in Que 
bee, he did say his party

: making English the prov 
ince’s official second lan 


guage. 

Under language legisla¬ 
tion introduced by the Parti 
Quebecois government, 
French is the sole official 
language. 

Scowen said that over the 
past 20 years, under a vari¬ 
ety of successive govern¬ 
ments, English-speaking 
Quebecers had been "sub¬

over time.” 

"It is nonetheless true that 


it relates to matters which 
are questions of custom and 
social consensus . . . rather 
than fundamental human li¬ 
berties." 

Significant progress in re¬ 
lations between Quebec’s 
English- and French-speak¬ 
ing communities could not 
be expected as long as a 
feeling of insecurity existed 
about the future of French in 
Canada and the rest of North 
America, he added.

If the proposed pact, 
agreed to by negotiators 
early Saturday morning 
after a marathon 40-hour 
bargaining session,, is ac¬ 


cepted, the two newspapers 
will probably begin publish¬ 
ing next weekend or the fol¬ 
lowing Monday. 

Pacific Press spokesmen 
said it would take 72 hours 
after ratification to get the 
papers back on the streets. 

The contract is retroactive 
to last Nov. 1 when the previ¬ 
ous one-year agreement ex¬ 
pired and gives the 1,400 em¬ 
ployees a 35-per-cent 


increase. Neither side would 
say at what points increases 
would be implemented dur¬ 
ing the three years and three 
months that the contract 
would be in effect. 

The rate for a senior re¬ 
porter with six year’s experi 
ence would increase to $530 a 
week, up from $395 at the end 
of the last contract. 

In the last contract, top

Boeing probe 
exhumed 
by McKinnon 

OTTAWA (CP) — Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon has asked for an investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether Canadian law was broken when Boeing 
Co. of Seattle sold aircraft to Canada on a dual 
contract system. 

McKinnon said in a telephone Interview Saturday 
that he has discussed the matter with Solicitor-Gen¬ 
eral Allan Lawrence and has drafted a memo asking 
him formally to launch an investigation. 

Boeing officials told a U.S. investigation into pos¬ 
sible kickbacks that it sold aircraft to a number of 
countries, including Canada, on a dual contract 
system, but former Solicitor-General Jean-Jacques 
Blais told the Commons in February that an RCMP 
investigation had found no grounds for laying 
charges. 

THE RCMP REPORT WAS never made public 
and McKinnon said he would like to review the report 
to see how far the investigation went. 

McKinnon said he was not satisfied that there 
had been no wrongdoing. The double payments could 
constitute bribery or evasion of income tax laws, he 
said. 

If an investigation warranted it, the issue would 
be turned over to a parliamentary committee for fur¬ 
ther study after the next session opens this fall, he 

said. 

The U.S. Securities and Exchanges Commission 
is investigating $52 million in Boeing payments to 
consultants in countries including Canada, Argen¬ 
tina. Greece, India, the Sudan and Venezuela since 
1968. 

A MAN WHOSE IDENTITY has not been made 
public told the commission he worked as a consultant 
on Boeing sales In Canada and received payments. 

Boeing sold aircraft to Air Canada, the defence 
department, Eastern Provincial Airways, Nordair 
and Transair during the period being investigated. 

Boeing has said iUHwo-contract system of pay¬ 
ing consultants was proper. However, it added, there 
was no way it could monitor if consultants were using 
some of the money to bribe customers or government 
officials into buying the company’s jet planes. 

Payments would sometimes be made into bank 
accounts, sometimes identified by number only, out¬ 
side the country in which the consultant lived. 


Man the producer 
not enough—pope 


KRAKOW, Poland (AP) — 
Pope John Paul said Satur¬ 
day a “new evangelization" 
has begun in Communist- 
ruled Poland and he de¬ 
clared before thousands of 
people that man cannot be 
viewed as just "a means of 
production." 

“Christ will never approve 
of it," the red-robed pontiff 
said, speaking in a section of 
Krakow designed as new 
Marxist community. 

A Roman Catholic church 
was constructed in the com¬ 
munity, Nowa Huta, only 
after the pope, then Arch¬ 
bishop Karol Wojtyla, won a 
20-year battle with Commu¬ 
nist authorities who had said 
a church was not needed. 

The pope expressed hopes 
for reconciliation between 
the Roman Catholic Church 
and the Communist state, 
stressing his respect for 
human labor and saying that 
“the church wants to find a 
common language with all 
systems of labor.” 

“I only ask of the labor 
system that we be able to 
tell about Christ who loved 
man," he said. 

“Now the cardinals finally 
know what kind of pope they 
chose,” said the pontiff at 
the end of his speech, ob¬ 
viously satisfied with his ref¬ 
erences to communism. 

Cheers and singing broke 
out in the crowd. 

"Long live the pope who 
knows what he’s doing," a 
man cried. 

"We want God, we are 
your subjects," the crowd 
sang, repeating a hymn 
whose words were chanted 
at the pope’s first homecom¬ 
ing mass in Warsaw a week 
earlier. "We want God in

Aussie thrill train

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — A fire broke out in the 
Ghost Train ride at a Sydney amusement park Saturday 
night and at least seven persons were killed, police re¬ 
ported.

Troops claim victory 
but Managua is tense 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua 
(UPI) — President Anasta- 
sio Somoza’s troops attacked 
Sandinista guerrillas hold¬ 
ing the key cities of Masaya 
and Leon Saturday and 
claimed’a "crushing vic¬ 
tory" over rebels in southern 
Nicaragua. 

Early morning firefights 
In Managua between well- 
armed youths and national 
guardsmen (army) raised 
fears that a rebel drive on 
the capital itself might be 
imminent. 

The guard issued a com¬ 
munique saying its troops 
had won a "crushing victory 


over communist mercen¬ 
aries” in southern Nicara¬ 
gua. killing 48 Sandinistas 
while the others "fled helter- 
skelter" across the border to 
Costa Rica. 

The guard took a group of 
reporters to the area to veri¬ 
fy its claim, which was con- 
t radicted by guerrilla claims 
broadcast on the clandestine 
Radio Sandino that the 
rebels were holding their 
own in the south. 

Reporters who reached 
Masaya, 25 kilometres south 
of Managua, said troops and 
rebels were locked in a 


heavy battle all over the 
town. 

As news of the clashes in 
the capital spread, civilian 
traffic virtually disappeared 
from Managua streets and 
the doors were shut again on 
shops that recenty opened 
when a general strike called 
by the rebels to put addition¬ 
al pressure on Somoza began 
losing steam. 

The guerrillas, who are 
battling to overthrow Somo¬ 
za and end his family's 43- 
year rule over Nicaragua, 
have said they also con¬ 
trolled a string of smaller 
towns and villages.

ada’s export trade. Provin¬ 
cial governments and busi¬ 
ness have called for quick 
action to end the dispute. 

Kelly, federal deputy 
labor minister, began his 
second day of mediation ef¬ 
forts early Saturday, meet¬ 
ing union and management 
officials. 

The parties held a pre¬ 
liminary three-hour meeting 
Friday, after Kelly flew here 
from Ottawa on Thursday in 
what is taken to be the gov¬ 
ernment’s last alternative 
before It takes sterner mea¬ 
sures to end the strike. 

Labor Minister Lincoln 
Alexander has said he is re¬ 
lying on Kelly and the par 
ties “to get together before I 
start speculating on what is 
going to happen after this.” 

The former Liberal gov¬ 
ernment resorted to back-to- 
work legislation In 1975, 
passed a month after a long¬ 
shoremen’s strike crippled 
West Coast ports.

Japan gears super security for economic talks 


TOKYO (Reuter)-Tokyo 
will experience its tightest 
peacetime security later this 
month when Canadian 
Prime Minister Clark, U.S. 
President Carter and other 
Western and Japanese lead¬ 
ers meet to discuss world 
problems. 

About 26,000 armed police 
will be on duty during the 
June 28-29 economic summit 
meeting and for several days 
before when the foreign 
leaders and their advisers 
arrive in the Japanese capi¬ 
tal. 

There will also be a spe¬ 
cially-trained squad of 
women security police, all 
crack shots and exponents of 
the martial art of aikido (un¬ 
armed combat). 

The women police, with an 
average age of 23, will join 
1,000 male colleagues from 
the elite security force to 
protect British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher, Ca¬ 
nadian External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald, 
Carter's wife Rosalynn and 
11-year-old daughter Amy. 

The Japanese government 
is spending $7.4 millioti on 
hosting the meeting—the 
first of its kind held in Asia — 
and $2.7 million of this has 
been earmarked for security 
alone. 

The main reason for the 
light security is the fear that 
rightist and leftist extrem¬ 
ists in Japan might use the 
occasion to win maximum 
publicity for their causes. 

Already, protesters of the 
meeting have fired a marine 
distress flare into the 
grounds of Prime Minister 
Msayoshi Ohira’s official 
residence and rammed a 
truck into a tree at the State 
Guest House, the site of the 
conference. 


Defects 
in auto 
latches 
probed 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. government an¬ 
nounced Friday it has begun 
five separate investigations 
of suspected safety defects 
in hatchback and tailback 
latches on 2.6 million autos 
and station wagons. 

The list of vehicles in¬ 
cludes Mazdas, Subarus, 
Renaults, Toyotas, Pintos, 
Bobcats and Mustang IIs. 

The U.S. National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Adminis¬ 
tration said it became con¬ 
cerned about the strength of 
the latching mechanisms 
after it received a report 
from the Spokane, Wash., 
police department about an 
accident in which a child was 
ejected through a hatchback 
door. 

NHTSA said it had reports 
of 11 accidents resulting in 
two deaths and 14 injuries 
that were alleged to have 
been caused by the failure of 
latching mechanisms on 
Ford Motor Co. vehicles in¬ 
volved in the investigation. 
Reports of four accidents 
and seven injuries involved 
Toyota vehicles. 

The agency said it knew of 
no accidents attributed to 
this possible problem in the 
Mazdas, Subarus and Ren- 
aults, but it said tests of 
these vehicles showed latch 
disengagement at force 
levels even lower than those 
in which the accidents oc¬ 
curred. 

"Some manufacturers are 
apparently not using proper 
locking mechanisms and 
thus people are being need¬ 
lessly killed and injured," 
said NHTSA administrator 
Joan Claybrook. She cau¬ 
tioned hatchback and station 
wagon owners to avoid driv¬ 
ing with children riding in 
the back. 

The investigation could 
lead to a recall of the vehi¬ 
cles. 

The safety agency said it 
would consider extension of 
a regulation to require safe¬ 
ty latches on tailgates and 
hatchbacks. Such a rule now 
applies to passenger doors. 

The investigation involves 
1975 Mazda RX3 station 
wagons, 1975 Subaru station 
wagons, 1976-79 type 1228 
hatchbacks and station 
wagons, 1973-78 Toyota Co¬ 
rona station wagons, 1975-78 
Toyota Corolla station 
wagons, 1971-78 Ford Pinto 
hatchbacks and station 
wagons, 1975-78 Ford Mer¬ 
cury Bobcat hatchbacks and 
station wagons and 1974-78 
Ford Mustang II hatch¬ 
backs.

COURTENAY — A request from Courtenay RCMP 
subdivision to rent Vanier high school's gymnasium for a 
dinner and formal ball later this year has been refused by 
local school trustees. 

The matter has been on the board table for several 
"weeks, while the trustees looked at the board policy to 
see if it needed updating. 

As the policy stands now, the gym could be used for 
such a purpose if trustees so decided. 

However, trustee Kay Jancowski said she was con¬ 
cerned about the possible damage to the floor from 
cigarette butts, while Terry Ryan said his concern was 
fire, but added it- was not necessarily bad to have well- 
controlled functions in the schools. 

Richard Le Drew was opposed because alcohol would 
be consumed and suggested the board policy had been 
changed to suit the RCMP, an allegation denied by 
Ryan, who said the policy was changed in view of 
changing times. 

The motion to refuse the request was made by Jan¬ 
cowski and seconded by LeDrew, but two trustees de¬ 
clined to vote while one registered a negative vote against 
the motion. 

Meanwhile, a request for a donation from the school 
board to help defray costs incurred by the block parent 
plan now in effect in some school areas was declined. 

Trustees felt the proper approach would be to some 
service club. 

Trustees have approved in principle a request for sup¬ 
port for the submission being made to have the 1981 
Summer Games in Comox Valley. 

However, the request for facilities was supported to 
the extent the board is able to make such facilities avail¬ 
able, according to the limits of its policy and its own re¬ 
quirements. 

A similar request has been supported by Courtenay and 
Comox councils.

Busy months ahead 

Retirement merely 
a start for Douglas

NANAIMO — T.C. 
Douglas has carved him¬ 
self a secure niche in Ca¬ 
nadian history during the 
past 44 years, but the 
country has not heard the 
last of Tommy yet. 

Douglas, 74, has now 
officially retired as the 
MP for Nanaimo-Cowi- 
chan-the Islands, but a 
quick look at the next few 
months of his schedule 
shows that for him retire¬ 
ment is not very retir¬ 
ing.

HE'LL BE involved in 
seminars in Ottawa for 
orientation of new MPs, 
overseeing the consign¬ 
ment of years of records 
to ti)e National Archives, 
a tn^to China, speaking 
engagements, and work 
for a foundation that is 
dear to his heart. 

In an interview with the 
Colonist recently, Doug¬ 
las did some reflecting on 
both the future and past 
of Canadian politics. 

FEW MEN are in a bet¬ 
ter position to do such 
reflecting, for Douglas 
has been a figure on the 
Canadian scene since 
1935 when he was 30 and 
first elected. 

Since then he has 
served as MP, premier of 
Saskatchwan and federal 
leader of the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

HE CAME TO the Nan 
aimo area in 1968, when 
he was elected in a bye¬ 
lection after losing his 
seat in Burnaby-Sey- 
mour. 

Nanaimo took quickly 
to the witty, unassuming 
man, and it’s been a love 
affair between Douglas 
and his riding ever 
since. 

He served the constitu¬ 
ency well, and in return 
Nanaimo-Cowichan-the 
Islands voters re-elected 
him each time with com¬ 
fortable majorities. 

CANADA IS moving 
slowly, but surely, to¬ 
ward a two-party system, 
Douglas said. 

''I’ve been saying for 25 
years that eventually we 
will develop a two-party 
system, as they have in 
almost every other coun¬ 
try in the world. 

"The only reason three 
parties have survived in 
Canada is that for more 
than 100 years the coun¬ 
try has been divided poli¬ 
tically not on the basis of 
ideology but on the basis 
of race, religion and re¬ 
gion," Douglas said. 

“THIS IS a disatrous 
course if followed far 
enough. It would split the 
country right down the 
middle and sometime or 
other we would be faced 
with the situation of the 
United States in the 
1860s, the prospect of 
civil war.” 

Douglas said, however, 
that the country is mov-

ing more toward a politi¬ 
cal division ideologi¬ 
cally. 

“I THINK the Liberal 
party is destined to dis¬ 
appear—I don’t mean in 
the next election, orthe 
one after that, but even¬ 
tually.” 

He talked of the Liber¬ 
als’ weak position in both 
provincial legislatures 
and federally in the 
West. 


“J think the Liberal 
party Is destined to dis¬ 
appear—I don't mean In 
the next election, or the 
one after that, but even¬ 
tually.” 


“I think we’ve been 
moving to a two-party 
system for the last sev¬ 
eral years.

Even though he will not 
be sitting in Parliament, 
Douglas has a shopping 
list of things he would 
like to see achieved in the 
next few years, and he 
plans to use his influence 
to push for them. 

AMONG THESE he 


lists job-creating.mea¬ 
sures and moredevelop- 
ment of the nation's re¬ 
sources here rather than 
abroad, establishment of 
a merchant marine, hou- 
singprograms and the re¬ 
tention of Petro-Canada. 

But, most important, 
he said, is the preserva¬ 
tion of the medicare sys¬ 
tem. 

"Medicare is in trou¬ 
ble: If we let it drift, we 
will destroy it.” 

HE CALLS medicare 
one of the best programs 
the country has ever ini¬ 
tiated. 

He said rather than the 
provinces and the federal 
government blaming 
each other for the trou¬ 
bles of medicare, a, task 
force should be set up. 

The task force should 
study the 1964 royal com¬ 
mission recommenda¬ 
tions on medicare and 
recommend how to im¬ 
plement a new delivery 
of the second phase of 
medicare, stressing pre¬ 
ventive medicine and 
more use of parame¬ 
dics. 

HE SAID he would like 
to see Justice Emmett 
Hall, who headed the 
royal commission, head 
the task force, if he is 
available. 

Douglas plans to spend 
at least half of his time in 
the next several years 
working to strengthen the 
Douglas-Caldwell Foun¬ 
dation. 

THE FOUNDATION, 
established as a thank- 
you to Douglas when he 
retired from the federal 


NDP leadership, is mo¬ 
delled along the idea of 
Britain’s Fabian So¬ 
ciety.

HE WOULD like his 
volunteer efforts for a

Reviewing his career, 
Douglas said that he has 
received the most satis¬ 
faction from seeing sev¬ 
eral of theprograms the 
NDP fought for finally 
implemented.

“badly mishandled.” 

As for the change in the 
Nanaimo constituency 
offices, to let newly- 
elected NDP MP Ted 
Miller take over, Douglas 
said, that's the easiest of 
all.

Miller now part 
of new wave 
on federal front 


NANAIMO — From the NDP nominating conven¬ 
tion in October, 1977, to the May 22 election, newly- 
elected MP Ted Miller had been touted as the man 
who will try to fill Tommy Douglas's shoes. 

Miller, a 37-year old senior secondary teacher, 
has already proved he can follow in Douglas's foot¬ 
steps with his vote-getting abilities; he gathered a 
5,000-vote plurality in the Nanaimo-Alberni riding 

And, Douglas himself has no doubts about Mill¬ 
er's abilities: 

"He already knows twice as much now as I did 
when I was first elected. Ted has a marvelous 
capacity of working with people.” 

Miller, however, while stepping easily and com¬ 
fortably into his role at the already-estalished Nanai¬ 
mo constituency office, will also be part of a new 
wave in Ottawa. 

With his young family, he looks forward to the 
exciting prospects of being part of the NDP caucus 
which will hold the balance of power in the minority 
Conservativ^government. 

Miller believes that the Canadian people are 
more and more looking at the NDP as an alternative 
federally. 

"The issues we were dealing with federally, par¬ 
ticularly the ones of resource management and 
ownership, are the kinds of policies more and more 
Canadians are beginning to accept." 

He said he believed this federal election was a bit 
of an aberration because the great desire to get rid of 
the Liberal government led a number of people to 
vote Conservative. 

"But my experience, in this riding at any rate, 
was that people, and particularly young people, were 
beginning to believe what the CCK and NDP had been 
saying for years and years, that the resources of 
your nation must be controlled by that nation." 

Miller said he was anxious to hear discussion in 
the NDP caucus when it first meets June 17 and 18. 
There will be discussion on what the NDP’s position 
will be, and what the party will expect from the 
Conservatives. 

He also is interested t6 see what actual legisla¬ 
tion will come forward at the next parliamentary 
session. 

The NDP and Conservatives were in agreement 
during the campaign that unemployment was a key 
issue, he said. 

“It’s a tragedy when a million people are out of 
work and we’re anxious to see what kind of steps the 
Conservatives will take to create jobs. 

“I hope they won't continue the Liberal policy of 
creating short-term jobs with little security." 

Locally, Miller said, he is anxious to find out 
what the Conservative position on the Duke Point 
project will be. 

He said he had visited the Nanaimo Harbor Com¬ 
mission to discuss the project, which will be a big 
factor in Nanaimo’s economic future. 

"The Conservatives have talked about restraint. 
Will that mean cutting down capital works projects 
such as Duke Point?" 

That is a question Miller intends to have answer¬ 
ed as. soon as possible. 

Another national issue will be the Tories’ pledged 
mortgage interest deductibility scheme. 

The NDP is opposed to it as it stands, because it 
would benefit only those who can afford to buy 
houses. Miller said. 

However, he added, he believed there might be 
room for discussion to achieve the aim of stimulating 
the housing market. 

Joe Clark, Miller said, is in the position of 
holding onto power as long as he wants. 

“When he’s ready for another election, he can 
throw up an issue that he knows the NDP cannot 
possibly support.” 

For the Millers, politics is a family affair. 
Miller’s wife Pattie, is the daughter of Frank 
Murphy, a former provincial NDP president and long 
active in party affairs. 

Douglas joked that at times Pattie was an even 
better campaigner than Ted. 

“Ted and I went around to plant gates, shaking 
hands, and when I couldn't go, Pattie went along with 
Ted. The workers were coming right out and walking 
past Ted. to shake Pattie’s hand," Douglas re¬ 
called. 

Douglas said that Miller is a good traveller who 
will be able to keep up with the hectic pace of 
commuting between Ottawa and his constituency. 

The Miller family will be moving to Ottawa in 
September. For Preston, 3, and Alison, 2, the change 
is not expected to be too upsetting, since they are not 
yet in school. 

Miller plans to keep Douglas's policy of well¬ 
functioning constituency offices, in Port Albemi and 
possibly Parksville-Qualicum as well as Nanaimo, 
sharing space with NDP MLAs. 

The excitement of election night has died down, 
but Miller predicted there were a couple of exciting 
moments ahead for him. 

"I don't feel like I'm an MP yet. Maybe that will 
come when I’m sworn In, or perhaps at the first 
Parliamentary session.” 

As for the man whose footsteps he plans to 
follow, Miller said very simply of Douglas: “People 
here have been very appreciative of him."

Baby California sea lion seems to be doing well 


Bonnie, Clyde have second pup 


The second California sea 
lion pup born in captivity In 
B.C. is making Its presence 


felt at Oak Bay's Sealand of 
the Pacific. 

The offspring of a mating 


a year ago by the two senior 
resident California sea lions, 
Bonnie and Clyde, the new 


arrival is still unnamed. 

The male baby was bom 
Thursday and weighs be¬ 
tween M and 15 pounds, ac¬ 
cording to Wayne Wagner, a 
Sealand official. 

“We think he's doing quite 
well. It appears the mother 
is providing sufficient milk 
for the baby sea lion and 
there is no need for human 
nursing,” Wagner said. 

His elder brother, Sinbad, 
the first California sea lion 
bom in captivity exactly a 
year ago to the day, had to be 
removed from the mother’s 
care and was hand-fed after 
the first two or three days. 

“It's always somewhat 
questionable how they will 
make out,” he said. 

Wagner said the main 
worry for now was that the 
sea lion mating season 
begins almost immediately 
after birth and "we want to 
make sure he doesn't get 
hurt." 


"Within two weeks they 
will be into the mating sea¬ 
son again. The difficulty 
then is making sure the pup 
gets fed." 

He said the confined space 
in which they have to live 
perhaps is a factor in speed¬ 
ing up the natural rhythms 
of the animals. 

Last year at Sealand, two 
Stellar sea lions apparently 
accidentally killed their off¬ 
spring in the joy of getting 
together. 

Sinbad seems to have 
learned a lot from being 
taken into human homes 
during his nursing period 
and is already performing in 
Sealand shows. 

“Sinbad is part of the main 
sea lion show and has a three 
to four minute skit," Wagner 
said. The one-year-old leads 
off a behavior routine. 

“He is quite bright and has 
learned some reasonably 
complex material,” accord¬ 
ing to Wagner. 


Blood donor clinics 
hoping to catch up 


Blood donor clinics held in Victoria dur¬ 
ing May fell 20 per cent short of the collec¬ 
tion goal for the month and Red Cross 
officials are concerned. Victoria missed 
the mark by 180 donors. 

Continued shortfalls such as the clinics 
experienced in May may result in pro¬ 
longed and dangerously low blood sup¬ 
plies. 

There was a serious shortage last sum¬ 
mer, causing Inconvenience to patients 
and forcing difficult decisions on hospital 
staffs and the blood bank. 

Hospitals need a constant supply of blood 
for patients, with an average of 37 pints 


per day used up in Victoria, and the sum¬ 
mer is a peak demand period for blood. 

The Red Cross has urged area residents 
to help prevent a repetition of last sum¬ 
mer’s crisis by taking time out to attend a 
blood donor clinic this month.

Elephant dies 
on way to kin 

DENVER (UPI) — Margie, a 6,500-pound poisoned ele¬ 
phant who suffered food poisoning, died Saturday while 
being driven to a Denver circus where veterinarians hoped 
companionship with other elephants would have pulled her 
through. 

Margie and two other circus elephants became 111 with 
food poisoning last Sunday before a performance in Santa 
Fe, N.M. Her companions died and veterinarians worked all 
week to save Margie's life. 

As a last resort, veterinarians hoped Margie would regain 
the will to live if she was with other elephants. Although in 
very critical condition, she was shipped Friday to a circus in 
Denver. 

Bob Williams of Thornton, a Shriner helping at the 
circus, said: "Everyone thought she was pretty well cured of 
the illness, but she apparently was very lonesome without 
other elephants.”

OTTAWA (UPC) — Can¬ 
ada's dollar will continue to 
float on world money mar¬ 
kets, but the new Conserva¬ 
tive government would like 
to see Its value rise to be¬ 
tween 88 cents and 90 cents 
(U.S.), Finance Minister 
John Crosbie said Saturday. 

In a taped radio interview 
with Standard Broadcast 
News, Crosbie said the 
"proper place” for the Cana¬ 
dian dollar would be slightly 
. higher than its present mar¬ 
ket value of 85 cents. A 
higher-priced dollar, he said, 
would be “less inflationary” 
for Canadians importing 
goods from around the 
world. 

Heat kills 
300 Indians 

NEW DELHI (AP) — At 
least 300 persons have died 
during a six-week heat wave 
that has plagued farm areas 
and dried up water supplies 
in northern and eastern 
India, All-India Radio re 
ported. 


Mike Williams, senior de¬ 
sign engineer with the Capi¬ 
tal Region District, said Fri¬ 
day night that had it not been 
for two breaks in the pipeline 
leading to the pumping sta¬ 
tion, full pressure would 
have been available as early 
as Tuesday. 

Advertisements were pub¬ 
lished earlier this week ask¬ 
ing peninsula and Sidney 
residents not to wash their 
cars or water their grass 
until Saturday owing to the 
hiatus. 

Williams said the trouble 
was all in a new pipeline, 
only a quarter of a mile long, 
that runs up Martindale to 
the pumping station. 

“There have been no faults 
in the water main from Vic¬ 
toria up the peninsula," he 
said. "It was all in this short 
line which we figured should 
not have been a problem.” 

The pump, which aug¬ 
ments pressure on the penin¬ 
sula and helps to “drag” 
additional water from the 
main reservoirs In the Sooke 
hills, arrived last Friday and 
was put into its hole Mon¬ 
day. 

Tuesday, a section of the 
line running along Martin- 
dale to the pump burst, 
owing to damage done either 
in transit or in the laying 
process. 

"Wednesday, another 
damaged section broke and 
that was the final straw in 
the story,” he said. 


However, Williams said he 
was confident that all should 
now go well and peninsula 
residents can go back to 
washing cars, watering their 
grass—and flushing their 
toilets. 

Even a drink of water is 
now permitted.

HONOLULU BEAVERS

Honolulu is a paradise for 
history buffs. For those from 
Canada, the two beavers on 
the Fort Street Mall offer the 
bonus of a moment of nostal¬ 
gia. The beavers, replicas of 
those on the coat of arms of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
have survived there for more 
than 100 years. They are 
relics of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s Hawaiian ven¬ 
ture. 

One beaver is of carved wood, and lies in a 
display case in the James Campbell building. 
Directly across the mall, the second beaver is 
silhouetted against the sky. It is the wrought-iron 
“cock” of a weatbervane on the C. Brewer and 
Company building. 

South of the mall, the Aloha Tower marks the 
harbor of Honolulu. Here are the ships of the 
Hudson's Bay Company once anchored. One of 
these was the S.S. Beaver. The voyages of the 
company’s merchant fleet interwove the history 
of the Hawaiian Islands with that of the north¬ 
west coast of Canada. 


CAPTAIN COOK AND CAPTAIN VANCOU¬ 
VER established relations between the north¬ 
west coast and Hawaii. Tales of wealth to be 
made in whaling and in trade brought ships from 
London and new England. 

The vessels stopped at Honolulu for water 
and supplies. Many wintered there. 

The Hudson's Bay Company established a 
marine department and developed Fort Vancou¬ 
ver, at the mouth of the Columbia River, as a 
port for trade with Hawaii.

In 1833, the governor and committee of the 
company opened an agency in Honolulu. The 
first premises were on the north side of Nuuanu 
Street, near the comer of King. 

In 1846, the agency moved to a coral building 
at Queen and Fort Streets, diagonally across 
from the present Amfac Building. 

THE BEAVER WEATHERVANBon the roof 
and the carved wooden beaver on an inside wall 
proclaimed that the Governor and Company of 
Adventurers of England Trading into Hudson's 
Bay were now competing with the aggressive 
American traders. 

For 26 years, the Hudson's Bay agency was 
not only a leader in commerce, but an important 
political and social influence on the Islands. 


In 1855, the Hawaiian government signed a 
treaty which allowed goods from the United 
States to enter Honolulu duty-free. This treaty 
and the California gold rush caused Hawaiian 
commerce to shift from the northwest coast to 
California. The trade of the Hudson's Bay 
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I * I 
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agency declined. When gold was discovered on 
the Fras?r River, the Governors decided that 
capital was needed there. 

On November 26, 1859, the agency posted 
notice of withdrawal from the Hawaiian Islands. 
On August 25,1860, James Bissett, the last agent 
in Honolulu, sailed with his family for Fort 
Victoria. Today his redwood house stands on 
Government Street, between Simcoe and Niag¬ 
ara. 

THE BEAVERS WERE LEFT in Honolulu. 
In 1881, James Campbell erected a two-storey 
brick building on the old agency site. He set the 
weathervane on the roof, and named the building 
the Beaver Block. 

Here Henry Nolte opened his Beaver Saloon 
— a coffee house. 

From the back wall, the carved beaver looked 
down on the business and professional men of 
Honolulu, as they gathered to eat and catch up on 
local ne\«. 

Re-named the Beaver Grill, the restaurant 
catered to the business district until 1965. That 
year the estate ot James Campbell demolished 
the Beaver Block, but carefully preserved the 
beavers as reminders of Honolulu's past. In 1967, 
the estate established the carved beaver in the 
new six-storey Campbell Building, and loaned 
the weathervane to C. Brewer and Company.

In June that is easy 
to do because of the other multi¬ 
tudes around me. Everywhere I 
w alk I am conscious of life: winged, 
footed, leafed. That to me is true 
solitude: life everywhere and the 
only sound is song. "What more 
felicitie can fall to creature than to 
enjoy delight with libertie?” 


IN JUNE it is also easy to re¬ 
member the past, though you would 
think winter was the time for that. 
But it is as though our minds were 
born again in this height of the sun. 
Alerted, sensitized, made more 
aware of joy and sorrow. We cry 
and laugh easily. We are children, 
adolescents, young lovers. For 
these 30 days other suns and 
other moons shine on us and illumi¬ 
nate our hearts. 

In June the lilacs are still bloom¬ 
ing. Not only those in my garden, 
but those beside the foundation of 
old houses; those which mark a 
path, a doorway which vanished 
long ago. We won't be able to find 
them much longer; progress will 
see to that. The lilacs in my own 
garden were planted 60 years ago 
by John and Elizabeth Pool. 

My rowans were planted then 
too and I can remember finding 
these mountain ash trees near old 
chimneys and knowing that those 
who had lived there had been Old 
{Country people. They believed that 
the rowans would protect them and 
often they would tie the branches of 
two young trees together, forming 
an arch to make protection doubly 
sure. 


I SUPPOSE it was the magazine 
picture of a snow leopard and not 
June at al which took me bdek in 
memory to my childhood home. 
There were two rugs on the floor of 
the living-room: one a snow leop¬ 


us that we love. We lay our sleeping 
lives within their arms.” But what 
if you love the whole world? That 
means that you are going to be hurt 
more and more constantly, from 
the day you understand that some¬ 
one for whom you have only good 
feelings wishes you no good at all. 
That is how wars begin. 


THEY BEGIN when someone in 
a small group persuades others in it 
that one member should be ostra¬ 
cized. The victim may never know) 
how it began or what it is all about. 
Perhaps no one really knows or will 
admit it if they do. Asking brings 
only silence or evasion. Who was it 
who said: “We must guard even our 
enemies against injustice.”? 

The Coventry goes on. It spreads 
into other groups, through the com- 
munity, into other communities — 
wherever the victim goes. It is not 
so much condemnation in words but 
a shrug, a look, an atmosphere of 
withdrawal. The victim finally has 
no visitors, the telephone is silent, 
no information is given of neighbor¬ 
hood doings. Isolation is important 
if one is to make it all believable. 

It may have begun with envy, 
with greed for the limelight, with 
distrust of the different. It will end 
with war. This atmosphere, moving 
through the world, is the basis for 
all the wars of earth. “Peace is not 
an absence of war,” said Spinoza. 
“It is a virtue, a state of mind, a 
disposition for benevolence, confi¬ 
dence, justice.” How many of us 
are waging peace? 


RIGHT THIS MOMENT a bee. 
almost caught by a folding poppy, 
seems angry enough to war with 
anyone. He wrestles roughly with 
the petals and on getting free of 
them shoots off like a bullet. Not for 
him to admire the abstract beauty 
of stone and wood which evening 
brings or the delightful little faces 
of Lady's Delight, which some call 
yellow heartsease. It used to grow 
in my garden of childhood and now, 
thanks to a friend, I have it again. 

“St. Barnabas, mow your first 
grass" the old saying goes. If I 
waited for St. Barnabas Day on 
June 11 to do my first cutting I 
would be smothered in "grass nib¬ 
bling inward like green fire.” Even 
now, looking out at the back of the 
bouse, with the sun going down, is 
like being under clear green water. 
That mint-green which a dragon fly- 
wears on its body and tips of its 
wings. Which reminds me: this 
March I saw the green ray again. 
What joy! Today the rain shim¬ 
mered the air green and that was a 
joy, too. 

Now there is a June moon in a 
twilight sky, a June scent on the 
wood wind, a June song from the 
shore waves. My mind and heart go 
back to mountain nights when I had 
'“green dusk for dreams, moss for a 
pillow.” Night is climbing the 
world; drawing green from the sea, 
from the ferns of the fbrest. Night 
is climbig the world in this land of 
summer, drawing the multitudes to 
sleep.

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THE MAIN FOOD source of the early 
people of Vancouver Island's Northwest 
Coast was marine life, principally fish, and 
primitive methods of catching this food for 
survival, resulted in artifacts and fish 
hooks now considered works of art. 




MANY VARIETIES of fish flourished 
throughout the oceans, waterways, and 
inlets of the Northwest Coast, including 
salmon, herring, cod, halibut, eulachon, 
and kelp fish. 

Hooks used for catching these fish were 
made by using a branched tree limb, a stick 
of hemlock or fir, or by steaming and 
bending yew wood. 

In some areas, the sticks were carved 
for ornamentation. 

Barbs or points were made of splintered 
sharp bone or antler, by sectioning and 
abrading, and were added to the sticks. 
These were then baited. 

LINES WERE made of twisted kelp 
(which was very strong when wet) or net¬ 
tle-fibre, dried and twined. 

A light-weight carved wooden float was 
attached to one end of the line and a stone 
sinker was attached to hold another part of 
the line to the ocean floor, while the hook 
floated about freely from the remaining 
piece of line. 

Sometimes there were several hooks 
attached to a line. 

Cod, halibut, and kelp fish were caught 
with a line horizontal to the ocean bottom, 
with many baited hooks hanging from it 
and a stone anchor sinker to hold the line in 
position. 

TROLLING for fish was done with a 
straight hook and a sharp barb attached at 
an angle. The baited hook was attached to 
the end of a line and a stone sinker was 
attached to the line. 

Fish hooks made of slate were their own 
sinkers and especially good for trolling 
salmon or jigging cod. 

These are a few of the many ingenious 
methods the Northwest Coast Indians de¬ 
vised to hook or snag their share of the 
abundant seafood sources from this area. 
The principle of many of these methods are 
still in use today.

Gladys Stanley - lones 

A DESIGNING WOMAN 


When Gladys Stanley* 
Jones thinks of those things 
which intrigue her most, she 
thinks in terms of farthing¬ 
ales, French hoos, puplums, 
chain mail, short hose, or 
maybe crinolines and wim¬ 
ples. 


She glories in the set of an Elizabethan ruff; 
the line of a Medici collar; or the correct, flowing 
of a Roman toga, and the draping of fine materi¬ 
als over a Victorian bustle. 

THIS WOMAN KNOWS fabrics as well as the 
back of her own hand, and has brought to a fine 
art the business of making a cheap material look 
like the most costly and lustrous of velvets and 
silks. While under her nimble fingers, card¬ 
board, papier mache, wire and gilded paper turn 
into gorgeous crowns and tiaras sparkling with 
precious jewels. 

As you may well have guessed, we have here 
an artist, but an artist who, although she is 
indeed both a painter and a sculptor, yet has 
mainly used her artistic ability in the field of 
costume and stage design. 

MRS. STANLEY-JONES knew very early in 
life what she wanted to do. Her youth was spent 
in Sussex, England, and there, following her 
school' days, she attended the Hastings Art 
School. Later, she continued her training at the 
Royal College of Arts in London. And this was all 
done on scholarships'— an early indication of her 
promise and artistic ability. 

Though her comprehensive education in¬ 
structed her in all forms of arts, it was always 
costume design which called her and made the 
most appeal. Looking back, she cannot remem¬ 
ber a time when she was not obsessed by theatri¬ 
cal costume design. Even as a school child this 
held good, so that when she first started in art 
school, and later during her training at the Royal 
College of Arts, she concentrated on all facets of 
such design, including its history. 

IT WAS WHILE she was studying at the 
Royal College of Arts that she met her husband- 
to-be, Ron Stanley-Jones. He was not an artist, 
though he is a very creative person, and a 
perfect compliment to his artistic wife. Ron is a 
Canadian by birth. Indeed, his forebears pion¬ 
eered in Saskatchewan, and one of them — was it 
his grandfather — designed the Stanley-Jones 
threshing machine. However, at the time when 
these two met they were both in London where 
Stanley-Jones was working and Gladys studying. 
They married in England, and later came to 
Canada where they lived first in Toronto and 
then in Peterborough, Ontario. 

In actual fact, the Stanley-Jones did not live 
in Peterborough itself, since they found a won¬ 
derful old stone house out in the country nearby. 
It had been built in 1866 and having seen it they 
fell in love with it and certainly, for a time, saw 
themselves as chicken farmers living a romatic 
and ideal pastoral life. 

However chicken farming or any other kind 
of farming for that matter, is a very real 
down-to-earth and more than full-time job. Thus, 
when one considers that Stanley-Jones had his 
own job to attend to, and Gladys, beside bringing 
up a family at the time, was also endeavoring to 
pursue an artistic career, it is easy to under¬ 
stand that fairly soon the peep-peep of tiny 
chicks began to pall. Thus it was that chickens 
finally had to take a back seat while our artist 
stretched her wings in the art field. 

WHILE LIVING in the old stone house, beside 
continuing with designs for stage production, the 
artist also did a number of very beautiful 
murals. One of these was for a doctor’s office, 
and on another occasion she won the commission 
to decorate a new hotel with murals. This was a 
mammoth task, but the reproduction shown here 
of one wall alone in the medieval style will show 
just how successful the work was. 

To produce a mural on commission is not thd 
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easy task one might think. The first thought that 
comes to mind for a non-artist is that if a person 
has the necessary artistic talent, then it can be 
no more difficult to produce a mural than an 
ordinary picture. This might be true if one 
decided to draw and paint a mural on the wall of 
a room in one's own house. BAt when the work is 
commissioned, it is a different kettle of fish 
altogether. 

First of all, the buyer needs to know and 
approve of what the artist proposes to do. There¬ 
fore, in every case, a succession of small paint¬ 
ings had to be produced, together with the 
artist's ideas for discussion. 

When approved, these same paintings had 
then to be enlarged to the size required by the 
wall space. This is more complicated than one 
might expect, as a glance at some of the original 
paintings show. There are, indeed, so many lines 
and measurements that it is obvious she has to 
be something much more than a person who is 
clever with pencil and paint in order to produce 
this type of work. 

WITH THE CHILDREN grown up and many, 
many stints as costume designer for a variety of 
stage shows to her credit, we come to the year 
1970. This proved to be another turning point for 
the Stanley-Jones, for in that year, they trav¬ 
elled to Vancouver Island to visit Ron's broth¬ 
er. 

On their homeward way they decided to take 
the ferry from Swartz Bay and having arrived on 
the Peninsula much ahead of time, the natural 
thing was for them to drive around and see a 
little of the countryside. That drive certainly 
changed their lives for, questing down a twisting 
lane, they came upon a "For Sale” sign on a 
piece of land which was right on the waters of 
Brentwood Bay. 



THE LITTLE FIGURINE who has turned 
her back on us depicts the dress worn by an 
Italian lady during the last half of the 15th 
century.

They went back to Peterborough, of course, 
but only for as long as it took them to clear up 
matters in that part of the country. 

Back here on the Island, which they have 
both come to live, and with that piece of land 
their own, they built the house of their dreams. 
There's a twist to this, though, for Gladys de¬ 
signed the house and drew all the architectural 
plans for it, and both she and husband did a great 
deal of building themselves. Stanley-Jones says 
that though they employed a contractor for basic 
construction, he installed all the plumbing, wir¬ 
ing and insulation, and also put in all the fix¬ 
tures. Another of their rather mammoth tasks 
was the installation of the septic tank which they 
undertook themselves. 

“Never, at any time of my life, have I 
wheeled so many loads of earth from here to 
there as I did during that time.” sighs Gladys. 
“There were days when it seemed impossible 
that we could ever get the job done.” 

THEY DID, and now the whole dream is a 
fete accompli — a lovely home looking out over 
the Bay, with flagged terrace, and stone steps 
leading down to the lawn which in turn slopes to 
the water. Also, apart from the cultivated land 
they have had the good sense to leave a goodly 


part of their property in its natural state. Thus, 
beside the many lovely trees, one's eyes are 
gladdened in sringtime by the sight of hosts of 
Easter lilies. 

However, house building and garden planning 
was not enough for Mrs. Stanley-Jones. Within 
two years of first sighting that bit of land, she 
was once more active in the costume designing 
field. 

It was in 1972 that she got involved in local 
theatre and more especially with the Victoria 
Operatic Society where, to begin with, she 
helped out with the painting of sets. From that 
point it was a natural step to designing all 
costumes for Camelot, My Fair Lady, and The 
Stingiest Man in Town — to name but a few of 
her activities. 

While I have a feeling that perhaps this 
designer's favorite historical period is the 
medieval'Jet, of course, in her line of work she 
has to have a vast historical knowledge coupled 
with an almost photographic awareness as to 
which type of costume goes with which period. 

THE WORLD OF HISTORICAL costume is 
an entire world in itself, and oftentimes with a 
language all its own. For instance, today when 
we speak of a waistcoat we think always of the 
close-fitting sleeveless version with pointed 
fronts which is a part of a man's three-piece suit. 
However — although there was a time during the 
17th century when the waistcoat was waist- 
length only, and when it was sometimes called a 
petticoat and worn mainly for added warmth — 
by the beginning of the 18th century, the gar¬ 
ment had so changed as to reach almost to the 
knee, and was generally cut with a wide flared 
skirt. It was often heavily embroidered and also 
sleeved. In fact, the whole garment went 
through a period of being more of an undercoat 
rather than the brief, light-backed version we 
now know. 

This is just one of the items of which the 
designer of historical costume must be aware. 
Added to this is the fact that many colors which 
were popular in earlier days are no longer even 
known by the same name. Who among us, for 
instance, would have any idea that milk-and- 
water did not apply to a very weak drink, but 
instead to a particular shade of bluish-white? 
While in the 16th century a material of a yellow¬ 
ish-green shade was known — rather unappetiz 
ingly — as goose-turd. To offset that, however, 
we have the term, Iustie-gallant, which again in 
the 16th century was used to describe a particu¬ 
lar shade of bright red. 

MANY MATERIALS and their names have 
also gone out of use over the centuries. During 
the 19th century, for instance, limousine was not 
the name of a vehicle, but of a thick, hairy 
woollen, while 100 years before that Loretto was 
a very fine silk used to make those waistcoats 
mentioned above. 

There is another point which Gladys Stanley- 
Jones makes when discussing costume, and that 
is that while certain styles of dress pertained to 
certain periods of history such as medieval, 
Elizabethan, Tudor or Georgian, yet within such 
periods the styles varied from year to year, just 
as ours do today. 

Thus, faced with the task of producing cos¬ 
tumes for a given period, the knowledgable 
designer immediately begins a search to discov¬ 
er which would be the most attractive designs 
for that given period, and bases her work ac¬ 
cordingly. 

The theatre-goer attending a play of opera 
sees only an attractive picture on stage, and can 
have very little idea of just how many separate 
articles of clothing must often be designed to 
make up even one costume. 

For instance, in outfitting an Elizabethan 
man, designs must be drawn and patterns made, 
for doublet, pantaloons, long hose, cod-piece, 
ruff, surcoat. hat and shoes, while accompany¬ 
ing belts and jewelry must also be designed to be 
in keeping with the period. 

Moreover, to design costumes for an amateur 
production is a vastly different project to de¬ 
signing for a professional company. In the case 
* of the latter, money is often of small moment 
and large budgets are allowed for such work. 

However, expense, or rather the lack of it, is 
usually the watchword for an amateur produc¬ 
tion, and Gladys freely admits that this type of 
designing is a truly horrendous undertaking.

TO BEGIN WITH, costume designing for 
such a production usually commences a good six 
months before the actual production date. At 
first this is not a whole-time job, but as time goes 
on it becomes more and more demanding until 
during the last eight to 10 weeks, she can expect 
to work from early morning until late at night 
seven days of the week. One needs stamina for 
this type of endeavor! 

The first move, she tells me, is to read the 
script through several times to get a clear 
picture of the action, the scene changes, and all 
the characters. The period of the costumes must 
then be decided and this is tied in with the 
research that must be done. For this work, 
Gladys uses the libraries, her own reference 
books and also museums. 

For instance, in costuming the VOS produc¬ 
tion of-My Fair Lady, which is set in the early 
nineteen hundreds, Gladys found that her refer 
ence books tended to skip this period and what 
illustrations there were did not appeal. 

Since recording machines are a fact in this 
musical, she could not go much earlier than the 
year 1910, and following that date she could see 
that fashions were not all that attractive. 

The script actually called for a setting of 1912, 
but since the three years from 1908 to 1910 all had 
the attractive styles of their own, these were the 
styles she used in her designs. In various books 
one may find illustrations, but in the museum 
here there is a very good collection of costumes 
of this period which allowed her to see not only 
how the dresses were made but also what ma¬ 
terials were used. 

THIS MATTER of materials is often a diffi- 
cul one since modern fabrics do not drape as well 
as pure cotton and silk do. Also, dresses of that 
particular period were often liberally embroi¬ 
dered with a good deal of bead work and hand¬ 
made lace. 

Once again here we come into the question of 
money, for the designer not only designs the 
costumes, she also makes the patterns, com¬ 
putes the amount of material required and then 
haunts the dry goods stores looking for the 
cheapest materials which will fill the bill. There 
have been occasions when, not being able to find 
a patterned material in any way suitable for a 
certain period. Gladys has bought plain materi¬ 
al, designed an authentic pattern for it, and then 
stencilled the pattern onto the cloth. Also, for 
Eliza's ball gown in My Fair Lady, she not only 
designd and made the complete gown, but she 
also designd and worked the embroidery on it. 

For that one production alone, besides de¬ 
signing and making patterns for the entire cast, 
she cut out 10 ball gowns, worked on two; made 
three other ball gowns; one Ascot gown and one 
afternoon gown for Eliza. In addition to this, she 
designed and made all the hats, both Cockney 
and Ascot, and even made Eliza's boots, and 
incidentally Eliza had seven separate outfits! No 
wonder that before such a production this ener¬ 
getic person finds no day long enough for her 
activities! 

However, of late, Mrs. Stanley-Jones has 
been taking a rest from things theatrical and 
apart from attending to the odd commercial 
commission such as building chicken costumes 
for a quick food outlet, she indulges herself in 
her great love which is the sculpting of most 
attractive figurines. She first started sculpting 
these about 12 or 15 years ago, and all are 
costume pieces. In fact, as she says, it is just 
another wav of expressing costume design. 

SHE WORKS IN CLAY, and since the work is 
so delicate she uses a set of dental instruments 
for the really fine work. These figurines, or at 
least those I saw. were all of elegant ladies 
depicting the various stages in national cos¬ 
tume. 

Gladys has her own kiln, and after the sculpt¬ 
ing is done, the figurine is fired. At this point, 
however, she diverges from the standard pottery- 
practice in that her work is not glazed. Instead, 
after the firing, each figurine is hand-painted in 
oils. 

Only in this way is it possible to obtain the 
true colors and necessary detail to make the 
costume of the figure completely authentic, she 
says. Incidentally, the designs she puts on the 
gowns of these charming little ladies are always 
her own designs, but each is based on designs in 
use for the particular period used. 

Some folks have been known to assert that 
life by and large is a boring thing. But for Gladys 
Stanley-Jones this is one complaint from which 
she will never suffer, for to her, life is so full of a 
number of things, and all of them are happy and 
interesting.

The department of agriculture has declared 
the month of June as Dairy Month, so let us be 
sure to include some of these products in our 
daily menus. 

They tell us that milk is a complete food . . . 
some of the vitamins plus lots of calcium, so 
necessary for strong and sturdy bones. Instead 
of coffee and coffee break why not a tall glass of 
ice cold milk? It will see you through the rest of 
the morning or afternoon much better than 
coffee. Morning, noon and before bedtime and 
for the children’s after school drink . . . milk is 
like the advertising says . . . “WOW." 

For family meals or party time food, assort¬ 
ed cheese and crackers is always a popular 
protein. 

During the summer months many people 
enjoy cottage cheese because it is cool and 
refreshing and requires no preparation. Dieters 
eat cottage cheese because it is relatively low in 
calories and salad lovers because it combines so 
well with other salad ingredients. 

Cottage cheese has a lot going for it, in fact it 
is one of the best foods around. It is a soft 
uncured cheese made from skim milk. In the 
manufacturing process the curd is cut and later 
washed with water, then drained and salted. 

If it is to be sold as creamed, then cream is 
mixed in with it to give a butter fat content of 
fourper cent. 

One cup of cottage cheese gives as much 
protein as four ounces of cooked meat and if it is 


uncreamed, less than half the fat. Creamed 
cottage cheese contains 240 calories to one cup 
while the uncreamed type has only 170 calories. 
It can be used in a variety of ways ... it can be 
served alone or in salads with fresh fruit or 
vegetables, in dips and spreads and in main 
dishes, baked foods an desserts. Because it is 
highly perishable it should be used within a few 
days. 

Here are some assorted dips. The recipes 
make about, or approximately two cups. 

Blend in any of the following combina¬ 
tions. . . 

One cnp cottage cheese and half a cup of 
dairy sour cream. Beat until smooth then 
blend in one ripe avocado mashed, one tbsp. 
lemon juice and one-half tsp. salt. OR blend 
in with the one cup cottage cheese one-third 
cup chili sauce, one-half tsp. salt, one (four 
ounce) tin small shrimp (rinsed, drained 
and deveined). OR blend Into the cottage 
cheese one-quarter cup finely snipped pars¬ 
ley, one cup chopped and stuffed green 
olives and one-quarter cup Italian dressing. 
OR blend into the cottage cheese, one-third 
cup crumbled Canadian blue cheese, one 
tsp. minced chives and one tbsp. Worcester¬ 
shire sauce. 

AND HERE IS A NICE DESSERT ... 
two envelopes unflavored gelatine, one cup 
sugar, one-and-a-haif tsps. grated orange 
rind, two-and-a-half cups orange juice, one- 
half pint whipping cream, one cup sieved 
cottage cheese, three-quarters cup flaked or

Make a variety of dips and spreads with various spiced cheeses to serve with 
crackers. 

As accompaniments . .-.stuff celery stalks, mushroom caps or dates with Roque¬ 
fort, blue or spiced cream cheese. 

Skewer cubes of Gouda or Cheddar on toothpicks with fresh fruit, pickles or 
vegetables. 

Prepare fruit trays including apple wedges, pear sections, dried fruit, celery and 
carrot sticks. 

Make nut-coated cream cheese balls. 

Serve cheese at room temperature as refrigeration chills the character of all 
cheeses. 
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BOUFFANT OMELETTE .. . eight eggs 
separated, one-quarter cup water, three- 
fourths tsp. salt, dash of pepper, one-quarter 
cup flour and one cup soft breadcrumbs. 
SAUCE ... one (10-ounce) can condensed 
cream of mushroom soup, one-half cup milk, 
dash of pepper, one cup grated Cheddar 
cheese and one tsp. Worcestershire sauce. 

Beat egg whites until frothy, add water and 
salt, beat until stiff but not diy. Add pepper and 
flour to yolks. Beat until thick and lemon col¬ 
ored. Fold the soft bread crumbs into yolks and 
then fold in whipped whites. 

Spoon mixture into two, hot well oiled layer 
cake pans. Bake in a moderate 350°F oven. Bake 
for about 15 minutes or until firm and lightly 
brown. Combine ingredients for sauce and heat 
until smoothly blended and hot. To serve . . . 
stack omelette layers on a platter with sauce 
between layers and over the top. Have you ever 
made savory Cheese-Mushroom Muffins? They 
are so good and a bit different. 


CHEESE-MUSHROOM MUFFINS ... 
two cups sifted all purpose flour, one-quar¬ 
ter cup sugar, three tsp. baking powder, one 
tsp. salt, one can (four ounces) sliced mush¬ 
rooms (or use fresh), one tbsp. vegetable oil, 
three-quarters cup milk, one egg, one-half 
cup grated Brick cheese and one-quarter 
cup butter or margarine. 

Sift dry ingredients, drain mushrooms (if 
canned ones used). Save one-quarter cup of the 
liquid (or use water if you have used fresh 
mushrooms). Saute mushrooms in the oil. Add 
liquid, milk and remaining ingredients to first 
mixture and mix only enough to moisten. Fill 
greased muffin cups two-thirds full. Bake in a 
hot oven 400°F for about 20 minutes. Makes 12 to 
15 muffins. 

Custards are always a popular dessert. Here 
is the recipe I always use. 


BABE'S HONEY CUSTARD ... one pint 
milk, two eggs beaten and two tbsp. honey. 
Combine all the ingredients. Bake In a casse¬ 
role or costard cups in a 325' F oven until

What could be easier to make or more deli¬ 
cious to eat. If desired a tsp. of vanilla and a 
dash of salt may be added.

Last time, doing the old 
street car routes of Victoria, 
we got back to town from a 
ride to the Gorge, where we 
had tea in the Japanese gar¬ 
dens, watched the vaudeville, 
went swimming, canoeing and 
shooting-the-shoots. 

Now for No. 6 — to Foul Bay — but, wait, I forgot 
the time before to do the northern end of No. 3 
line — or was it No. 3 — out from town to 
Fernwood, and Gladstone? I know it was No. 3, 
to Beacon Hill Park. It must have Ifeen No. 3 both 
ways. I cannot think of any other number it 
• had. 

GOING NORTH from Government and Fort, 
this car. which shall be numberless, though I feel 
sure it was No. 3, turned east into Yates, north 
into Douglas, east into Pandora, north into Cook, 
east into Caledonia, north into Chambers, and so 
on the end of the line at Gladstone and Fern- 
wood, where today there is an attractive Square, 
in the shadow of the Belfry Theatre, which used 
to be a Baptist church. 

The No. 3 at that end was called “The Vic 
High Special,” for the high school was only a few 
paces from the end of the line. 

Going out between 8 and 9 in the morning, and 
returning to town between 3 and 4 in the after¬ 
noon, the special was a boisterous moving object 
indeed. 

Sensible adults stayed off the cars in those 
hours. 

There were singsongs and arguments about 
basketball games — and some smoking, and 
boys and girls actually held hands in public. 
What is youth coming to? 

This car on Sundays, was the church special. 


for it went by the front doors of several of the 
x city’s leading sacred edifices, and others were, 
and are, just a few blocks north on Quadra. 

I used to ride this car going to St. Louis 
College at Vancouver and Pandora, though it 
was usually much quicker for me to bicycle right 
down Vancouver to Pendergast Street, where I 
lived. 

NO. S WAS MY CAR — to Fairfield, and out to 
Foul Bay. • 

From the Douglas-Fort corner, outside 
Fletcher's Music Store, it went east on Fort, and 
south on Cook, east into May. around a big curve 
to Fairfield, past Ross Bay Cemetery to the end 
of the line, which was a round-about at Fairfield 
and Foul Bay. 

It was single track from May, at Olive and 
Joseph, to the end of the line. 

The outbound car waited on May for the 
inbound car, and then the conductors switched 
paddles, or something like that. I think the 
outbound conductor had to make sure he had the 
paddle on the single track, or otherwise there 
was danger of a smash-up. 

The No. 6 in summer was filled with pick- 
nickers, for Foul Bay was a popular old swim¬ 
ming hole. 

It was, indeed, a seaside resort, and some 
fortunate Victorians actually had summer cot¬ 
tages out there, among them the Kinghams. My 
family never owned a cottage there, but we did 
manage to rent — and so I had happy, adventur¬ 
ous summers at Foul Bay. 

Going to old St. Ann’s Kindergarten, at View 
and Blanshard, when I was starting out, Miss 
Edith Lineham was often on No. 6 bound for 
teacher training at the clock tower Normal 
School at Mount Tolmie. 

She was, to me, a grown lady, and she had 
long red braids down her back — and how I 
wished I could tug on them — but never did — 
and I suppose, to be so inhibited, gave me some 
kind of complex, did it? 

(Years later I told a lady she had beautiful 
red hair — and she slapped my face; she said her 
hair was not red, but Titian. I have never 


forgotten, and if. today, I see red hair, I call it 
Titian ) 

Edith Lineham entered the Sisterhood of St. 
Ann, and became Sister Eleanor Marie. She 
taught in many parts of British Columbia, cele¬ 
brated her Golden Jubilee in the Order, and died 
not long ago at Mount St. Angela. 

She was the only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Lineham, whose fine stone mansion, with 
its stained glass, still stands at Cook and Dal¬ 
las. 

Mrs. Lineham was Ella Madigan, daughter of 
a noted British Columbia coast marine engi¬ 
neer. 

No. 6 car was said to be the rockiest in town, 
especially when it rattled up and down Cook. It 
was noisy, too, and I remember, when I was 
awake at 6 a.m. hearing it, so noisy sometimes 
that it blotted out the Angelous being rung from 
the tower of St. Ann's Academy. 

I miss such sounds, alongVith the toot-toot of 
the Princess Maquinna leaving three evenings a 
month for the west coast of Vancouver Island. 

NOW I’M CONFUSED again. I know the No. 
6. when it got back to town, headed out Douglas, 
and east into Hillside, right through to Fernwood 
— another “end-of-the-line." 

But, was it No. 6 going north, too? Or did it 
become No. 7? No, I think it was still No. 6 — but 
if so. would not that have been confusing. 

Douglas, north of The Bay, and Hillside, were 
then largely residential — but look at these 
sections now. My, my, as they say, how times do 
change. 

No. 8? Don’t know. I don't think there was a 
No. 8. 

NO. » WAS THE UPLANDS - out Fort, past 
Jubilee Hospital, into Cadboro Bay Road, 
through some fields, and north along a country 
right-of-way to the round-about, which Is still 
there, minus tracks.. 

A trip as far as Uplands was adventure — and 
then came the walk to Cadboro Bay beach, 
where there was a summer hotel, and the rich 
had’their seaside cottages.

Uplands residents mostly had their own cars 
— some with uniformed chauffeurs — but No. 9 
catered to their servants (horrible word.) 

On No. 9 one could always see char-ladies, 
who carried large, bulging bags, Chinese cooks 
and houseboys going for 'nights-out' in China¬ 
town, nursemaids in trim uniforms, seam¬ 
stresses, also carrying large bags, and the vari¬ 
ous and assorted help the rich then employed in 
order that they could have more time to play the 
society game. 

NO. It WAS the Mount Tolmie at the east end. 
and Burnside at the west end. Or was the 
Burnside No. 8? No, I say. No. 10 both ways. 

It went from downtown out Fort, and north 
into Richmond to the end-of-the line near the 
gravel pits, just a little beyond where Mayfair 
Drive hits Richmond today. 

No. 10 at Mount Tolmie ended out in the 
middle of nowhere, so to speak. I think the 
original intention was to continue it to Cedar Hill 
Road, but that never happened. 

No. 9 and No.. 10 were the hospital cars — 
visitors to the Jubilee, nurses, and the numerous 
kinds of help that hospitals employ. 

No. 10 was also the ‘Normal’ car, used by the 
young men and women — mostly the latter — 
who were studying to be teachers, in the days 
when teachers didn't have to have all kinds of 
fancy, expensive titles after their names. 

Beyond the end of No. 10 at Mount Tolmie 
were farms, and the narrow, winding roads that 
led to the wilds of Gordon Head, which, said 
Victorians, was a very cold place, because it was 
on the north and east shoreline. No true sailors 
like north and east. 

From Burnside to Mount Tolmie was the 
longest street car ride in the works. 

IT WAS FASHIONABLE for Fairfield young¬ 
sters to walk to Mount Tolmie, climb to the top. 
run down, board the No. 10 and go right through 
downtown, and out to the end of the line on 
Burnside — at about Harriet, I think, where that 
line, like at Mount Tolmie ended right in the 
middle of the road. 

And then we walked back to Fairfield. Quite a 
trip, wasn’t it? 

Burnside was way out in the country, too, and 
many of the fields were home to horses and 
cows, and there were always chickens heard to 
be screeching. 

Fairfield always seemed to us to be most 
civilized when we returned to well planned 
streets, and houses all in a row, instead of 
every-which way, as they were way out in the 
country. 

NO. 11 was in the Willows. It used the same 
tracks as No. 9, but then branched off by the 
bend of Cadboro Bay Road, and went around 
several blocks, and back to Cadboro Bay and 
Fort, its main stop being the gates at the Willows 
exhibition grounds, now all gone, the site co¬ 
vered with streets and houses. 

But I never drive through this area without 
smelling the bams and stables and hearing the 
clucking of the hens and crowing of the roost¬ 
ers. 

I also think of W. C. Meams, the secretary’ of 
the fair, who guided it through thick and thin. 
When he wasn't at the fair, he was at his men’s 
clothing establishment at the northeast comer of 
View and Douglas — his partner being Harry 
Fuller. 

Greater Victoria's greatest street car day was 
in 1923, when everybody rode free all day, from 
early mom ’til midnight. 

This celebrated the 60th anniversary of the. 
David Spencer department store empire (now 
Eaton’s). 

The interurban service out to Saanichton and 
Deep Cove was included. 

I wonder how much this cost Spencer’s. 

“It’s our way of saying thanks to Victoria,” 
chorused the Spencer brothers — Mr. Chris, Mr. 
Dave, Mr. Will, Mr. Deans and Col. Victor, who 
followed their father, David, sr., into one of 
Canada's greatest mercantile establishments, 
which grew from a lending libraty and bookstore 
in 1863. 

I recall my grandmother O’Keefe telling me 
that, in her day, the street car conductors — 
motormen gave quite a personalized service to 
their passengers. 

For instance, a lone woman, going home after 
dark, left the street car and rushed for her front 
door, and, if it was right on the route, the 
conductor and motorman waited until she was 
safely inside and then proceeded on their way.

MERRILL HARROP 


Victoria's Mr. Horseman 


On a crisp February night, 
Merrill Harrop and I headed 
down the path to his barn, to 
begin the nightly ritual of 
feeding and watering his 
horses. 


I tried to follow his unhesitating steps through 
tlie darkness, making unsuccessful last minute 
attempts to step over rocks and puddles, the 
location of which he had memorized and there¬ 
fore easily avoided. 

This night was no different than any other at 
the Harrop Ranch and as we entered the barn, 
greetings came in the form of anxious stares or 
knickers from the horses, eager for their eve¬ 
ning meal. 

HE SET TO WORK immediately, going about 
his chores in a systematic manner developed 
from more than 50 years in the horse business. 

Conversation and work continued without a 
pause as he said: “You’ve got to be able to do 
several things at once around here.” Harrop 
explained as he lifted the flakes of hay into Pony 
Soldier’s stall: “There is so much work to do 
around a place like this, that you can’t stop every 
time you want to talk.” 

Assisting with the stall doors, I listened to 
Harrop’s story as he explained how he had 
decided to become a horseman more than 50 


years ago. “I was bom in. Aylesbury. Saskatche¬ 
wan, in 1913 and in those days we rode horses to 
school, except in the winter when the weather 
was too bad to go." he said. “I had this little 
horse named Scot, who didn't like to go to school 
because, at the stable there, he only got hay to 
eat. 

“He’d lunge and backup, doing anything that 
he could to avoid going and many times I'd lose 
\ny sandwiches, which were carried in a lard pail 
on my back." Harrop explained: “It was this 
experience with Scot that made me determined 
to become a horseman. Later on, my dad used 
Scot as a work-horse to plow summer fallow- 
after he broke the shafts on a wagon trying to 
avoid school.” Harrop added with a smile: “You 
know, after that summer of work, Scot didn't 
mind going to school one bit!” 

HAVING FINISHED the chores, we stopped 
off at the tack room, which is the essence of 
organization. “The first thing that anyone learns 
around here," he said, “is that there is a set 
place for each special piece of equipment.” 
Harrop pointed out that, "you have to be able to 
get anything that you need, maybe in a hurry, 
and it’s no good if some essential piece of tack is 
left lying about someplace out of reach.” 

The tack in Harrop’s collection varies from 
ordinary snaffles and bar bits, to complex hal¬ 
ters that he has invented himself. They all have 
a purpose and by using them properly, correc¬ 
tive measures can be applied to cure various bad 
habits a horse may have. It soon became very- 
clear that breaking and training horses is not an 
amateur's sport. You have to know exactly what 
you are doing or you could do more harm than

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good, receiving some broken bones in the pro¬ 
cess. 

Weighing more than a half ton, the average 
horse can put on a fairly impressive perfor¬ 
mance when he doesn't want to behave properly. 
This was evident in a series of photographs 
taken by Philip Graham, a local professional 
photographer. Philip had done all of the illustra¬ 
tions for a book by Merrill Harrop and one day- 
while visiting, he had an opportunity to catch 
some real action on film. 

A mare who had been improperly broken and 
had developed a deep fear of saddles was sent to 
Harrop for schooling. 

At first hobbled, she exploded into an hysteri¬ 
cal rage of bucks and kicks once the restraints 
were removed. Only with expert attention, the 
right equipment, and patient handling was the 
mare properly rebroken so that she could be 
ridden. The only advantage that the trainer has 
is experience and knowhow. 

MerriH explained: “You've got to have pa¬ 
tience with a horse, be firm but never abuse 
him." He believes that, “once the horse knows 
what you want of him and, if he respects you, 
then the animal can perform properly." 

BACK AT THE HOUSE, we settled in around 
the table with cups of coffee that Mary, Harrop's 
wife, had prepared for us. Mary certainly knows 
her horses as well and she has a great deal of 
historic data at her fingertips. 

When Harrop was 12, his dad died and they 
had to leave the farm in order to move to 
Saskatoon. Even there, his interest in horses 
surfaced and he used to work at Ross' Livery 
Stables, without pay, just for the experience. It 
was at this time that he met an excellent horse¬ 
man named Joe Tigh. An ex-Spanish cavalry 
instructor, Tigh was a bachelor who preferred to 
keep himself and his horses. 

He was the best horseman that Harrop ever 
worked with and. although he had the reputation 
of being a man without friends or enemies, Joe 
agreed to help Harrop with his training. 

The story in Saskatchewan was that Joe had 
supposedly killed a man over a girl while in the 
Spanish Army and had fled to Canada. The two 
horsemen lived in a small hut with dirt floors, 
two cots for sleeping, a wood stove and a sod roof 
that served as a home for gophers. 

They lived on salt pork, beans and baking 
soda bread with the occasional egg from a hen 
who tried to make her nest on Merrill's cot. 

One example of Joe's capability was the fact 
that he could turn a 20-foot rope into numerous 
training aids, since he knew 47 different knots 
for making a horse respond properly. Harrop. in 
turn, now teaches this skill to local horsemen at 
various courses and clinics. 

THE KEY TO THIS METHOD is that you 
can get away from harsh means of discipline, 
yet the horse will do what you want him to. 

Harrop believes that one of the marks of a 
good horseman is that abuse is not needed to get 
the animal to obey the rider. He feels that by 
gaining the horse’s respect through firm control, 
a better more manageable animal is the result. 

Harrop progressed rapidly under Joe Tigh's 
guidance and felt he should be riding race horses 
for a living. Tigh sent Harrop to an Alec Johnson 
of Mozart, Saskatchewan, since he owned a 
stable of race horses. 

It was here that Harrop obtained his start in 
the racing circuit. He trained and raced horses 
at Johnson’s stable for several years, before 
deciding to move to British Columbia. 

In 1939 Harrop met Mary and, after they were 
married, moved to Victoria in order to carry on 
racing. 

In 1942, Don Carley, of the Victoria Riding 
Academy, asked Harrop to assist him with train¬ 
ing some of his horses during the winter. 

During this time he was galloping Carley's 
two-year-olds and he happened to see a six-horse 
Tally-Ho team one day. A week later, the direc¬ 
tor of Grayline came to the barn looking for a 
driver who could handle Tally-Ho teams. 

HARROP WAS INTRODUCED to him as an 
experienced horse teamster and so ended up 
working for them. It was soon apparent to 
Harrop that the coaches did not need six horses

to pull them. He suggested that two teams should 
be used while one team rested, so that they could 
alternate every third day. Even to this day, 
Tally-Ho teams are made up of four horses. 

After spending another year at the same 
activities of racing and driving, a friend of 
Carley’s, Ed Savapah suggested that Merrill and 
Mary move out to his farm in order to train 
horses, full time. They leased the farm, made 
Improvements to their liking and, when Savanah 
died, they purchased the farm. 

At that time there were not too many horses 
on the Island and so Harrop went east to Saskat¬ 
chewan to race, returning with four yearlings at 
the end of the season from Speer's ranch. 

HARROP TRAINED these horses and then 
offered them for sale. One of the mares which he 
sold was called Information, by Osiris II out of 
Arcadian Dice, being purchased by George 
Harknett Senior. 

Harrop continued to bring horses to Vancou¬ 
ver Island for several years and, gradually, 
business improved in this area. At this time. 
George Bremner of East Saanich Road, started 
breeding horses and his farm produced a suc¬ 
cessful mare by Grey Skies, called Renmerb. 

She ran the mile at Lansdowne track in one 
minute, 35 seconds, setting a new track record. 
The record was equalled but not broken when 
Patterson imported a horse from Ireland to run 
at Lansdowne. He later broke several colts for 
the Ross Farm and, in particular, a mare named 
Flower Song, who won at both Santa Anita and 
Bay Meadows. He also broke colts for Captain 
Warren for 12years and particularly remembers 
Sky Misty and Sky Risky. 

AS SADDLE HORSES and show horses be¬ 
come more popular, Harrop expanded his opera¬ 
tions to include training for non-racing activi¬ 
ties. Quickly, his reputation as an expert trainer 
spread beyond the Island and he began to break 
quarter horses from Washington. He remembers 
one locally-owned horse that he broke called My 
Boy Bobby, who won at Santa Anita as well as 
having run in the Santa Anita $100,000 purse. 

He had another local horse called Eddies Boy, 
a $77,000 prize winner, standhfcat stud for seven 
years. He also broke Shadow'S Dividend, an¬ 
other successful race horse sired on the Island. 

Harrop points out that Vancouver Island has 
produced a number of very successful race 
horses. Using the resources of his own personal 
library which contains the performance records 
of all the horses that raced in Canada from 
1940-1963. we uncovered some interesting facts. 


FIRST WE NOTED that horse racing in 
Victoria took place at Beacon Hill Park as early 
as 1858. Sir James Douglas attended one particu¬ 
larly important race in Victoria on May 24. 1868, 
when the Queen's Plate was run. Racing did not 
begin in Vancouver, however, until 1890. 

In the late 1930s and early 1940s, a horse from 
Langford named Killamey L, won $21,000 by 
achieving 34 firsts out of 150 starts. 

He also placed a second, third and fourth, a 
total of 61 times. 

Another successful Island horse was Sarah . 
Chief, having won 33 races for a total of $33,000 
in prizes. He was owned by Nanaimo breeder 
Frank Beban, who was rated as the 20th most 
successful breeder in Canada during 1943. 

Don Carley of Victoria raised a horse named 
Major Turley who raced in the early 1960s and 
grossed $91,000 in prize money.

HARROP RECALLS breaking colts for Steve 
Johnson of Sidney over a 20 year period and, in 
particular, a record holder named March Gale. 
She had the record for a year as the fastest X of 
a mile racer in the two year old class. 

One of the most successful stallions to stand 
in Saanich was Shasta Pebble, who sired a 
number of winning race horses. 

It was especially interesting to examine 
Shasta's background, since he was grandfather 
to one of my wife’s horses. Harrop presently 
manages Ed Popham’s stallion. Pony Soldier, 
and he shows fine potential. It is hoped he will 
produce some fine winners. 

Harrop explaind that not only has Vancouver 
Island produced some fine race horses, but we 
also enjoy the'service of some excellent special¬ 
ists in the areas of equine health and care. 

He said: “Well known farriers such as Roy 
Jewel, Fred Ball, John McLean, and Mike Cop- 
pinger are all available to do excellent shoe work 
for horses in this area. We are also fortunate," 
he said, "in that we have some of the best 
veterinary facilities for horses anywhere in B.C. 


with Doctors Reed, Guttormson, and Clegg pro¬ 
viding excellent services.” These factors, plus a 
relatively mild, snow free climate, could turn 
Victoria into an even more important horse 
centre in B.C. 

VANCOUVER ISLAND also produced one of 
the most popular race callers in Canada, Jack 
Short, who is a good friend of Merrill Harrop. 
Although retired, he called races for 40 years 
and his voice was familiar throughout the racing 
circuit. Daryl Welles, now calling in eastern 
Canada, is also from the Island and has become 
popular in Ontario. We have also produced some 
good riders in this area such as Bo Mearns from 
Saanich, who is one of the best riders of jumpers 
in Canada. 

When all these factors are considered, it is 
evident Merrill Harrop has been a integral part 
of an area that continues to be important in 
Canadian horse world. 

HARROP HAS BEEN a successful horse 
trainer for more than 50 years, not only because 
of his skill but also because of his fairness with 
owners and horses alike. His philosophy is that 
training horses requires a combination of knowl¬ 
edge, kindness and patience. 

He believes that it is the only way to run such 
a business and those who know him understand 
that his word is his bond. One of the keys to 
success in horse training is self discipline, for 
even on the bad weather days the horses must be 
worked. "After all,” he says, "that’s what the 
owners are paying me for.” 

Even after all of these years in the horse 
business, Harrop shows no signs of slowing down 
or retiring. , 

THIS COMING RACE SEASON, - he will be 
watching the progress of four young colts sired 
by Popham's stallion, Pony Soldier. He has also 
just finished a book on training and breaking 
young horses, which is a good source of informa¬ 
tion for the horseowner. 

Through his many years of making friends, 
helping riders and developing horses, he has 
proven to be a valuable contributor to the horse 
community of Vancouver Island. 

Probably his greatest achievement lies in the 
fact that his name has become synonymous with 
correcting problems with horses. As one accom¬ 
plished horseman once said to me: “If you've got 
a problem with your horse, just send him to 
Harrop and he will take care of it.”

There are people who regard stars the 
same way they regard trees . . . when you've 
seen one you’ve seen them all. Astronomers 
though, look at the heavens with apprecia¬ 
tion. In their eyes the stars and galaxies become 
leading players in a wide-screen spectacular with 
an ever-changing script that is being written as 
new discoveries are made.

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Everyone has read of new disco¬ 
veries in space that challenge the 
professional astronomers with baf¬ 
fling and unusual happenings in the 
far-off parts of the universe. And it 
is true that routine examination of 
stars is being replaced by the study 
of more exotic things like quasars, 
black holes, pulsars and similar 
manifestations of nature. 

Also, t(ie overwhelming success 
of space probes in relaying pictures 
and information about our nearby 
neighbors, the planets, has quick¬ 
ened interest in and encouraged a 
greater understanding of our physi¬ 
cal universe. 

FOLLOWING CLOSELY in the 
professionals' heels there are the 
backyard astronomers . . . those in¬ 
telligent laymen who find satisfae 
tion iq creating and using fine in¬ 
strument* They share the same 
receptive mind as those who make 
astronomy their life's work. All of 
these people share their interest 
through membership in the Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada. 

Many years ago. when astron 


omy was in its infancy in Canada, a 
small group of eight amateurs met 
together in a house in Toronto to 
organize an astronomical club for 
the pursuit of astronomical knowl¬ 
edge. That was in 1868 at a time 
when astronomy rested in the hands 
of private interests and before the 
federal government had a reason to 
participate in it as it does today. At 
that time professional astronomy 
was almost non-existent in Can¬ 
ada. 

An expanded group obtained a 
charter in 1890, and the name Royal 
Astronomical Society of Canada 
was adopted in 1903 with the per 
mission of Edward VII. 

In the early years, meetings of 
the society were held in the homes 
of members. As the membership 
increased, the meetings were 
moved to the University of Toronto. 
In 1906, a branch was formed in 
Ottawa, and thus the idea of centres 
of the society came into being.

THERE ARE NOW 18 centres, 
from coast to coast, and nearly 
3.000 members in all. New centres 
may be established anywhere in 
Canada where there is sufficient 
continuing interest. At the general 
assembly of the society, members 
of the centres come together to 
share their interest, in an atmos¬ 
phere of fun and fellowship. 

Each centre of the society con¬ 
ducts a variety of activities of inter¬ 
est to its members and to the public. 
At regular meetings, well known 
professional and amateur astron¬ 
omers give lectures on topics of 
current interest. In addition, there 
are slides and film programs and 
study and discussion groups. Some 
members take part in regular ob¬ 
servations of variable stars, lunar 
occultations, sunspots, meteors, 
comets and other phenomena. 
Others develop special skills in as- 
trophotography. Many centres have . 
built their own observatories for 
these purposes. 

Some members purchase a tele¬ 
scope; others learn how to construct 
their own. Most centres have pro¬ 
grams of public education, includ¬ 
ing special star nights during the 
mild summer months when hun¬ 
dreds of people have an opportunity 
to look through telescopes — many 
for the first time in their lives. 

Membership is open to anyone, 
professional or amateur. The so¬ 
ciety’s unique co-existence where¬ 
by amateurs and professionals 
share the same organization arises 
partly because of the nature of the 
science and partly because the pub¬ 
lic can share in new discoveries. 
Besides that, astronomy is the only 
true science that has its subject, the 
stars, out on open view for anyone 
to study. 

A centre was started in Victoria 
as long ago as 1914 following the 
government's decision the previous 
year to build a large 72-inch reflect¬ 
ing telescope on Vancouver Island. 
Prior to 1914 six centres had al¬ 
ready been formed, in Ottawa, Pe¬ 
terborough, Hamilton, Winnipeg, 
Regina and Guelph. 

VICTORIA CENTRE members 
have distinguished themselves, and 
brought recognition from various 
astronomical authorities, for the 
excellent work they have done in 
projects open to amateurs. A rich 
variety of talents has emerged, 
lending an essential human element 


to what is otherwise a purely scien¬ 
tific exercise. 

Philip Teece is an example of 
the outworking of this principle. 
For years he has drawn things that 
can be seen through a small tele¬ 
scope. Some may wonder why he 
doesn't just photograph the objects 
and have done with it. Describing 
his preference for using a pencil 
over a camera he said: “I am intri¬ 
gued by the old-fashioned drawing 
styles used by the 19th century tele- 
scopists, because they record the 
visual appearances of nebulae and 
clusters. This approach is the sub¬ 
ject of my forthcoming book The 
Night Sky with a Small Telescope, 
which is being published this spring 
by Gall Publications of Toronto.” 

COUNTING SUNSPOTS may 
not be your idea of a day well spent, 
unless you happen to be interested 
in such things. One of those who is 
interested is Mrs. Edwin Bridgen 
who joined the society more than 20 
years ago. She is a housewife with a 
difference. 

If you happen to visit her home 
one cloudy day she is very likely to 
remark: “The skies have cleared 
and the sun has come out,” then 
disappear upstairs to th attic, leav¬ 
ing you with an invitation to fol¬ 
low. 

Upstairs, Mrs. Bridgen unfas¬ 
tens part of the roof and slides it 
away on rollers revealing a special¬ 
ly-built platform open to the skies. 
On the platform stands her aging 
414 -inch refractor (the type of tele¬ 
scope the observer looks through 
from one end), which she has had 
specially adapted to view sunspots. 
Mrs. Bridgen’s next task is to count 
all the sunspots she sees and record 
them on a sheet of paper. 

Each month she reports her 
totals to the American Association 
of Variable Star Observers. The 
AAVSO is the organization respon¬ 
sible for compiling the reports it 
receives from amateurs around the 
world who send in reports every 
month. Once they have been tabu¬ 
lated the information is made 
available to professional astron¬ 
omers who use it to further their 
own in-depth studies of sunspots. 

Mrs. Bridgen is one of very few 
sunspot recorders in Canada and 
could very well be the only one. She 
explained the situation this way: 

"There was a Mr. Derkinder 
who reported from Montreal and I 
was reporting from here (Victoria). 
We were the only two people who 
reported from Canada, and now I

think I am the only one. Though 
there may be one or two scattered 
around. I don't know if in Vancou¬ 
ver they do. I knew of the man in 
Montreal because I used to com¬ 
pare reports and his - name ap¬ 
peared on them.” 

Mr. Bridgen, himself a long¬ 
time member of the astronomical 
society and honorary president of 
the Victoria centre for his work in 
office, continues to help his wife 
with her reporting each month. 

AMONG MEMBERS studying 
unusual stars, Chris Spratt has 
made a name for himself because 
of his detailed and continuous ob¬ 
servations during the year. His ‘ 
work is pooled with others from 
around the world to enable astron¬ 
omers to study soft x-rays emitted 
by some stars of an unusual class of 
objects named variable stars. 

A serious and knowledgable 
man, Spratt has been officially re¬ 
cognized by the American Associa¬ 
tion of Variable Star Observers for 
his prolific observations of variable 
stars. As with the sunspots, the 
AAVSO also compiles reports from 
members around the world and 
makes the results of variable star 
period observations available to 
professional bodies. These bodies, 
like Caltech, need such information 
when they use their research satel¬ 
lites to study variable stars from 
earth orbit. 

What are variable stars? Spratt 
explains: “Variable stars are stars 
which vary in brightness, just as 
the name suggests, with different 
periods between maximum and 
minimum brightnesses. There are 
so many variable stars, literally 
thousands, that it is impossible for 
astronomers to keep track of them 
all. Consequently, the thousands of 
observations made by amateurs 
around the world provide them with 
the necessary data.” 

SPRATT ACCUMULATED 6,355 
estimated (sightings with mathe¬ 
matical estimates of brightness) of 
variable stars in 1976-77 to earn the 
Top Observer of the Year award 
from the AAVSO. His work, and 
that of others like him, is invaluable 
to professional astronomers. 

The estimates accumulated by 
variable star observers are used to 
determine which stars should be 
focussed on by scientists using x- 
ray detecting satellites, by indicat¬ 
ing which of those stars is entering 
its most favorable brightness 
phase. 

Called HEA01 and HEA02, the 
satellites examine a star’s x-ray 
output to detect clues as to its origin 
ana strange behavior. 

Spratt devotes most of his ob¬ 
serving time to peculiar variable 
stars called dwarf novae. He ex¬ 
plains what they are: 

“What happens is this. You have 
two stars, one revolving around the 
other, and one of them is more mas¬ 
sive than the other, and mass is 
being passed back and forth from 
one star to the other by means of an 
accretion disc; so a cloud of hot, 
luminous gas passes into the other 
star and it expands. 

“The expansion greatly in¬ 
creases the other star's brightness. 
Both stars’ balance is upset accord¬ 
ing to a mathematical formula. 
After the mass has been passed 
back the star shrinks again and its 
brightness diminshes. 

“Other variable stars are again 
two stars revolving around each 
other, but which eclipse each other 
at regular intervals.” 

Each eclipse will vary the 
amount of light radiated on a time 
schedule or period. However, some 
variable stars are easy to tabulate. 


whereas many are irregular and 
not so easy. 

Spratt uses the popular eight- 
inch Schmidt-Cassegrain Celestron 
telescope to study stars and he has 
also found it especially useful in his 
search for comets. 

SPRATT IS TRYING to be the 
first to discover a previous un¬ 
known comet. The incentive to be 
first is the honor of having his name 
assigned to it, just as Halley's name 
was given to the comet he discover¬ 
ed in 1759. He admits to coming 
close only once, being beaten by a 
head by another amateur who filed 
his report a day or so before 
Spratt. 

The Victoria centre has regular 
meetings every second Wednesday 
in the month in the Elliot Building 
at UVic. At a recent meeting mem¬ 
bers viewed slides of the February 
eclipse taken in the path of totality. 
Later they were addressed by Chris 
Aikmann, a professional astron¬ 
omer at the Dominion Observatory- 
on West Saanich Road. Aikmann is 
also a member of the society. An 
interested and understanding audi¬ 
ence, composed mainly of ama¬ 
teurs, listened as he explained in 
not-too-technical language about a 
mystery surrounding the origin of 
the universe. 

He explained that the tag “big 
bang" which has been applied to the 
event at the beginning of creation, 
was really a misnomer. The reason, 
he went on to explain, was that the 
residual radiation from the event 
seems to radiate not from a com¬ 
mon centre, as might be supposed, 
but from all directions in space. 
The resulting riddle is awaiting 
more evidence before scientists can 
attempt to satisfactorily answer it. 

Aikman, in a humorous, tongue- 
in-cheek lecture, listed on a chalk¬ 
board some figures he has been 
working on which he derived from 
interesting stellar spectrograms 
(analysis of starlight) of an unusual 
“gold star" in our Milky Way. This 
star was discovered to contain a 
large quantity of gold in its outer 
layers, or “atmosphere.” Notwith¬ 
standing its notoriety, the down-to- 
earth astronomers assigned it the 
unprepossessing catalogue number 
HR 7-7-55. 

Fantasizing how gold would 
plummet to around 10 cents a ton if 
some enterprising spaceship cap¬ 
tain of the future could scoop up 
quantities of the star’s atmosphere 
and transport it back to earth — 
without getting burnt to a crisp in 
the process — Aikman promised to 
work out how much gold could be 
recovered. 

However, it is hightly doubtful if 
his revelation is likely to set the 
gold traders on their ears ... not 
for a very long time to come ... if 
ever! 


ANSWER TO 

LAST WEEK'S PUZZLE 
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By T. W. Paterson 


Vancouver Island has ex¬ 
perienced several mining 
booms over the years. Never¬ 
theless, with few exceptions, 
the Island has never achieved 
the production status that 
many an early day miner 
dreamed of. 

Coal has been the greatest money-maker, 
and gold has contributed its share to Island 
wealth, as well as having stampeded hundreds of 
adventurers into its remoter fastnesses. 

ONE LESSER-KNOWN mineral which, for a 
brief time, gave promise of greatness for Van¬ 
couver Island is cinnabar — native mercury — 
the reddish natural state of mercury. Surface 
showings of cinnabar were first discovered on 
Pipestem Inlet, at the entrance to Barkley 
Sound, by hunters about 189*. A mining firm 
became interested and staked a claim, half a 
mile up what they called Pot Hole Creek. They 
built a small camp and dock on the beach and 
proceeded to drive three tunnels and two shafts 
alongside the creek. 

When provincial mineralogist W. A. Carlyle 
visited the site that year he examined ore sam-

pies from the dump: ". . . Some good specimens 
of the ore were found, which, on being broken, 
disclosed the cinnabar disposed along the ex¬ 
tremely narrow invisible cracks, while decom¬ 
posed rock was found carrying the metallic 
‘quick.’" 

At the time of his visit the mine owners had 
suspended operations and the dense underbrush 
prevented his examining the mineralized veins 
further. 


ACCORDING to a cryptic mention in the 
1911 Department of Mines' Annual Report, the 
operators of the so-called Balmoral claim at 
Sechart were hard at work and very much 
encouraged by the results of their work. Unfor¬ 
tunately, that is all that is said. 

In 1915 T. Golby drove a 45-foot-long tunnel 
through a narrow ridge to divert the waters of 
the creek and to expose bedrock, in which 
narrow veiniets containing cinnabar had been 
exposed. This is the only mention made in the 
Annual Report for that year and was only in¬ 
cluded, noted the editor, because “inquiries are 
often made about the occurrence, which is the 
only one known on Vancouver Island.” 

Although the area had been the scene of a 
small-scale mining boom — copper, iron and 
gold — from 1895 onward, it was 1927 before 
Mercury Mines Ltd. of Victoria operated the 
Sechart, Sechart No. 2 and Sechart No. 3 claims, 
half a mile from the beach and a mile from the 
vhaling station which had been established 
there shortly after the turn of the century. In his 
report to the provincial minster of mines a go¬ 
vernment inspector wrote: “It is claimed that 
this and the Kamloops showings are the only 
showings of cinnabar, not only in the Province, 
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but in the British Empire, the main world supply 
coming principally from Spain and Italy.” 

ABOUT 1919, samples taken from the origi¬ 
nal ore dump had assayed 38 per cent mercury, 
"which was, of course, too low grade to work at 
that time. The present price of mercury in 
Canada (1927) is about $1.25 a pound, giving a 
value of $9.50 a ton to the old dump.” As a result 
the company reorganized. 

With government assistance Canadian 
Quicksilver Co. repaired the trail to the minesite 
and built a comfortable camp on the beach. Its 
owners hoped to push one of the old shafts a 
further *0 feet but ran out of money. Manager 
J.E. Boss remained optimistic, stating that, 
“with the new type rotary furnace quicksilver 
can be produced profitably on the (site) from an 
ore carrying 3 lb. of mercury to the ton. The 
present market price is $121 for a 76-lb. flask.” 

To which the department of mines added: 
“Samples taken from the old dump of the shaft 
average abaout 9.4 per cent or 8 lb. of quicksilver 
to the ton of ore. The property would seem to 
have considerable merit and, as there is no 
uicksilver produced in the British Empire, 
eserves sufficient support to prove it one way 
or the other." 

The proo seems to be in the fact that 
Pipestem Inlet’s mercury mine has not been 
developed into a paying production to this day, 
although Canada does have a small amount of 
mercury. In 1975 Canadian mines produced 900 
pounds of the useful metal. 

THE SECHART AREA of -Vancouver Is¬ 
land's west coast attracted further interest for 
its magnetite —■ iron — deposits, as well as gold, 
as early as the 1890s, when Washington state 
steel interests bought eight groups of claims; the 
most promising were the Crown Prince, Lord of 
the Isles and Bald Eagle. 


In 1901 the Pacific Steel Company of Seattle 
invested considerable money and time in strip¬ 
ping. tunnelling and drifting on its property, and 
built three blacksmith shops, a seven-room of¬ 
fice-residence for the superintendent, cabins, 
bunk-houses, outbuildings, a wharf and a series 
of trails from tidewater. 

However, like the mercury claims, the iron 
mines failed to produce. 

In 1905 further activity occurred here when 
the Victoria Whaling Co. of Victors established a 
whaling station at Sechart. As had been the case 
of its predecessor, the B.C. Whaling Co., the 
Victoria firm did well initially, Its annual income 
often exceeding $1 million. But, in almost 40 
years of operation, the annual catch dropped 
from 1,200 whales to the hopeless total of 163 in 
1942. 


SECHART HAD LONG predeceased the 
company that built it. Originally whales were 
captured off Vancouver Island, but too efficient 
hunting soon accounted for these and the whal¬ 
ers, most of whom had been imported from 
Norway, shifted operations to the more fertile 
waters of the Queen Charlotte Islands. For a 
time Sechart served as a fish reduction plant. 

One of the few reminders today of the 
old-time whaling station is a 20-page booklet, 
published by the Victoria Whaling Co. Entitled 
Whale Meat As Food, it contains 20 “delicious 
whale meat recipes; tried and true." Among 
these mouth-watering delicacies is the recipe for 
Sechart Salad: three cups cold roast whale, 
chopped coarsely; 2/3-1 cup cooked green peas, 
four radishes (sliced). Moisten with salad dress¬ 
ing. mix lightly with a silver fork, serve on a 
crisp lettuce leaf, and garnish with slices of 
hard-boiled egg or tomatoes. 

Sounds delicious!
